THE TRAFFIC BULLETIN is arranged 
in two sections, viz.: the Tariff Section 
and the News Section. The pages im- 
mediately following constitute the 
Tariff Section, Therein will be found, 
in addition to other important cur- 
rent data, a complete list of freight 
tariffs filed with the Interstate, Com- 
merce Commission at Washington, D. 
C,, by all railroads and steamship lines 
in the United States during the week 
just ended. 

The Tariff Section, therefore, pre- 
sents with each issue a complete ex- 
hibit of the current week’s filings at 
Washington. 

In the News Section which follows 
will be found Decisions, Rulings, Or- 
ders and Circulars promulgated by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission from 


. week to week, Court Decisions, etc. 


in the Tariff Section the tariffs are 
classified and grouped under appro- 
priate commodity and other headings. 
Tariffs of the same general character 
or which name rates on commodities 
more or less related or analogous ‘to 
each other are shown under the same 
heading. 

See index to the Tariff Section on 
the front cover, 

Specific rates from and to nanied 
points are given in cases where the 
tariffs are not voluminous. Unless 
otherwise indicated, these specific 
rates are in cents per 100 pounds. 

Particular attention is called to the 
tariffs bulletined under the heading 
“Classes and Commodities.” The tariffs 
naming class rates are of interest 
to subscribers whose tonnage, either 
wholly or in part, is subject to rates 
determined by the use of the Official, 
Western and Southern classifications 
in the territories where these classi- 
fications govern. These subscribers 
should follow closely not only the 
changes in class rates, but also the 
classification changes as_ bulletined 
under “Classifications and Rules.” 

Subscribers whose tonnage moves 
on commodity rates should also watch 
the tariffs bulletined under “Classes 
and Commodities,” as well as those 
bulletined under specific commodity 
headings, such as Clay and Clay Prod- 
ucts, Iron and Steel, Petroleum and Its 
Products, etc., for many miscellaneous 
or omnibus commodity tariffs are pub-

Complaint alleges that class rates from Atlantic sea- 

board territory to the Missouri river cities are unrea- 

sonable, and unduly discriminatory as compared with the 
rates from the same territory to St. Paul and Minneapolis; 

Held, 

1. That the rates to St. Paul and Minneapolis are 
controlled by competition of water lines and of Canadian 
rail lines, and that, therefore, they may reasonably be 
lower than to the Missouri river cities. 

2. That the through rates to the Missouri river cities 
are unreasonably high; that they are so because those 
portions of the through rates which are applied between 
the Mississippi river crossings and the Missouri river 
cities to the through transportation are too high, and 
that, therefore, the separately established rates applied 
west of the Mississippi river to the through transporta- 
tion should be reduced.

Report of the Commission. 

CLARK, commissioner: 

Complainants are individuals, partnerships and cor- 
porations engaged in jobbing trade at Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, Mo., and Omaha, Neb., to which points they 
ship via the lines of the defendants large quantities 
of goods from the Atlantic seaboard, largely under class 
rates, and from which points they distribute such goods 
throughout a large territory to the southwest, west and 
northwest and also to a comparatively small and limited 
territory east of the Missouri river. 

In sale and distribution of their goods, complainants 
come in competition with jobbers located at Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, hereinafter referred to as the Twin Cities, 
and the complaint alleges unjust and unreasonable dis- 
crimination in favor of the Twin Cities and undue preju- 
dice against Kansas City, St. Joseph and Omaha, herein- 
after referred to as the Missouri river cities, due to and 
measured by the difference in the class rates from the 
Atlantic seaboard to the Twin cities, as compared with 
like rates from same points to athe Missouri river cities.

In testimony, briefs and argument complainants 
make a strong attack upon the jiong-established system 
of rate-making under which rates to points west of the 
Mississippi river are made upon the basis of the rates 
to the Mississippi river crossings. 

As railroads were constructed into the undeveloped 
west and, for a time at least, had their western termini 
at the east bank of the Mississippi river, it seems natural 
that when the river was crossed and rates were estab- 
lished to points beyond, they should be constructed by 
adding certain sums to the rates already established to 
the river, and as additional lines were built and addi- 
tional railroad crossings over the Mississippi river were 
constructed, competition between carriers and localities 
naturally established common rates to the Mississippi 
river crossings, especially when applied to traffic going 
beyond. 

As the west was further developed, this same condi- 
tion and like results followed at the several crossings of 
the Missouri river, so that to-day the rates from the 
Mississippi river crossings to the: Missouri river crossings, 
Kansas City to Omaha, inclusive, are the same, and from 
points east, to the Missouri river cities, are the same 
via any of the Mississippi river crossings, East St. Louis 
to East Dubuque, inclusive. 

Complaint alleges unreasonableness of the class rates 
from the Atlantic seaboard, and the defendants named in 
the complaint were the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
railway, the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railway, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway, the Chicago & 
Northwestern railway and the Chicago Great Western 
railway. All of these are carriers whose lines do not ex- 
tend east of Chicago, and all of them have lines from 
Chicago, through the several Mississippi river crossings, 
to the Missouri river cities. The defendants whose lines 
are east of Chicago were made defendants upon applica- 
tion of the Chicago & Northwestern railway. It will, 
however, be seen that the complaint, the testimony and 
the argument are all against the rates charged west of 
Chicago and the Mississippi river crossings. 


Other Cities Also Intervene. 


The Sioux City Commercial Club intervened and sup- 
ported the complainants’ request, introducing and em- 
phasizing, however, the view that whatever might be done 
for Omaha should likewise be done for Sioux City, and 
arguing that as Sioux City was also a Missouri river 
crossing it should be placed upon a parity with Omaha. 
The St. Paul Jobbers and Manufacturers’ Association of 
St. Paul and the Commercial Club of Minneapolis inter- 
vened and in substance joined with and supported the 
defendants. The Chicago Association of Commerce and 
the Merchants’ Traffic Bureau and the Business Men’s 
League of St. Louis appeared at the hearings on behalf 
of the commercial interests of their respective cities, 
offered evidence and were heard on brief and in oral 
argument in defense of the system of rate construction 
based upon the Mississippi river, and in opposition to a 
rate adjustment that would give the Missouri river cities 
an advantage at the expense of Chicago and St. Louis. 

Complainants allege that the class rates from the At- 
lantic seaboard, of which New York will be taken as 
representative, to the Missouri river cities, to- wit, in

Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railway; Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul railway; Chicago & Northwestern railway, 
and Chicago Great Western railway are parties to the tariff 
so referred to. It contains rates on classes and com- 
modities from “Atlantic seaboard and points west thereof, 
east of the western termini of the trunk lines” to St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, etc., and the term “Atlantic seaboard” 
is used herein in that sense. 

Defendants admit the correctness of tne rates stated 
in the complaint, and the “divisions thereof between the 
several carriers, and the distances via the various routes, 
but they deny that such rates are unjust and unreasonable, 
or unjustly discriminatory in comparison with the rates to 
the Twin Cities. Of the five original defendants, the Rock 
Island, the Northwestern and the Great Western allege 
justification for the lower rates to the Twin Cities on the 
ground of competition by water as well as of competition 
via the Canadian Pacific and the Minneapolis, St. Paul & 
Sault Ste. Marie railway, hereinafter referred to as the 
Soo Line. 

Of the numerous complainants only representatives 
of the dry goods interests appeared to give evidence at 
the hearings, with the exception of one wholesale grocer, 
introduced by the intervenor, Sioux City Commercial Club. 
The jobbers of Sioux City sell goods in northwestern 
Iowa, southwestern Minnesota, South Dakota, northern 
Nebraska and a part of Wyoming. They come into com- 
petition with jobbers at Chicago, Omaha, the Twin Cities 
and other intermediate jobbing points, their strongest 
competition being with Omaha on the south and the Twin 
Cities on the North. 

With the exception of North Dakota, western and 
northwestern Minnesota and Canada it may be said in 
general that the dry goods concerns in the Missouri river 
cities compete in all the territory from the Missouri river 
to the Pacific ocean and from the Canadian boundary to 
the Gulf, and in much of this territory they meet com- 
petition more or less keen from jobbers at Chicago, St. 
Louis, the Twin Cities, Denver, San Francisco and various 
smaller jobbing points. In Montana, Washington and com- 
mon-points territory the Missouri river cities jobbers meet 
strong competition from jobbers in the Twin Cities, New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis and San Francisco; New York 
and the Twin Cities having an advantage in that terri- 
tory of the difference between the rates from New York 
to the Missouri river cities and from New York to the 
Twin Cities. In the west and southwest the strongest 


‘Mississippi river crossings | is improper. 


competitors of the Missouri river cities are New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis. In Iowa, southeastern Dakota and 
southwestern Minnesota the rates equalize at greater 
distances from the Twin Cities than from the Missouri 
river cities. 

Further Division of the Territory. 


While -the Missouri river cities jobbers are at a dis- 
advantage as compared with the Twin Cities jobbers in 
Minnesota, North Dakota, northeastern South Dakota and 
Canadian territory, the Twin Cities jobbers are at a like 
and apparently equal disadvantage in the territory im- 
mediately west and southwest of the Missouri river cities 
and in the Black Hills district of South Dakota. There 
are points west of the Missouri river which can be reached 
by the jobber at St. Louis or at New York, under a com- 
bination rate based on St. Louis, cheaper than they can 
be reached by the Missouri river cities jobbers under a 
combination rate based on the Missouri river, but the evi- 
dence seemed to show that in géneral this was where the 
application of a through rate at an intermediate point on 
the same line had that effect. 

The record shows that three wholesale dry goods 
houses at Kansas City, four at St. Joseph and two at 
Omaha do an aggregate annual business of about $40,000. 
000. They estimate that their inbound freight charges 
amount to about 3% per cent of the total sales; that their 
total expenses amount to 13 per cent of the total sales 
and that on an annual business of $5,000,000 the Twin 
Cities jobbers would have an advantage of approximately 
$40,000 over the jobbers at the Missouri river cities by 
reason of the difference in freight rates. This estimate 
presumably assumes that the total of the year’s sales is 
made in territory strictly competitive between the Mis- 
souri river cities and the Twin Cities, and that it all 
moves under the first-class rate. 

Complainants insist that the system of basing rates 
to the Missouri river cities and points beyond upon the 
Their expert 
testified that the Mississippi river basis should be abol- 
ished, but he did not think the Missouri river basis 
should be abolished because, in his opinion, the country 
west of the Missouri river had not developed suffi- 
ciently as yet to warrant that change. 

As has been noted, the Missouri river cities have 2 
eertain territory naturally tributary to them in which the 
Twin Cities are apparently unable to compete with them, 
but in certain other territory naturally tributary to the 
Twin Cities, the Twin Cities jobbers have an advantage 
over the Missouri river cities jobbers, and this must 
necessarily be so as to all distributing centers if: the 
cost of the service and the distance which goods are 
transported are to be given any consideration in de 
termining transportation rates. It is not possible to 
place all commercial centers on an equality in the cost 
of transportation except by basing transportation charges 
upon the same principle that underlies the government’s 
charges for the transmission of mail matter. 


Fundamental Elements Are Analyzed. 


It is therefore proper for us to here look into the 
question of not only what the rates are, but upon what 
principles they are constructed, by what conditions thev 
are controlled, and what would be the effect of important 
changes therein. Chicago is 912 miles and St. Louis is 
1,063 miles from New York, Kansas City is 280 miles 
northwest of St. Louis, St. Joseph is about 65 miles 
northwest of Kansas City and Omaha is approximately 
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200 miles northwest of Kansas City. The short-line mile- 
ages from New York to the Missouri river cities are via St. 
Louis to Kansas City, 1,342 miles; to St.Joseph, 1,390 miles; 
to Omaha, 1,477 miles, and via Chicago to Kansas City, 
1,370 miles; to St. Joseph, 1,382 miles, and to Omaha, 


1,405 miles. ‘The short-line mileage from Chicago to 
Kansas City is 458 miles, to St. Joseph, 470 miles, and 
to Omaha, 492 miles. The short-line mileage from Chi- 
cago to Minneapolis is 420 miles and to St. Paul 409 
miles. The average distances, however, between Chi- 
cago and the Missouri river cities and between Chicago 
and the Twin Cities are approximately the same. 

For a long time the rates from New York to points 
east of Chicago and to points between Chicago and the 
Mississippi river have been established on a percentage 
basis, the New York-Chicago rate being taken as 100 
per cent. The rates from New York to points east of 
Chicago are fixed at certain percentages below the New 
York-Chicago rates and from New York to points beyond 
Chicago up to the Mississippi river crossings at certain 
percentages above the New York-Chicago rates. 

Rates from New York to the Mississippi river cross- 
ings were fixed by the establishment of the New York- 
East St. Louis rate at 116 per cent of the New York- 
Chicago rate, and it will be seen that the mileage from 
New York to East St. Louis is substantially 116 per cent 
of the mileage from New York to Chicago. On Jan. 1, 
1908, the bridge tolls between East St. Louis and St. 
Louis were taken into the through rates and St. Louis, 
Mo., and East St. Louis, Ill, were placed upon the basis 
of 117 per cent of the New York-Chicago rates, which 
resulted in increasing the class rates 1 cent in each of 
the first three classes. The rates and divisions quoted 
herein, however, are those in effect at the time of the 
hearing of this case. 


Schedules East and West of River. 


East St. Louis being a Mississippi river crossing, 
and the rates having been established at 116 per cent of 
the New York-Chicago rates, the rates from New York 
to all of the other Mississippi river crossings to and 
including East Dubuque, IIl., were fixed the same as to 
East St. Louis on traffic moving through them and to 
points beyond. This resulted in establishing class rates 
from New York to the several Mississippi river cross- 
ings, in cents per 130 pounds, as follows:

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It shouid be understood that these rates apply on 
traffic moving via Chicago and that much of the, traffic 
moving “through the upper Mississippi river crossings 
moves via Chicago, and it should be remembered that 
the rates west of the Mississippi river crossings are not 
constructed upon percentages of the New York-Chicago 
rates, or upon any other percentage basis. They are the 
independently established class rates applying between 
the Mississippi river crossings and the Missouri river 
crossings and are made without reference to any meth- 
ods employed in fixing the rates from the Atlantic sea- 
board to the Mississippi river crossings. 


Divisions of the Carriers. 

The local class rates from Chicago to the several 
Mississippi river crossings are on scales which range 
from 35.3 to 43.3 cents first class, and it will therefore 
be seen that the proportional rate from New York to 
the Mississippi river crossings applicable on business 
going west of the Mississippi is considerably less than 
the full combination of class rates on Chicago. The 
proportionals from New York to the Mississippi river 
crossings through Chicago are divided as follows:

And it is thus seen that in this division the lines 
east of Chicago get their full New York-Chicago rates. 
The division going to the lines west of Chicago consti- 
tute a line of proportional rates applicable only upon 
through business, the local class rates between Chicago 
and the Twin Cities being established on a scale of 60 
cents first class. 

Complainants allege that the operating and trans- 
portation conditions between Chicago and the Missouri 
river cities and between Chicago and the Twin Cities 
are not substantially different and in no sense justify 
the existing differences in rates. 

As has “been seen, the defendants allege the con- 
trolling influence of competition by water and via the 
Soo Line in the fixing of the Chicago-Twin Cities pro 
portionals. Complainant argues that this claim is not 
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possessed of any merit, and in support of that argument 
cites the fact that these Chicago-Twin Cities rates have 
been increased during the season of lake navigation and 
reduced at a time when navigation was closed. There 
is much conflict in the testimony as to the effect of the 
competition of the Soo Line and as to when that beeame a 
factor in the situation. Complainants went to great trouble 
to locate the facts, but a carefu inquiry into the records 
of the Commission show that in some respects complain- 
ants’ witnesses were mistaken on this point. 


Fluctuations in Twin Cities Rates. 


The reports of the Commission disclose that in 1886 
there were class rates between Chicago and the Twin 
Cities, in cents per 100 pounds, as follows:

These rates were in effect at the time the Chicago, 
Burlington & Northern railway (now Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy railway) began its operations in that year. 
From that time to June 4, 1888, these rates were some- 
times higher and sometimes lower than above quoted. 
A short time prior to the date last mentioned, the 
Northwestern association; made up of all the lines be- 
tween Chicago and the Twin Cities, excepting the Chi- 


‘cago, Burlington & Northern, increased these rates to 


the basis of 60 cents first class. The Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Northern assented to the 60-cent scale, but claim- 
ing an alleged violation of the agreement it said: 


Finding that many of our patrons would be discriminated 
against by the 60-cent scale, and owing to the extremely low 
rates from the seaboard prevailing by Lake Superior lines, we 
have decided upon the scale,

Soo Line Restores Low Rates. 

In July, 1889, all of the roads between Chicago and 
the Twin Cities established the 60-cent scale between 
Chicago and the Twin Cities on traffic from the Atlantic 
seaboard; on Sept. 25 it was again reduced to the 40-cent 
scale and remained there until November, when the 60- 
cent scale was again restored. This remained in effect 
until in Feb., 1890, when the 40-cent scale was again 
adopted. It was raised to a 50-cent scale in August and 
to the 60-cent scale in November of the same year. This 
-continued in«force until Jan., 1897, when the Soo Line, 
against the vigorous protests of the other lines, issued a 
tariff which became .effective in Feb., 1897, and which 
established proportional class rates from Sault Ste. Marie 
to. the Twin Cities on all traffic originating south of 
Ogdensburg .and east of Newport, Vt., when routed via 
»the .Soo Line, and on traffic originating at or east of 
sPittsburg when routed via Mackinaw City destined to 
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Minneapolis and St, Paul in cents per 100 pounds as 
follows:

This line of differentials in connection with the 
Canadian Pacific rates to Sault Ste. Marie materially re. 
duced the through class rates, and all of the lines be. 
tween Chicago and the Twin Cities followed this reduc. 
tion in May of 1897. In June, 1899, the Chicago-Twin 
Cities lines advanced these proportionals to a 50-cent 
scale and at a_time when lake navigation was open. 
This scale remained in effect until Jan., 1901, when it 
was again reduced to the 40-cent” scale at a time when 
navigation was closed. It is thus seen that these carriers 
have made numerous, persistent and vigorous efforts to 
maintain proportional rates between Chicago and the 
Twin Cities higher than the 40-cent scale, and that they 
have been unable to do so. 

The Canadian Pacific Despatch tariff referred to by 
defendants as showing maintenance of a 40-cent scale by 
the Soo Line, at the same time it was party to the 
tariffs fixing the 50-cent scale, taken in connection with 
Boston & Maine railroad’s joint westbound tariff, show 
that class rates from Boston and points taking same 
rate to the Twin Cities were established via the Canadian 
Pacific railway and the Soo Line in cents per 100 pounds 
as follows:

The Chicago-Twin Cities lines were named as partie; 
to these tariffs as well as the Soo Line, but it should 
be understood that these rates applied via a differentia!

More on Water Transportation. 


With further reference to the influence of the water 
transportation upon the Chicago-Twin cities proportion- 
als, it is found that the class rates from New York to 
Buffalo in cents per 100 pounds are:

The through first-class rate New York to the Twin 
Cities is $1.15. The sum of the rail rates New York to 
Buffalo and Duluth to the Twin Cities on first class is 74 
cents, leaving 41 cents that could be applied to the cost 
of transportation by water between Buffalo and Duluth. 
It seems safe to say that if the all-rail through rates 
were materially increased with any assurance that the 
increase would be maintained for a long period, there 
would be every inducement for the interested jobbers to 
arrange for independent water transportation from Buf 
falo to Duluth and avail themselves of the combination 
that could be so constructed. The lake-and-rail rate on 
first class New York to Duluth is 68 cents per 100 pounds. 
which added to the first-class rate Duluth to the Twit 
Cities of 35 cents makes a combination rate of $1.03 a8 
compared with the all-rail rate via Chicago of $1.15. 
There are now in effect lake-and-rail rates from NeW 
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York to the Twin Cities on a scale of 83 cents per 100 
pounds on first class via Duluth. 

The controlling influence of the water and Canadian 
competition over the rates from the Seaboard to the Twin 
Cities is apparent, and it is also apparent that the de- 
fendant carriers west of Chicago must meet the force of 
that competition or refrain from participation in that 
business. Their local class rates from Chicago to the 
Twin Cities are on the basis of 60 cents first class, as 
compared with a 55-cent scale via lake and rail from Chi- 
cago to the Twin Cities via Gladstone and the Soo Line, 
and a 50-cent scale from Chicago to the Twin Cities via 
Duluth. 

The joint through class rates from New York to the 
Twin Cities apply up to the Missouri river crossings on 
traffic from the Atlantic seaboard destined through them 
to Montana common points and to Spokane, Wash., and 
common points, as well as upon traffic through the Twin 
Cities to the same destinations. The locals from the 
Missouri river crossings and from the Twin Cities are 
added thereto to make up the, combination through rates. 
The local class rates from the Twin Cities to Montana 
common points, and to Spokane, Wash., and common 
points, are the same as from the Missouri river crossings 
to the same destinations. This adjustment is forced by 
competition. If the lines via the Missouri river crossings 
did not make the same rates to Montana and Washington 
points that are available via the Twin Cities they could get 
none of that business. 


Comparisons with Other Territories. 


The class rates from Chicago to Oklahoma City mov- 
ing via Kansas City are on a scale of $1.50 per 100 pounds 
first class, of which the carriers between Chicago and Kan- 
sas City receive as their division 48 cents. 

The class rates from Chicago to Texas common points 
applying via Kansas City are on a scale of $1.57 per 100 
pounds first class, of which the carriers between Chicago 
and Kansas City receive 47.1 cents. The class rates from 
Chicago through Kansas City to El Paso, Tex., are on the 
scale of $1.69 per 100 pounds, first class, of which the car- 
riers between Chicago and Kansas City receive as their divi- 
sion 47.1 cents. The distance from New York to the Mis- 
souri river cities is substantially the same as from Chicago 
to El Paso. 

On transcontinental traffic from the Atlantic seaboard 
to the Pacific coast terminals, carriers west of Chicago 
receive as their division of the class rates for the haul 
between Chicago and the Missouri river crossings on the 
first five classes in cents per 100 pounds the following:

From these divisions of through rates accepted by 
the carriers between Chicago and the Missouri river 
crossings and from th® admission of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy railway in its answer that they give 
said carriers some profit, complainants argue that the 
rates charged from the Mississippi river crossings to the 
Missouri river crossings are unreasonably and unjustly 
high. 

Defendants answer this by asserting that a low divi- 
sion of the through rate for a long haul is not fairly 
comparable with the local rate between the same points; 
that the through rates are not made or controlled by 
them; that they are frequently made in competition with 
water transportation to the Pacific coast terminals or to 
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the Gulf ports, and that while none of them can be said 
to represent less than the actual cost of the service they 
cannot be considered in and of themselves as remunera- 
tive and cannot be fairly taken as a measure of their rates. 
Manifestly, a carrier may not properly or lawfully en- 
gage in transportation at a rate less than the cost of 
the service. So to do would place an improper and un- 
lawful burden upon other traffic, but if a carrier elects 
to accept a low division of a through rate for a long 
haul rather than to stay out of that business it cannot 
be held to have thereby committed itself to that division 
as a measure of the reasonableness of its other rates 
for transportation between the same points on business 
from or to different destinations or of a different char- 
acter. 
Cost of Transportation Considered. 


Complainants argue that the cost of transportation 
on eastern and western roads is about the same; that 
the average rate per ton per mile received by the west- 
ern roads is greater than that received by the eastern 
roads, and that the conditions of transportation are so 
substantially similar that it would be entirely fair to 
project to the Missouri river the same rate per ton per 
mile that represents the rates from the Atlantic sea- 
board to the Mississippi river. There are, however, differ- 
ences in the physical conditions. The density of pop- 
ulation and of traffic is materially less west of the Mis- 
sissippi river, and the cost of operation is greater, due, 
among other things, to higher wages and higher cost of 
fuel and other necessary supplies. It seems clear that 
the lines west of the Mississippi river are entitled to a 
somewhat higher charge than would be received for the 
same service on the lines east of the Mississippi river, 
and it seems that the only question to be determined 
here is whether or not the class rates of the defendant 
carriers between the Mississippi river and the Missouri 
river cities on business from the seaboard and destined 
to the Missouri river cities are too high. It seems patent 
that any change in the rates east of the Mississippi river, 
even if warranted, would fail to accomplish what the 
complainants desire, because whatever of advantage ac- 
crued therefrom to the Missouri river cities would accrue 
to a like degree or extent to their principal competitive 
commercial centers, to wit, New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis and the Twin Cities. 

The average short-line distance between the nearest 
Mississippi river crossings and the individual Missouri 
river cities is about 275 miles. The average distance be- 
tween the Mississippi river crossings, via which the rates 
apply, and the Missouri river cities is 325 miles. As has 
been before stated, the local class rates between the 
Mississippi and the Missouri river crossings are in cents 
per 100 pounds:

And these are the rates that are added to the rates 
up to the Mississippi river crossings to make up the 
through rates from the Atlantic seaboard to the Missouri 
river cities. Are these rates as so used, and the through 
rates resulting therefrom, unwarrantedly high or unduly 
discriminatory or unjustly prejudicial? Can they be 

changed without doing injustice elsewhere? 


Chicago and St. Louis Adjustment. 


As has been seen, the first-class rate from the At- 
lantic seaboard to Chicago is 75 cents, and to the Mis- 
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. sissippi river crossings is 87 cents. From Chicago to 
the Missouri river crossings the first-class rate is 80 
cents, and from the Mississippi river to the Missouri 
river is 60 cents. The through first-class rate from the 
seaboard to the Missouri river is, therefore, $1.47; the 
combination on Chicago is $1.55 and on St. Louis is $1.47. 
The St. Louis jobbers can, so far as freight charges are 
concerned, purchase in the east and sell at all points 
east of the Missouri river cities cheaper than can the 
jobbers in the Missouri river cities, while at the same 
time the St. Louis dealers can sell in the Missouri river 
cities themselves and at some points beyond them just 
as cheaply as can the dealers located in the Missouri 
river cities. The Chicago dealer seems to have a handi- 
cap of 8 cents on the first-class rate as compared with 
St. Louis. This no doubt is due to the fact that direct 
lines from the seaboard to St. Louis, belonging to one 
system, make the rate to St. Louis. 

The class rates from the Atlantic seaboard to Sioux 
City, when made upon the Mississippi river combination 
through any crossing East Burlington to East Dubuque, 
inclusive, are the same as to Omaha. The combination 
on Chicago is the same to Sioux City as to the Missouri 
river cities. The combination on Mississippi river cross- 
ings south of East. Burlington is higher to Sioux City. 

If the local class rates of defendants between the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers were reduced, it would 
give the same degree of advantage to all the producing 
and distributing centers on and east of the Missouri 
river, and their relative advantages or disadvantages 
would not be changed, while a very serious inroad upon 
the revenues of the carriers would inevitably result, and 
at a time of industrial depression when it could not well 
be borne. Such a change would necessitate correspond- 
ing changes in the rates to and from intermediate points 
and would probably be reflected in changes in commodity 
rates as well. The local class rates between the rivers 
are high, but this is not the time to precipitate such 
a violent change as would follow an important reduc- 
tion of them. The first-class rate from Buffalo to Chi- 
cago, about 540 miles, and from Pittsburg to Chicago. 
about 465 miles, is 45 cents. From Cincinnati to Chi- 
cago, 306 miles, it is 40 cents. 

Complainants urge that defendant carriers west of 
Chicago and the Mississippi river crossings have, from 
their operations, accumulated enormous surpluses and 
that therefore they cannot fairly present the plea of 
financial difficulty. Especial attention is called to the 
reports of the defendant, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
railway, which show a surplus of nearly $42,000,000. The 
carrying of this item in reports is certainly misleading 
to those who are not otherwise acquainted with the true 
facts. This surplus is in no sense available cash or free 
surplus. The record in this case shows that it simply 
represents the amount of earnings that have been ex- 
pended in past years for betterments and improvements 
in the road, and additions to its equipment. 


Basing Line Theory of Rates. 


An abundant share of the prosperity and develop- 
ment of the trans-Mississippi and trans-Missouri terri- 
tories has come to the Missouri river cities,.from which 
this complaint comes, but the fact that they have pros- 
pered in the past as a result of rapid-expansion and 
development of new territory may not be taken as con- 
elusive evidence of the correctness or justness at this 
time of. the rate adjustment that has prevailed in the 





past. We are not impressed with the view that the sys- 
tem of making rates on certain basing lines should be 
abolished. No system of rate-making has been sug- 
gested as a substitute for it, except one based upon the 
postage-stamp theory, or one based strictly upon mile- 
age. Hither of these would create revolution in trans. 
portation affairs and chaos in commercial affairs that 
have been builded upon the system of rate-making now 
in effect. It must not, however, be assumed that a 
basing line for rates may be established and be made 
an impassable barrier for through rates, or that cities 
or markets located at or upon such basing line have any 
inviolable possession of; or hold upon, the right to dis- 
tribute traffic in or from the territory lying beyond. De- 
velopment of natural resources, increase in population, 
growth of manufacturing or producing facilities and in- 
creased traffic on railroads create changed conditions 
which may warrant changes in rates and in rate adjust- 
ments in order to afford just and reasonable opportunity 
for interchange of traffic between points of production 
and points’ of large consumption. 

We cannot agree with the argument that the rates 
from the Atlantic seaboard or from Chicago to the Mis- 
souri river cities should be the same as or lower than 
rates from same points to the Twin Cities. -As has been 
seen, the rates to the Twin Cities cannot escape the in- 
fluence of the water and Canadian competition. 


River to River Rates High. 


As has been stated, the through rates from Atlantic 
seaboard territory to the Missouri river cities are made 
by adding together the rates from points of origin to the 
Mississippi river crossings, using proportional rates when 
such are available, and the local class rates from the 
Mississippi river crossings to the Missouri river cities. 
The through rates so established are, in our opinion, 
unreasonably high. This is so because those portions of 
the through rates which apply between the Mississippi 
river crossings and the Missouri river cities are too high. 
These are defendants’ “separately established rates” 
which are “applied to the through transportation,” and, 
therefore, the through rates should be adjusted by re- 
duction of those factors or parts thereof which are found 
to be unreasonable. : 

Out of consideration for long-established custom in 
rate construction and publication, involving different 
classifications, we refrain from establishing joint through 
rates, and, permitting the rates from Atlantic seaboard 
territory to the Mississippi river crossings to remain as 
at present, we conclude that the separately established 
rates of the defendants, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific: 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy; Chicago, Milwaukee & St 
Paul; Chicago & Northwestern, and Chicago Great West- 
ern railway companies, applied between the Mississippi 
river crossings and the Missouri river cities to the 
through transportation of shipments moving under class 
rates and coming from the Atlantic seaboard, taking New 
York as representative, should be reduced to the follow- 
ing scale: 


and that these rates should also be applied to the trans- 
portation of through shipments which move under class 
rates and which originate at points of origin specified 
on pages 3 and 4 of complainants’ Exhibit A, same being 
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the aforesaid Western Trunk Line Tariff No. 786, I. C. €. 
No. 678, or at points taking the same rates. 

These rates should also be applied on traffic from 
same points of origin destined to Sioux City, Iowa, when 
it moves through any of the Mississippi river crossings, 
East Burlington to East Dubuque, inclusive. 

As to the other defendants, the complaint should be 
dismissed. 

An order will be entered in accordance with these 
views. 

Order of the Commission, 


This case being at issue upon complaint and answers 
on file, and having been duly heard and submitted by 
the parties, and full investigation of the matters and 
things involved having been had, and the Commission 
having, on the date hereof, made and filed a report con- 
taining its conclusions thereon: 

It is ordered, That the defendants, the. Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Ry.; the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
R. R.; the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Ry.; the Chicago 
& Northwestern Ry., and the Chicago Great Western Ry., 
be, and they severally are hereby, notified and required 
to cease and desist, on or before the 25¢h day of Aug., 
1908, from charging, demanding, collecting or receiving 
for the transportation of property between the Mississippi 
river crossings, Bast St. Louis to East Dubuque, IIl., in- 
clusive, and the Missouri river cities, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, Mo., and Omaha, Neb., and points taking the 
same rates, as parts of the through class rates on through 
shipments originating at the Atlantic seaboard points or 
at other points of origin as specified on pages 3 and 4 of 
Western Trunk Line Tariff No. 786, I. C. C. No. 678, or at 
points taking the same rates, and destined to the said 
Missouri river cities, or to points taking the same rates, 
their separately established class rates now in effect be- 
tween said Mississippi river crossings and said Missouri 
river cities, which are in cents per 100 pounds as fol- 
lows:

It is further ordered, That the rates herein estab-

Report of the -Commission. 
KNAPP, Chairman: 

This is a proceeding of investigation and inquiry in- 
stituted by the Commission on Novy. 21, 1904. Shortly be- 
fore that. date numerous petitions were received from the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association and other commercial 
organizations in Official Classification territory, comp!ain- 
ing of the proposed adoption by railroad companies oper- 
ating in that territory of certain changes in the so-called 
uniform bill of lading then generally used in the trans- 
portation of freight over their respective lines. 

To inform itself concerning the controversy brought 
to its attention by these petitions the Commission or- 
dered an investigation, and the first hearing was had on 
the fifth and sixth days of Dec., 1904. It appeared at that 
time that the matters in question were the proper subject 
for negotiation and settlement between the various con- 
flicting interests, and, upon the suggestion of the Commis- 
sion, a joint committee of shippers and carriers was ap- 
pointed to formulate a suitable bill of lading and report 
the same to the Commission. During the year 1906 and 
the first months of 1907 this committee held numerous 
conferences and gave to the subject most careful atten- 
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tion. On June 14, 1907, they made a report to the Com- 
mission and submitted a bill of lading, which appears to 
have been agreed upon and consented to by the original 
petitioners and by substantially all carriers in Official 
Classification territory. The Commission was thereupon 
asked to approve this bill and direct its adoption. 

In order that the matter might be more fully con- 
sidered and other shippers and carriers have opportunity 
to be heard before taking action, the Commission on July 
8, 1907, made a supplemental order, reciting the proceed- 
ings up to that time, providing for a further hearing on 
the 15th of October following, and requiring carriers to 
whom it was sent to show cause on that day why the pro- 
posed bill of lading should not be approved and prescribed 
by the Commission to be used on and after Jan. 1, 1908. 
A copy of this order, with copies of the proposed bill of 
lading and of the petition of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association (the other petitions being similar thereto), 
was thereupon mailed to all railroad companies subject 
to the act to regulate commerce, so far as they. were 
known, and they were directed, if they desired to object 
to the adoption of this bill of lading, to file their objec- 
tions in writing with the Commission on or before the 
16th day of Sept., 1907. 

On the 15th day of October, the date named for the 
second hearing, there was a large attendance and the 
matter was discussed at length by representatives of 
various interests. While the fundamental features of the 
bill were not the subject of much dispute, there was con- 
siderable conflict of views and demands respecting certain 
provisions of more or less importance. Some concessions 
were virtually made during the progress of the hearing 
and other points of disagreement were reserved for fur- 
ther consideration. _ 

Since this public hearing, and from time to time down 
to almost the present, there have been informal confer- 
ences with representatives of various interests, and an 
extensive correspondence has been conducted, all with the 
view of reducing differences to a minimum and securing 
the widest possible assent to a bill of lading which the 
Commission might approve. It seems quite unnecessary 
to mention the different questions which have been raised 
or to review the arguments by which divergent opinions 
have been supported. While the efforts of the committee 
have resulted in close approach to agreement, at least so 
far as concerns miscellaneous freight and general mer- 
chandise, there are a few points upon which complete ac- 
cord has not been secured. Of these, the principal- one 
relates to the construction of the so-called Carmack 
amendment, included in the enactment of 1906, and that 
question will doubtless remain unsettled until finally de- 
termined by the courts. There are also some special in- 
terests Which are not altogether satisfied with the bill in 
its present form. Nevertheless, the degree of unanimity 
attained in regard to this matter is proof of the earnest 
endeavor of the committee to reach a common understand- 
ing, and amply justifies their appointment. The Commis- 
sion has been measurably relieved from a task of great 
difficulty, because the bill as now submitted represents in 
most, if not all, of its principal features a virtual agree- 
ment between shippers and carriers. 

In its general scope as well as its detailed provisions 
this bill _does ‘not differ materially from the one assented 
to and proposed ‘to ‘the Cotiiinission iu June, 1907, ‘as 
above stated. ‘Such changes as have been made, and they 
are quite numerous, have all been in the ce of 
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greater simplicity and are all believed to be in the inter- 
est of the shipping public. Aside from these modifica- 
tions of the bill as submitted a year ago, another change 
has been made which is regarded of great practical value. 
This change consists in the provision of two forms or 
kinds of bills of lading in place of the single form now 
and heretofore in use; one to be used for “order con- 
signments” and the other for “straight consignments,” a 
those terms are understood in commercial dealings. 
These two forms will be distinguished by different colors 
and each will contain provisions suited to its separate 
purpose, They will differ only on the face side, the con- 
ditions printed on the back being the same in both cases. 
These differences will appear upon inspection and need 
not here be ermumerated. The main point in this connec- 
tion is that the “order” bill will possess a certain degree 
of negotiability, while the “straight” bill will be non- 
negotiable and is to be so stamped upon its face. More- 
over, and this is a matter of consequence, the order bill 
of lading will be required to be surrendered upon or be- 
fore the delivery of the property to the consignee. It is 
believed that this plan will in large part meet the re- 
quirements of tle banking concerns of the country which 
advance vast sums of money upon bills of lading and are 
entitled to a reasonable measure of protection. 

This proposed bill of lading—for the two forms may 
be considered as one in what we have further to say—is 
submitted for adoption by the carriers and use by the ship- 
ping public with considerable confidence. It is not claimed 
to be perfect, and experience may develop the need of 
further modifications, but it represents the most intelli- 
gent and exhaustive efforts of those who undertook its 
preparation to agree upon a bill of lading which should 
be reasonably satisfactory to the railroads and the public. 
It is, of course, more or less a cOMpromise between op- 
posing interests, because on the one hand it imposes ob 
ligations of an important character which carriers have 
not heretofore assumed, and on the other retains exemp- 
tions to which some shippers may object, and perhaps 
not without substantial reason. As we are advised, it is 
in some respects less favorable to the shipper than the 
local laws or regulations of one or more states, but is 
more favorable to the shipper than the local laws or reg- 
ulations of most of the states. On the whole, it is be- 
lieved to be the best adjustment which is now practicable 
of a controversy of long standing, which affects the busi- 
ness interests of the entire country. 

Whatever criticisms or objections may be advanced, 
this bill of lading is concededly a great improvement 
upon the bills now in general use. Its adoption, we ‘are 
persuaded, will be a long step toward uniformity, sim- 
plicity and certainty. It will likewise be a long step in 
the direction of fair dealing between shipper and carrier, 
and may be confidently expected to remove much of the 
confusion which now exists and to measurably avoid in 
the future the irregularities and injustice which have 
heretofore occurred. The results of practical operation 
may disclose defects not at present perceived, and further 
adjudications by the courts may require a change in some 
of its provisions, but we believe it should be given an 
honest trial, and are strongly of the opinion that it will 
be found fairly suited to the practical needs of the busi- 
ness community. If it proves otherwise under the test of 
experience the Commission will exercise its corrective au- 
thority as to any matter within its jurisdiction. 

As above suggested, this bill of lading is designed 
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for use in connection with the movement of miscellaneous 
freight and general merchandise, and as a substitute for 
the bills now in use in the carriage of this description 
of property. It is not intended to take the place of special 
bills of lading which are issued on particular commodi- 
ties of such a nature or so handled as to require excep- 
tional provisions, such as live stock, for example, and 
perhaps perishable property. In short, this bill is pro- 
posed as a uniform or standard bill, so to speak, to be 
used in connection with freight articles generally, except 
such as now are or ought to be carried under special con- 
ditions. We are unable from want of knowledge to in- 
dicate just what commodities fall within this exception, 
much less to determine the special provisions suited to 
any excepted commodity, and therefore do not attempt to 
go further at this time than to approve of what may be 
called a standard bill of lading. 

Nor do we undertake to prescribe this bill of lading 
and order its adoption, because we are convinced that 
such an order would exceed our authority. Moreover, 
the situation makes no demand for a positive direction. 
The circumstances ufider which the work of the joint 
committee has been conducted and the substantial agree- 
ment on most points by the different interests concerned, 
to say nothing of direct assurances from representatives 
of the carriers, warrant us in expecting that the assent- 
ing roads will adopt the bill upon our recommendation. 
We therefore assume that the railroads in Official Class? 
fication territory, whose proposed action was the subject 
of the original investigation, will adopt and use this bill, 
to the extent above indicated, from and after the date 
named for that purpose. 

We shall also expect that railroad carriers subject 
to the act outside of Official Classification territory will 
adopt and use this bill of lading to the same extent and 
from and after the same date. There may be peculiar 
conditions in western and southern territory which re- 
quire some modifications of or additions to this standard 
bill, but the desirability of uniform usage is so great and 
the reasons for it so obvious as to justify the expectation 
that carriers in western and southern territory will adopt 
the bill in question to the fullest extent practicable with- 
out abridging any just privileges which their shippers now 
enjoy. 

Accordingly the Commission hereby gives approval 
to the bill of lading annexed to this report and made a 
part thereof, the “order” bill and “straight” bill differing 
only on the front page, the conditions printed on the back 
being the same in both cases, and recommends its adop- 
tion and use, to the extent above named, by all carriers 
subject to the act to regulate commerce from and after 
the ist day of Sept., 1908. The intervening period is 
allowed for printing new bills and using those now on 
hand. As indicated by the “Notes,” there are minor de- 
tails which will be arranged by the uniform bill of lading 
committee and should also be adopted. 

It should be distinctly understood that this approval 
does not imply acceptance by the Commission of any 
construction of the Carmack amendment at variance with 
its apparent purpose and intent, nor will the general 
recommendation now made preclude the Commission from 
passing independent judgment upon any provision in this 
bill of lading which may be drawn in question in future 
proceedings. 

An appropriate order will be entered.

Section 1. The carrier or party in possession of any 
of the property herein described shall be liable for any 
loss thereof or damage thereto, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

No carrier or party in possesssion of any of the prop- 
erty herein described shall be liable for any loss thereof or 
damage thereto or delay caused by the act of God, 
the public enemy, quarantine, the authority of law, 
or the act or default of the shipper or owner, or. for 
differences in the weights of grain, seed or other commodi- 
ties caused by natural shrinkage or discrepancies in ele- 
vator weights. For loss, damage or delay caused by fire 
occurring after forty-eight hours (exclusive of legal holi- 
days) after notice of the arrival of the property at des- 
tination or at port of export (if intended for export) has 
been duly sent or given, the carrier’s liability shall be 
that of warehouseman only. Except in case of negligence 
of the carrier or party in possession (and the burden to 
prove freedom from such negligence shall be on the car- 
rier or party in possession), the carrier or party in pos- 
session shall not be liable for loss, damage or delay oc- 
curring while the property is stopped and held in transit 
upon request of the shipper, owner or party entitled to 
make such request; or resulting from a defect or vice in 
the property or from riots or strikes.

charges in addition to all other charges hereunder. 

Sec. 5. Property not. removed by the party entitled 
to receive it within forty-eight hours (exclusive of legal 
holidays) after notice of its arrival has been duly sent 
or given may be kept in car, depot or place of delivery 
of the carrier or warehouse, subject to a reasonable 
charge for storage and to carrier’s responsibility. as ware- 
houseman only, or may be, at the option of the carrier, 
removed to and stored in a public or licensed warehouse 
at the cost of the owner and there held at the owner's 
risk and without liability on the part of the carrier, and 
subject to a lien for all freight and other lawful charges, 
including a reasonable charge for storage. 

The carrier may make a reasonable charge for the 
detention of any vessel or car, or for the.use of tracks 
after the car has been held forty-eight hours (exclusive 
of legal holidays), for loading or unloading, and may add 
such charge to all other charges hereunder and hold such 
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property subject to a lien therefor. Nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be construed as lessening the time allowed 


by law or as setting aside any local rule affecting car 
service or storage. 


Property destined to or taken from a station, wharf 
or landing at which there is no regularly appointed agent 
shall be entirely at risk of owner after unloaded from 
cars or vessels or until loaded into cars or vessels, and 
when received from or delivered on private or other 
sidings, wharves or landings shall be at owner’s risk 
until the cars are attached to and after they are de- 
tached from trains. 


Sec. 6. No carrier will carry or be liable in any way 
for any documents, specie, or for any, articles of ex- 
traordinary value not spcifically rated in the published 
classification or tariffs, unless a special agreement to do 
so and a stipulated value -of the articles are indorsed 
hereon. 


Sec. 7. Every party, whether principal or agent, ship- 
ping explosive or dangerous goods, without previous full 
written disclosure to the carrier of their nature, shall be 
liable for all loss or damage caused thereby, and such 
goods may be warehoused at owner’s risk and expense 
or destroyed without compensation. 


Sec, 8. The owner or consignee shall pay the freight 
and all other lawful charges accruing on said property, 
and, if required, shall pay the same before delivery. If 
upon inspection it is ascertained that the articles shipped 
are not those described in this bill of lading, the freight 


charges must be paid upon the articles actually shipped. 


Sec. 9. Except in case of diversion from rail to 
water route, which is provided for in section 3 hereof, 
if all or any part of said property is carried by water 
over any part of said route, such water carriage shall 
be performed subject to the liabilities, limitations and 
exemptions provided by statute and to the conditions con- 
tained in this bill of lading not inconsistent with such 
statutes or this section, and subject also to the condi- 
tion that no carrier or party in possession shall be liable 
for any loss or damage resulting from the perils of the 
lakes, sea, or other waters; or from explosion, bursting 
of boilers, breakage of shafts, or any latent defect in 
hull, machinery or appurtenances; or from ‘ collision, 
stranding or other accidents of navigation, or from pro- 
longation of the voyage. And any vessel carrying any or 
all of the property herein described shall have the liberty 
to call at intermediate ports, to tow and be towed, and 
assist vessels in distress, and to deviate for the purpose 
of saving life or property. 

The term “water carriage’ in this section shall not 
be construed as including lighterage across rivers or in 
lake or other harbors, and the liability for such lighterage 
shall be governed by the other sections of this instru- 
ment, 


Sec. 10. Any alteration, addition or erasure in this 
bill of lading which shall be made without an indorse- 
ment thereof hereon, signed by the agent or the carrier 
issuing this bill of lading, shall be without effect, and this 
bill of lading shall be enforceable according to its original 
tenor. 

Order of the Commission. 


This proceeding having been instituted by the Com- 
mission, and full investigation of the matters and things 
involved having been had, and the Commission having, 
on the date hereof, made and filed a report containing 
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its conclusions thereon, which said report is hereby re- 
ferred to and made a part of this order: 

It is ordered, That the form of bill of lading annexed 
to said report and forming a part thereof, be, and the 
same is hereby, approved and its adoption and use recom- 
mended from and after the ist day of Sept., 1908, as 
stated in said report. 

It is further ordered, That a copy of this report and 
order be forthwith served by mail upon all carriers sub- 
ject to the act to regulate commerce.

Report of the Commission. 
PROUTY, Commissioner: 

The above cases all involve the same question and 
were heard together, the subject of controversy being 
the so-called elevator allowance or transfer charge paid 
by the defendants at the Missouri river. The petition 
is filed by the Traffic Bureau, Merchants’ Exchange of 
St. Louis, an organization of the business interests of 
that city, and is in favor of the handlers Of grain at 
that market. The exact point raised will be best under- 
stood by a brief statement of the manner in which grain 
is handled and an application of these methods to a 
particular shipment. 

Grain in the states west of the Missouri river is 
usually bought in the country by the country elevator, 
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In such case the price of the grain is agreed upon and 
the grain is weighed and taken into the elevator, the 
transaction being thus completed so far as, the farmer 
is concerned. p 

i It sometimes happens that the farmer puts his grain 
on store in the elevator, subject to order for future 
shipment, and he also sometimes sells to what is known 
as the “track buyer,” in which case the grain is delivered 
not into an elevator, but directly from the wagon into 
the car. 

The owners of country elevators often have what 
are known as terminal elevators located at primary 
markets, into which and through which they handle 
grain from their country houses, but it also often hap- 
pens that the country elevator has no such connection 
with any terminal elevator. In this event the grain is 
either sold f. o. b. the car at the country station or is 
shipped to some market to be disposed of. In either 
case it is usually sold upon the grade, inspection and 
weight of the market to which it-is shipped. All grain 
shipped to a particular market to be sold and settled for 
according to the grade, inspection and the weight of that 
market must of necessity be elevated, since it cannot, 
as a practical matter, be weighed in any other manner. 

It will be seen, therefore, that in the ordinary course 
of business all grain must be elevated at the market 
upon which it is handled, excepting only such grain as 
is sold in the car for shipment beyond. This grain 
may be sold upon sample or it may be inspected and 
graded in the car. It cannot be weighed, and the amount 
of the grain so dealt in is small. There is another and 
more important exception, viz., grain bought by the miil 
directly from the field. 


Carriers Established Transfer Charges. 


The defendants, acting upon a decision of this Com- 
mission in the so-called Peavey case—In the Matter of 
Allowances to Elevators by the Union Pacific R. R. Co., 

~12 I. C. C. Rep., 85—have established. what they term a 
transfer charge, but what is ordinarily known among 
grain men as an elevator allowance at the Missouri 
river of % of 1 cent per 100 pounds. The railway tariff 
provides that this payment shall be made to the elevator 
performing the service and not to the owner of the grain; 
but the testimony in the case before us shows that, 
as a practical matter, the operator of the elevator at 
Missouri river points is almost without exception the 
owner of the grain, so that in fact the application of 
this tariff enables the grain owner at the Missouri river 
to obtain from the railroad company % of 1 cent pei 
100 pounds upon all grain shipped by him into that 
market. The same result follows if the owner of the 
grain is not also the owner of an elevator, since the 
elevator which performs the service will give him the 
benefit of the % of 1 cent which it obtains from the 
railroad company. 

This allowance is treated upon the tariffs of the 
railroad companies as a transfer charge and is never paid 
unless the grain is shipped out of the elevator. In the 
ease of the Union Pacific Co. the charge is paid by that 
company upon satisfactory evidence that the grain has 
gene forward. All other railroad companies operating 
west of the Missouri river have lines extending beyond 
that river to the east, and it is for the interest of those 
eompanies that the grain should be carried beyond over 
their own lines. The rails of the Chicago Great West- 

ern and certain other lines begin at the Missouri river, 
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and unless the grain is elevated and sent forward from 
that market these lines receive none of the business. 
These competitive conditions compel the payment by all 
lines of the same allowance made by the Union Pacific, 
but the payment is made in all other instances by the 
outbound and not by the inbound carrier. 


Illustration of the System. 


If, now, we apply the published tariffs of these de- 
fendants, including this elevation allowance or transfer 
charge, to an actual movement of grain through an 
elevator at Omaha as compared with a similar move- 
ment through an elevator at St. Louis, the discrimina- 
tion complained of becomes manifest. For this purpose 
we will assume a shipment from point A in Nebraska 
to the consumer at point B in Illinois. The rate from 
A to Omaha is 10 cents, from the Missouri river to St. 
Louis 9 cents and from St. Louis or the Mississippi 
river to B 5 cents. 

If, now, the consumer at B should himself purchase 
a carload of grain at A, the cost of transporting that 
grain would be 24 cents per 100 pounds. In point of 
fact, the consumer at B seldom, if ever, buys in the 
country at A, but for various reasons which need not be 
stated, he purchases of an intermediate grain man at 
some point like Omaha or St. Louis. We will assume, 
first, that the carload is handled through Omaha and 
that the grain dealer at Omaha owns and operates an 
elevator. 

The rate paid in this case, as before, is 10 cents to 
Omaha, 9 cents to the Mississippi river and 5 cents to 
B, making a through transportation charge of 24 cents; 
but the grain dealer at Omaha now receives from the 
railroad company an allowance of % of 1 cent. As be- 
tween himself and the railroad, therefore, he has paid 
but 23% cents per 100 pounds. 

Assume, now, that the shipment, instead of passing 
through the elevator at Omaha, is handled by a grain 
dealer who also owns and operates his own elevator at 
St. Louis. The dealer pays this same _ transportation 
charge, 10 cents to Omaha, 9 cents to St. Louis and 5 
cents to B, making 24 cents, and he receives nothing 
whatever from the railroad company. 

It is perfectly evident that it costs the St. Louis 
grain dealer just % of 1 cent per 100 pounds more to 
lay this grain down at B than it costs the grain dealer 
at‘ Omaha, if we assume that the expense of operating 
the elevator at Omaha and at St. Louis is the same. 

In point of fact, the grain dealer at St. Louis does 
not usually own his elevator, but uses the public ele- 
vator, paying for this service one-half cent per bushel, 
or slightly more than % of 1 cent per 100 pounds, but 
the same result must follow if we assume that the 
grain dealer at Omaha, instead of owning and operating 
his elevator, procures the service from some other ele- 
vator, for in that case the railroad company would pay 
the elevator % of 1 cent per 100 pounds, and the 
elevator would perform the service without charge to 
the Omaha dealer. 

In whatever way the matter is considered it must 
be evident that the dealer upon the Missouri river has 
the advantage of the dealer at St. Louis by exactly the 
amount of this elevation charge, everything else being 
equal. 

There can be no doubt upon the above facts that 
this elevation allowance works a discrimination against 
the market of St. Louis and in favor of the markets 
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at various Missouri river points where the allowance is 
made. The real question is whether that discrimination 
is undue, and therefore unlawful, and what, if so, the 
Commission can do to remove it. ; 


Competition at Two Markets. 


These defendants all place their defense upon the 
ground that competitive conditions, not existing at St. 
Louis, force the payment of this elevation allowance at 
the Missouri river. They assert that the Union Pacific, 
acting under the decision of the Commission in the 
Peavey case just referred to, pays at Omaha and at 
Kansas City this allowance of % of 1 cent, and that 
other competing carriers are obliged to make the same 
allowance. Since there is no such competitive condi- 
tion at St. Louis, they are not compelled to pay this 
charge, and therefore decline to do so. 

It is probably true that the payment of an allowance 
of this sort by one railroad at Omaha or Kansas City 
would force a similar payment by competing carriers, 
and this Commission has itself held that if a carrier 
pays this charge at Kansas City it cannot decline to pay 
it at Atchison. Atchison vs, Missouri Pac, Ry. Co. et al., 
12 I. C. C. Rep., 111. It may well be, therefore, that 
the action of the Union Pacific at Omaha and Kansas 
City does force the payment of this allowance at the 
Missouri river markets, and it becomes proper, therefore, 
in the light of the present record, to re-examine our 
decision in the Peavey case upon which these payments 
are justified by the defendants. 

That proceeding was originally undertaken by the 
Commission upon its own motion, but in consequence of 
the suggestion of certain competing carriers. It had been 
alleged that the Union Pacific under a secret contract 
with Peavey & Co. was paying to that company certain 
allowances for the unloading of grain, which amounted 
to a rebate in violation of the act to regulate commerce. 
The facts as developed in that investigation and upon 
which the Commission based its decision were these: 

The Union Pacific railroad, in the operation of its 
lines which lead into and stop at Omaha and Kansas 
City, found it necessary to provide at these points ware- 
houses into which grain shipped by them from the fields 
of Nebraska and Kansas could be unloaded so that their 
own cars might be released and promptly returned, -and 
from which the grain could be loaded into cars of its 
connections when it went forward toward the east. In- 
stead of erecting and operating such warehouses itself, 
it had entered into a contract with Peavey & Co. by 
which that company provided these facilities. The Com- 
mission found, nor could there be any doubt as to the 
accuracy of these findings, both from the testimony of 
the Union Pacific and of other carriers operating to the 
west of the Missouri river, that previous to 1899, when 
the contract was executed, and at that date it was abso- 
lutely essential in the operation of the Union Pacific 
railroad to provide such storage and transfer facilities 
at Omaha and in a less degree at Kansas City, and that 
the Union Pacific had entered into this contract with 
Peavey & Co. in good faith and for the sole purpose, not 
of giving to Peavey & Co. any undue or illegal prefer- 
ence, but of providing those facilities which it must 
otherwise have furnished for itself. We further found, 
and the testimony was not fairly doubtful upon this 
point, that the price specified in the contract of 14 
cents per 100 pounds was not unreasonably high. Upon 


this statement of facts we held that the execution of 
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the contract was legal and that the payments under the 
contract were not in violation of the act to regulate 
commerce. 

Competing Carriers Complain. 


It will be noted that the Commission treated this 
purely from the standpoint of the railroad as a storage 
and transfer proposition. The opinion points out that 
the contract is for the advantage of Peavey & Co., since 
in its actual workings the service of storage and trans- 
fer performed by that company for the Union Pacific 
railroad was to a large extent one which Peavey & Co, 
as grain dealers must perform for themselves, so that 
they were to this extent paid for the handling of their 
own grain. But the Commission called attention to the 
fact that the result of this advantage to Peavey & Co. 
had not been sufficient to provoke protest from the 
competitors of that company, since not competing grain 
dealers but competing railways had brought the matter 
to the attention of the Commission and were present 
before the Commission urging that the contract be con- 
demned. The last paragraph of the opinion of the Com- 
mission in the original case is as follows: 

It is scarcely needful to add that arrangements of the kind 
investigated in this proceeding are not favorably regarded. 
When anything directly connected with the public service 
which a carrier is bound or undertakes to perform is farmed 
out, so to speak, to one of its own shippers, the relation 
thereby brought about is likely to excite distrust and to be 
looked upon with suspicion. The provisions of the regulating 
statute may not be violated because any resulting discrimina- 
tion may not be undue, but the situation created cannot be 
wholly satisfactory. Under existing conditions the transfer of 
grain through elevators at various points seems to be a virtual 
necessity both to the grain carrier and the grain dealer; but 
we are not unmindful of the fact that the persons to whom 
these elevator allowances are made appear to control a very 
large share of the grain business. As a practical matter this 
may be unavoidable, nor is it necessarily unlawful, but the 
methods adopted and now in vogue in this regard are liable 
te abuse and therefore not to be encouraged. In this case, 
however, we are persuaded, upon the facts disclosed and our 
view of the law, that no requirement of the act has been dis- 
regarded and that the respondent carrier is entitled to a dis- 
missal of the complaint. 

The whole case fairly shows that the Commission 
then realized that the operation of this contract might 
result in such discrimination in favor of Peavey & Co. 
as would be undue and therefore unlawful, but were of 
the opinion that upon the record before us no such 
quality of undueness had been made to appear. 


All Conditions Have Changed. 


It should be further noted that this report of the 
Commission was promulgated before the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in Interstate Com- 
merce Commission vs. Chesapeake & Ohio Ry. Co., 200 
U. S., 361. While there could be no question as to the 
necessity of these transfer facilities at the time the 
contract was made, it ‘was evident that they were much 
less needed when the case was heard, in 1903; so that 
there might have been some ground for claiming that 
while this contract was lawful when made it had become 
unlawful. But the Commission hesitated to say, even 
if that were true, that a contract which was not only 
legal but apparently justifiable at the time of its execn- 
tion and upon the strength of which investments had 
been made could become illegal by change of conditions. 
That case holds apparently that whenever the execution 
of a contract violates the provisions of the act to regu- 
late commerce the contract itself becomes void and its 
performance unlawful. 
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When the Peavey case came before the Commission 
the second time every condition in any sense controlling 
had changed. In the Matter of Allowances to Elevators 
by the Union Pacific R. R. Co,, 12 I. C. C. Rep., 85. 

While the Union Pacific as an operating company 
still found it desirable and at times, perhaps, necessary to 
have at Omaha elevators into which its cars could be 
unloaded and thereby released, still its equipment then 
passed freely onto the lines of other railroads and the 
equipment of other railroads moved freely over its lines. 
It appeared in the testimony that cars coming in from 
the field were frequently unloaded into the elevator and 
then loaded out for the east without being switched from 
the elevator. It also appeared that a great number of 
its cars coming into the “elevator from the west were 
foreign equipment. Elevators had multiplied at Omaha, 
and the Union Pacific Co., even if the Peavey elevator 
had not been in existence, would have found no occasion 
at the time of our last report, in April, 1907, to construct 
an elevator of its own at that point. 

The change in the traffic situation was even more 
marked than that in operating conditions. In 1903 the 
rate from a point in Nebraska, where this grain orig- 
inated, through Omaha to some eastern market, was less 
than the sum of the rates to Omaha and from. Omaha. 
If the Union Pacific handled this business through 
Omaha, as it must, it was necessary to do so upon a 
joint through rate and as a strictly through proposi 
tion. It was, therefore, in fact as well as in theory, 
necessary that it should in some way provide for the 
transfer of the grain from its cars to the cars of its 
connections. In 1906 this was not so. After a period 
of warfare the Chicago Great Western had secured the 
adoption at Omaha of the same system of rate-making 
which had long prevailed at Kansas City, so that the 
combination upon Omaha was the same as the through 
rate via Omaha or via any point across the Missouri 
river around Omaha. Commercially it was certain that 
the grain would subsequently go forward for the most 
part to some other destination, for the consumption at 
Omaha was small in comparison with the total receipts, 
but from a transportation viewpoint the service was 
a strictly local one upon a local bill of lading and un- 
der a local rate. The Union Pacific neither knew nor 
eared what the subsequent destination of the grain was. 
Hence the interest of that company in the transaction 
had changed. Before it had been essential that this 
grain should be brought to Omaha upon a through rate 
and sent forward upon that rate. Now it was only es- 
sential that it should be marketed at Omaha. Condi 
tions must be so adjusted as to make it desirable for 
the owner to ship his grain into Omaha rather than to 
ship it via some through line around Omaha; and these 
conditions were met when Omaha became a grain mar- 
ket—in other words, when the grain was elevated by the 
owner at Omaha. 

Allowance a Matter of Policy. 

For the purpose of accomplishing this end the Union 
Pacific Co. had extended its payment of this 1% cents to 
all elevators at Omaha or Council Bluffs which per- 
formed this service. In other words, it now made pay- 
ment of this sum not by virtue of any contract with 
Peavey. & Co., but in the adoption of apolicy which 
would secure the handling of the grain at that point. 

While the case presented upon the second record 


“was entirely different from that presented upon the first 
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and must be disposed of upon entirely different consid- 
erations, it still seemed to a majority of the Commis- 
sion that the payment of these allowances ought, under 
the circumstances, to be permitted. The reasons which 
moved the writer of this report to that opinion are not 
fully stated in the report then published, and may be 
briefly given here. 

It is evident that the discrimination arising out of 
the payment of such an allowance might be of several 
different kinds, and for the purpose of defining these 
varieties of preference we may take the concrete case 
of a payment to Peavey & Co. 

(a) That company might derive an advantage from 
the fact that the amount paid for the service was greater 
than the cost of the service itself. If they received more 
than the expense to them, they would manifestly obtain 
an advantage over a competitor who did not perform th 
service by exactly the amount of difference between the 
sum paid and the cost to them. 

Now, when we reduced the charge from 1% cents 
to % of 1 cent per 100 pounds it seemed reasonably 
certain that we had eliminated that source of dis- 
crimination, if it ever existed, since the evidence in the 
Peavey case, as well as in other cases before the Com- 
mission, strongly tended to show that the fair cost of 
performing this service equals or exceeds the latter sum. 
It should be added, however, that information coming to 
the Commission since indicates that even % of 1 cent 
may be too high. 

(b) There is an entirely different discrimination 
arising from the fact that Peavey & Co. as grain deal. 
ers must have these facilities of elevation: that the 
service which they perform for the railroad company also 
involves a service necessary to themselves as grain 
handlers, and that therefore the railroad pays them for 
a service in connection with their own grain, which their 
competitor must furnish at his own cost. This is per- 
fectly seen by assuming that some elevator is located 
upon the line of the Union Pacific at Omaha or Council 
Bluffs which does not receive the allowance. 

It must be kept in mind that this elevator service is 
absolutely essential to the business of Peavey & Co. 
They could not transact a grain business at Omaha with- 
out it. The evidence shows that practically all the grain 
handled into the elevator is their own: hence the serv- 
ice which they perform in storing and transferring this 
grain for the Union Pacific differs in no respect from the 
service which they would perform, except in rare in- 
stances, if they were not operating under this contract. 

Discrimination Then Apparent. 

The competitor of Peavey & Co. also owns a line of 
country houses upon the Union Pacific with a termina! 
elevator located at Omaha and performs for the Union 
Pacific in the handling of its business exactly the same 
service as does Peavey & Co., and probably at substan: 
tially the same expense; yet Peavey & Co. are paid 1% 
cents per 100 pounds, while their competitor receives 
nothing at all. This allowance, as we have already seen, 
is often more than the entire profit from the handling 
of the grain; hence, as a practical matter, there arises 
in the working out of this contract a discrimination in 
favor of Peavey & Co. as against other elevators at 
Omaha. ; 

Now, when the Union Pacific Co. extended the pay- 
ment of this elevator allowance to all elevators in Omaha 
it thereby removed this second form of discrimination. 
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The competitor of Peavey & Co. at Omaha or Council 
Bluffs would now receive exactly as much as was paid 
to that company under its contract, and hence payment 
under that contract no longer worked discrimination 
between the owners of elevators. Under our second 
holding, as applied to conditions then existing, neither 
the first nor the second form of discrimination could 
exist. 

(c) A third discrimination still remains. While this 
is termed a transfer charge upon the tariff and is only 
paid upon grain which actually moves out from Omaha, 
it is, in fact, under actual conditions, an elevator allow- 
ance, and is paid by the Union Pacific for the purpose 
of inducing the elevation of grain at Omaha. In other 
words, the Union Pacific pays for the unloading of a 
carload of grain when discharged into an elevator and 
requires the consignee to pay for the unloading if that 
grain is unloaded by any other means. This is a clear 
discrimination in favor of the elevator against the con- 
signee who does not employ the service of an elevator 
in the unloading of his grain. 

It sometimes happens that grain is sold for shipment 
beyond, without being unloaded at Omaha. This business 
is transacted by a commission man, who comes into 
competition with the dealer operating through the ele- 
vator, and generally the owner of the elevator. Here 
is a plain preference in favor of the elevator and 
against the shipper, who has no occasion to employ that 
facility. The same discrimination would arise against 
a shipper who, though desiring to use an elevator, did 
not wish to use it at Omaha. 


Discrimination Believed Not Undue. 


The existence of this form of discrimination was 
clearly apparent upon the hearing and is prominently re- 
ferred to in the reports of both dissenting Commission- 
ers. It did not seem to the writer at that time a, suffi- 
cient ground for holding the payment of these allow- 
ances to be unlawful. Railways cannot be operated with- 
out more or less discrimination. The act to regulate 
commerce does not attempt to prohibit all discrimina- 
tion, but only that which is undue. It was the opinion 
of, the writer that under all the circumstances this dis- 
crimination ought not to be held undue, for the following 
reasons, among others: 

Elevation facilities are absolutely essential to the 
proper handling of grain. There must be the country 
elevator and the terminal elevator; and it is for the 
interest of all parties—producer, carrier and consumer— 
that these facilities shall be ample. In no other way 
can the farmer dispose of his product and obtain his 
money for it when -he desires. In no other way can the 
railroad economically handle this grain from the producer 
to its final destination. In the interest of the general 
public, therefore, the construction of ample elevator ca- 
pacity should be in all proper ways encouraged. 

The Union Pacific has a special and peculiar interest 
in the existence of extensive elevator facilities at Omaha. 
As repeatedly said, its eastern terminus is here. Its 
haul of grain from the country station is. comparatively 
short. If its cars can be promptly unloaded and promptly 
returned to the field this grain can be moved by it when 
desired. Otherwise, if its equipment goes beyond its 
own lines, delays and congestion may occur. It is per- 
fectly plain that, looking at this matter from a purely 
operating standpoint, the interests of the Union Pacific 
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demand ample storage facilities at Omaha and Council 
Bluffs, into which grain can be temporarily put when 
operating conditions are such that it cannot be sent 
through to some more distant point. 

This is true in the case of the Union Pacific, not 
only from the operating but also from a competitive 
standpoint. That company cannot handle grain into 
Omaha from the field in competition with lines leading 
through Omaha unless the grain can move by its line to 
its final destination with the same convenience that it 
moves by other lines; and this can only be true when the 
grain is brought into the Missouri river and unloaded 
at that point. The traffic situation, therefore, of the 
Union Pacific demands that it shall encourage a system 
of handling this grain which involves the unloading of 
the grain both by itself and its competitors at the Mis- 
sourj river. 

The sdme thing is true, viewed as an outgoing proposi- 
tion, from the standpoint of a railway, like the Chicago 
Great Western, whose western terminus is at Omaha. 
Grain brought to Omaha goes almost entirely to some 
point of consumption east. If the Chicago Great West- 
ern is to obtain a part of this competitive business it 
must do so by taking it from the elevators at Omaha. 
It cannot be expected that these through lines, oper- 
ating both east and west of’the Missouri river, will bring 
the traffic to Omaha and there deliver it to the-Great 
Western. Competitive conditions, therefore, impera- 
tively require the Chicago Great Western to promote 
such traffic and commercial conditions as will enable it 
to secure a portion of this business; in other words, it 
must bring it about that this grain is elevated and re- 
loaded at the Missouri river. 

The purpose of the Union Pacific is not served by 
reducing the rate into Omaha, for that is met by every 
other line; nor is the purpose of the Great Western ac- 
complished by making a lower rate from Omaha, which 
must be made by all lines. What these companies desire 
is the unloading and reloading of this grain at Omaha, 
and this can only be accomplished by promoting in some 
way the building and operation of elevators at that 
point. 

Now, it seemed to the writer that the Union Pacific 
in the just conservation of its interests, that the Chicago 
Great Western in the legitimate development of its busi- 
ness, might make this elevation allowance at Omaha, and 
therefore that the discrimination caused by the payment 
of this allowance ought not to be pronounced undue. 

There was still another consideration of some weight. 
About the only competition between carriers in the 
transportation of grain had arisen in respect of these 
elevation allowances. The payment of such allowances 
amounts to a reduction in the rate which must finally 
inure to the benefit of the producer and the consumer. 
To cut out this allowance and all similar allowances and 
privileges would be to increase in effect by a very large 
sum in the aggregate the transportation charges of this 
country, and we might well hesitate to do this unless it 
were found absolutely necessary. 


Allowance Now Undue Discrimination. 


In the light of what has transpired since our de- 
cision, and as a result of that decision, and in view of 
what must inevitably happen if we adhere to it and 
apply it, we are constrained to now hold that this ele- 
vation allowance is an undue discrimination which 
should be prohibited. 
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It long since became clear that the public had 
nothing to gain in the way of transportation charges 
from our recognition of the propriety of these payments. 
Soon after the submission of the Peavey case the last 
time, carriers operating from the Missouri river, becom- 
ing convinced that the Commission would sustain the 


‘legality of the Peavey contract, and realizing that they 


must, therefore, establish similar allowances, advanced 
their rates 1% cents per 100 pounds upon the theory 
apparently that the elevation allowance would equal 
that amount. When the Commission published its opin- 
ion allowing % of 1 cent per 100 pounds, the carriers 
promptly put in elevation to that extent. The net result 
to the public was, therefore, a loss of % cent per 100 
pounds, and the shipper is still poorer by that amount. 

It has also become perfectly apparent that what- 
ever may have been true when the Peavey contract 
was entered into, or when the original hearing in that 
case was had, or even at the time of the second report, 
this payment is no longer in any sense intended to 
cover the expense of a transfer. It is an elevator allow- 
ance, pure and simple, made to the owner of the grain 
if he elevates that grain upon the Missouri river, and 
for the purpose of persuading him to elevate it at that 
point. While paid nominally to the elevator, it turned 
out in testimony in the present case that practically 
without exception the operator of the elevator into which 
the grain was unloaded was the owner of the grain 
itself. If a case should arise where the owner of the 
grain was not also operator of the elevator, he might 
still, if he required this elevator service, obtain it for 
nothing, since the elevator would give him the service 
upon receiving from the railroad company the % of 1 
ceni. 

The traffic representatives of these defendants all 
testified that they paid this sum, not as a transfer 
charge, not because they had occasion to use a transfer, 
but because they were compelled by competitive con- 
ditions. 

This is now regarded by the shipper as an elevator 
allowance. It is paid by the railway as an elevator al- 
lawance, and we must regard, when disposing of this 
question, not the circumstances under which the practice 
may have originated, but the facts as they now exist. 
What does not seem to have been clearly apprehended 
in the former discussions of this subject is the im- 
portance of this allowance, the extent to which it would 
be felt, and the impossibility of controlling it in any 
other way than by prohibiting entirely such payments. 
Nothing can more clearly show this than the cases 
which are now pending before this Commission. 


Rate Adjustment Is Upset. 


Take the facts disclosed by the present record. 
For years these defendant carriers have maintained a 
certain relation in rates from the fields of production 
west of the Missouri river to Kansas City and St. Louis. 
The rate from the field to St. Louis has been the local 
to the Missouri river plus the local from the Missouri 
river to St. Louis. Under this adjustment of rates it 
has been possible to move grain through either the 
markets at the Missouri river or St. Louis to eastern 
destinations upon the same terms as to cost of transpor- 
tation. To-day this relation has been altered. Grain 
can be moved to eastern points for % of 1 cent per 100 
pounds less through Kansas City than through St. Louis. 
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This is plainly unjust and should be corrected. Why 
not remove this discrimination by commanding the de- 
fendants to make the same allowance at St. Louis as at 
Kansas City? 

At the present time grain destined for certain 
parts of Texas and for certain portions of the south 
receives at St. Louis an elevation allowance of % of 1 
cent per 100 pounds. By tariff becoming effective since 
the hearing, lines leading east from St. Louis now allow 
an elevation fee of 4 of 1 cent per bushel on outbound 
shipments. If, therefore, these defendants are required 
to pay % of 1 cent allowance at-St. Louis, that market 
will thereby acquire an advantage over the Missouri 
river. Could we, in order to avoid this result, say that 
the defendants need not pay an allowance at St. Louis 
so long as lines leading out did so; or that the allow- 
ance made by them at St. Louis should not be the same 
as that paid upon the Missouri river, but only sufficient 
to equalize conditions at these two markets? Could 
we hold that so long as the Baltimore & Ohio granted 
the allowance from St. Louis the Missouri Pacific need 
not apply it to inbound shipments; but tnat should the 
Baltimore & Ohio at any time withdraw its tariff upon 
the outbound shipment then the Missouri Pacific must 
apply its allowance upon the inbound? 

Consider the mill located at B, in Illinois, to which 
the shipment from A, in our original illustration, was 
supposed to be made. Assume that the miller, instead of 
buying his grain from the elevator at St. Louis or at 
Omaha, elects to go into the field and purchase from the 
farmer. Is there any reason why this shipper should 
pay more for a less service than the grain dealer at 
Omaha, simply because the miller does not require and 
cannot use elevation at that market? 

Consider the mill located at Omaha itself. What 
imaginable reason is there why grain should be taken to 
an elevator in Omaha and unloaded at % of 1 cent per 
100 pounds less than it will be taken to the mill and 
unloaded, when every physieal incident of the two 
transactions is the same. 


Gain to Mills East of River. 


The effect of these allowances upon the milling 
industry is more clearly seen by reference to the mills 
located west of the Missouri river. There are, for ex- 
ample, large milling interests in southern Kansas, and 
these mills buy directly from the field. In the past they 
have competed with mills east of the Missouri river 
which have bought their grain through elevators located 
at those markets. To-day all these mills to the east of 
that river enjoy the benefit of free elevation, or of an 
elevation allowance which is equivalent to free elevation, 
and which is % of 1 cent per 100 pounds. 
with a year ago these mills to the east of the Missouri 
river have acquired an advantage in the purchase 01 
their raw material over the Kansas mills, which buy 
directly from-the producer, of % of 1 cent per 1!" 
pounds. 

The Commission now has before it a complaint 
from a company operating a terminal elevator some 
40 miles west of the Missouri river. This company se!!s 
grain which passes through this elevator in competition 
with grain elevated at the Missouri river. The evidence 
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ance must extend, therefore, not only to the east but to 
the west. 

It is said that we ought not to prohibit the pay- 
ment of these allowances for the reason that we cannot 
prevent the granting -of free elevation, and that to 
prohibit the allowance by railways not owning elevators 
while their competitors who do operate elevators can 
grant to their shippers free elevation would be unjust. 
If it be true in fact that that free elevation cannot be 
prevented, we should certainly hesitate to attempt to 
prohibit the’ payment of the allowance. If the Great 
Western railway, owning as it does an elevator at 
Omaha, can give free elevation, every other line must 
also construct.and own an elevator at this point. The 
business of elevation would be entirely done by railroad 
elevators, and every private establishment of that kind 
would be virtually confiscated. 

But we do not by any means concede that free 
elevation cannot be prohibited. Upon the contrary, 
there is no difference in principle between the giving 
of the service and the giving of the money with 
which to buy the service, and we have no doubt that 
this Commission has the same jurisdiction to - prohibit 
the granting of the free service which it has to prohibit 
the payment of the allowance. 

It is without doubt the right of the Union Pacific 
Co. to provide at Omaha storage facilities Into which its 
cars can be unloaded and thereby promptly released. 
That company may without question provide for the 
transfer of grain from its own cars to the cars of its 
connection when that is necessary to complete a through 


shipment. It can provide these facilities either by an | 


outlay upon its own part or by contracting for the per- 
formance of the service at so much per bushel. This 
service pertains entirely to the transportation of the 
grain. The shipper has no possible interest in it, and 
it is entirely immaterial to him by what means that 
is effected, provided the service of transportation be 
properly performed. 


Elevation That May Discriminate. 


If, however, the Union Pacific Co. gives to the 
shipper over its line the privilege of securing for nothing 
an Official weight and inspection of his carload of grain; 
if it issues to him a certificate by which it agrees to 
hold a certain amount of grain of a certain grade at the 
pleasure of the shipper and send that grain forward to 
whatever destination the shipper names, an entirely new 
element is introduced into the transaction. This is not 
an incident of transportation, nor is it performed for the 
benefit of the carrier. It is a part of the grain dealer’s 
business, is for his benefit, and is of value to him. If it 
is accorded to one dealer and not to another, a prefer- 
ence in favor of the dealer who receives it arises. This 
Service the railroad company has no right to render 
free when this works an undue discrimination against 
other shippers. 

It is true that this service costs the railroad com- 
pany but little and is of much greater value to the 
shipper who receives it. This goes to the convenience 
and not to the quality of the transaction. It may be 
in the interest of economy that the carrier should render 
this service for the shipper. We do not now hold that 
commercial elevation may not properly be furnished by 
& railroad, but we do hold that such elevation must be 
charged for at what it is reasonably worth. 
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‘ Commission having, on the date hereof, made and filed 
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We hold that a railroad company by extending a 
privilege of value to one member of the shipping public, 
when that privilege in the nature of things is not desired 
and cannot be used by other members of the public, is 
thereby guilty of a discrimination in favor of the one 
who can and does use the privilege. This discrimination 
may Or may not be undue, according to the circum- 
stances of each case. In the great majority of instances. 
such discriminations are not in fact unlawful. But upon 
the facts now before us the granting of free commer- 
cial elevation or the payment of an elevation allowance 
must be held an undue discrimination and therefore 
unlawful. Such an allowance by the Union Pacific at 
Omaha is not open to the whole public, but only to those 
members of the public who have occasion to use an ele- 
vator at Omaha. 

The defendants in this case will be ordered to cease 
and desist from such payments at Kansas City and other 
Missouri river points. In order that sufficient time may 
be allowed to prevent any disturbance of business condi-* 
tions this order will not take effect until Oct. 1, and the 
tariffs of the defendants withdrawing the allowance must 
be filed upon thirty days’ notice. 

HARLAN, Commissioner, concurring: 

I concur in the disposition made by the Commission 
of these complaints but not in all the inferences that 
may be drawn from what is said in the opinion. I am 
not willing to be understood as entertaining the view 
that a railroad company may not exercise its own dis- 
cretion in providing necessary facilities for the conduct 


of its transportation and the management of its terminals 
end equipment; 









































































































































































































































and may not for that purpose provide 
elevation for its grain shipments free of charge. As 
that term is used in the act I understand it to mean 
substantially a transfer of the grain from the car of the 
inbound carrier through an elevator to the car of the 
outbound carrier within a period of ten days. And in such 
elevation I see nothing either preferential or discrimi- 
natory whether done in an elevator operated by the 
carrier or in an elevator operated for it by the owner. 
But I agree that any allowance by the carrier to the 
owner of an elevator on grain belonging to him that 
has been weighed, inspected, cleaned, mixed or otherwise 
treated in the process of elevation is unlawful. As a 
facility for the convenience of the carrier free elevation 
is unobjectionable; but when the owner is permitted to 
and does use the elevation as a transit privilege for him- 
self by means of which to secure commercial advantages 
on his own grain, the result is an unlawful preference 
and discrimination. This is expressly so stated in the 
proceeding entitled In the Matter of Allowances to Hle- 
vators by the Union Pacific R. R. Co., ante, p. 315, 
and, in substance, in the opinion of the Commission in 
the same case reported in 12 I. C. C. Rep., at p. 85. 


I am requested by Commissioner Clark to say that 
he concurs in this view.

It is ordered, That the defendants, the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy R. R., the Missouri Pacific Ry., the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Ry., the St. Louis & San 
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Francisco R. R. and the Missouri, Kansas. & Texas R. R. 
be, and they severally are hereby, notified and required 
to cease and desist, on or before the first day of October, 
1908, and for a period of at least two years thereafter 
abstain from giving, or paying % of 1 cent per 100 
pounds or any other sum as an allowance or compensa- 
tion for service rendered in the elevation of grain at 
Kansas City, Mo., and other Missouri river points on 
their respective lines, or points Or. places in territory 
adjacent thereto. Tariffs withdrawing said allowance 
may be made effective upon thirty days’ notice to the 
public and the Interstate Commerce Commission, given 
in the manner required by law, must contain the nota- 
tion that they are issued under the authority hereby 
granted, and must refer to the titles and numbers of 
these cases.

Report of the Commission. 
LANE, commissioner: 

The Oklahoma-Arkansas coal field extends from the 
vicinity of Fort Smith, in the western part of Arkansas, 
into Oklahoma, to a point somewhat west of Coalgate, 
and is in length approximately 100 miles. A circle hav- 
ing its center at Wilberton and a radius of 50 miles 
would probably include all of this coal field thus far de- 
veloped. It is intersected by the four defendant rail- 
roads: The St. Louis & San Francisco; the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific; the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
and the Midland Valley., These originating roads, in 
connection with the other railroads named as defendants, 
convey coal from 66 different producing points in this 
coal field to a wide territory of consumption throughout 
the southwest. 

The Oklahoma & Arkansas Coal Traffic Bureau is 
an association which includes in its membership the 
owners of practically all of the coal mines in this field, 
and it brings this complaint to have determined the 
reasonableness of rates from all the various points of 
production to some 78 cities and towns in Texas and 
Louisiana. With few exceptions, the present rate to 
each of these destinations is the same from all points 
throughout the field, without respect to the route by 
which the coal is carried or the distance made by the 
different carriers in hauling the coal from the point 
of supply to the point of demand. This method of ad- 
justing rates gives to the whole field of distribution the 
advantage of service from the entire field of production. 
It is not to be understood that all of the four originating 
roads reach all of the mines in this field, but each of 
these roads has a territory practically its own, and seeks 
by adjustment of its rates to bring the coal originating 
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upon its line into competition with the coal originating 
on other lines at each point of destination. 

The theory of the complaint is that the rate by each 
route to each of the designated points of destination 
is excessive, and the prayer is made that each of these 
rates be condemned. Upon the trial of the case this 
theory developed the singular but logical resultant that 
complainant was seeking the condemnation in one in- 
stance of a rate of 6 mills per ton per mile by a long 
route and 17 mills by a shorter route, while asking for 
the establishment of a rate which would yield 10 mills 
to one carrier and but 3 mills to another, depending upon 
the length of each carrier’s route from its mines to th: 
point of destination. : 

This illustration is drawn from the situation as to 
Denison, Tex. The average distance to that point from 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas mines is 87 miles; from 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific mines, 144 miles: 
from the St. Louis & San Francisco mines, 235 miles. 
and from the Midland Valley mines, 254 miles. The 
present rate on lump coal is $1.50 by all roads. The 
complaint is that this rate is unreasonable and unjust 
by all four roads; that is to say, it is the complainant’s 
contention that $1.50 is too high for the 87-mile haul 
via one route (17 mills per ton per mile) and is also 
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Map showing Okishoma-Arkapso< coal field divi:ted into gronne 
excessive for the 254-mile haul via another route (6 mills 
per ton per mile). It asks that the rate of $1 via all 
routes shalk be fixed, and yet such rate would pay 10.3 
mills per ton per mile to one route, viz., the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas and its connections, while the Midland 
Valley and its connections,.another route, would for their 
services realize but 3.93 mills. Thus, if’ the prayer ot 
the petition were granted, it would necessitate the Com 
mission’s holding as unreasonable the rate between two 
points via one route paying 6 mills per ton per mile 
and at the same time establish as reasonable a rate 
via another route paying 10 mills per ton per mile. 
Tables Presented by Complainant. 

In support of its position the complainant introduced 
a great volume of statistics computed on the averag' 
distance via all roads from the mines on the lines of 
the four originating carriers above named to all of th: 
78 destinations as to which the rates are complained of 
by which tables it was shown that the average earnings 
imposed by these carriers to these destinations is © 
mills per ton per mile on lump coal and 5.77 mills on 
slack coal, and this average rate is attacked as unre: 
sonable. It is urged that a lower rate is charged by 
some of the defendant carriers from these coal fields 
to points in Kansas, Nebraska and other states, an‘ 
from Kansas and Iowa coal fields to points in Kansas. 
Nebraska and Oklahoma; that some of the carriers 
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herein complained of also participate in the carriage 
of coal from the Illinois fields to points in Iowa, Illinois, 
Minnesota and Missouri, and to Texas and Louisiana 
points, likewise from the Alabama coal field to points 
in many states, including Louisiana and Texas, and from 
the Colorado field to Texas points, and from various 
other coal fields, at a less average rate per ton per 
mile than the average rate here attacked. The following 
table gives a summary of the complainant’s comparison 
of rates, in which one or more of the carriers defendant 
7cm:

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Since the filing of the petition in this case the: rail- 
roads have voluntarily reduced their rates to many 
points, the result of which has been that the average 
rate per ton of coal is now $2.44, as against $2.82 at 
the time the proceeding was begun, as shown above. 
The average rate per ton mile shown in this table is 
based on an average distance (469 miles) from all groups 
to all destinations via all routes. The average of the 
distances via the short-line route from the nearest group 
of mines to each destination complained of is 304.7 miles 
and the rate per ton niile is 8 mills. 

Accepting complainant’s figures, it does appear that 
the average rate per ton mile from the coal fields to 
the points complained of in Louisiana and Texas is 
somewhat higher than the average between other points 
set forth in these statements. It is, however, a matter 
of general knowledge that the rates from all the northern 
coal fields named are the result of intense competition. 
The Virginia coal at the seaboard practically meets the 
competition of the world; at Lake Erie it meets the com- 
petition of Indiana and Illinois coal. Illinois coal can 
reach Nebraska and tke northwestern country only in 
competition with the Iowa’coal which lies between it 
and the destinations named, and the Oklahoma-Arkansas 
coal going into Kansas and Nebraska practically has to 
pass through coal fields in Kansas to reach destination. 
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Map ghowing relation of Oklahoma-Arkansgs coal field to Texas and Louisiana pofnts. 

And thus we might continue to distinguish the circum- 
stances touching this coal traffic into Texas from most 
of the illustrations furnished by the complainant’s testi- 
mony. Suffice it to say that the Oklahoma mines, as 
we shall hereafter call these Oklahoma-Arkansas coal 
fields, have a practical monopoly of the Texas coal trade, 
excepting as such monopoly is tempered by competition 
from mines to the east in Alabama, to the north in IIli- 
nois and to the northwest in Colorado. It is undis- 
puted that the Oklahoma mines furnish between 85 and 
90 per cent of the total volume of coal consumed in 
northern and central Texas, and this, notwithstanding an 
effort on the part of other carriers to bring in coal from

competitive fields upon long-distance hauls. We are 
asked, therefore, to fix rates in a case in which the 
complainant has a virtual monopoly of the trade and in 
which the carriers have a virtual monopoly of the trans- 
portation. 

In the absence of actual and effective competition 
compelling the carriers to make rates upon this traffic 
upon a competitive basis the Commission is called upon 
to fix reasonable rates which shall be used as maxima, 
and which the carriers may reduce to meet such com- 
petition from other carriers and between themselves as 
they may deem advisable. In arriving at what is a 
reasonable rate under such circumstances the Commis- 
sion is largely without the benefit of rates by other car- 
riers from the same fields to the same destinations as 
a guide, it having been the practice ever since the open- 
ing of these mines, as said before, for all carriers to 
quote the same rate, no matter what the difference in 
the length of their haul to the common destination, and 
this practice is approved by the complainant as being 
in the public interest. This practice amounts to neither 

_ more nor less than the adoption by the long lines of the 
rates made effective by their shorter competitors, and 
in the establishment of rates herein we have made rates 
upon a short-line basis, this being to our minds the only 
practicable and legal method by which such rates may 
be established. 

By way of illustrating the unreasonableness of the 
rates charged on this traffic the complainant introduced 
into the evidence the following schedule of rates on coal 
per ton as fixed by the railroad commissions of Texas, 
Arkansas, Illinois and Iowa:

As affecting the traffic here involved we regard these 
rates as somewhat too low, especially for the shorter 
hauls, in view of the grouping policy adopted by the 
earriers by which many of the mines in a single group, 
although at some distance apart, are brought into conm- 
petition upon a parity as to railroad charges in supplying 
the fuel needs at a single point of destination. After 
consideration of the many complex propositions which 
are involved in this traffic, and with due regard to the 
natural dependence of a wide territory upon this field 
for its fuel supply, we have set forth in the following 
table the rates which we regard as just and reasonable 
te the various points of destination, making no entry 
of a future rate as to those points to which the carrier, 
in our “judgment, at the present time extends a rate 
which this Commission can not condemn as unreason- 
able. To secure brevity of statement the carriers named 
in the complaint have been given an abbreviated designa- 
tion as follows:

The conclusions of the Commission are set forth in 
Table A, which shows the distance from the nearest 
group of mines and each of the destination points 
hamed in the complaint, together with the rate 
fixed as a maximum applicable to such movement. This 
table shows (1) the destination, (2) the nearest group 
of mines, (3) the most direct route, (4) the distance 
thereby, (5) the present rate on lump coal, (6) the 
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present rate per ton per mile on lump coal, (7) the 
present rate on slack coal, (8) the present rate per ton 
per mile on slack coal, and in the last two columns, 
where the present rate is found to be unreasonable, the 
future rate to be charged on lump and slack coal is set 
forth. 

The records of this Commission show that the ma- 
jority of coal cars used by defendants are of 40-ton ca- 
pacity, while the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific and 
the St. Louis & San Francisco railroads have a large 
number of 50-ton capacity coal cars. It is the general 
rule among railroads to load heavy commodities, such 
as coal, 10 per cent in excess of the marked capacity 
of the car. 

Under the rates prescribed by the Commission the 
carriers would receive for the hauling of a carload of 
coal in 40-ton and 50-ton cars loaded to 10 per cent in 
excess of marked capacity the amounts set out below 
to the destinations named:

The revenue per car on coal under these rates com- 
pares very favorably with the voluntary rates by these 
defendants in the same territory on cotton. The rate 
on compressed cotton from Texas common points to 
Galveston and from Oklahoma points to Kansas City 
for an average haul of 400 miles is 55 cents, 10 cents 
being for compression, leaving the net revenue to the 
carrier 45 cents. A carload of compressed cotton weighs 
25,000 pounds, and the revenue per car earned by the 
carrier for this 400-mile haul is, therefore, $112.50, as 
compared with $125.40 for a carload of coal hauled in a 
40-ton car to Big Springs, Tex., or $156.75 if hauled in 
a 50-ton car. The coal is hauled directly from the mine 
to final destination, without any extra service. To earn 
the $112.50 on the cotton the carrier has to haul the 
uncompressed cotton from a local station to a cotton 
compress, there unload it, haul the empty car away, 
afterward haul in an empty box car, reload the cotton 
into such car, and then haul the compressed - product 
to final destination. It should also be borne in mind 
that cotton is worth about $2,500 per car at the compress 
point, while coal is worth about $100 at the mine. The 
above comparison on its face shows that a much greater 
tonnage of coai is hauled per car than of cotton, but, 
in the opinion of many railroad men, the earnings per 
ear ig one of the safest criterions upon which to base 
the revenue of the carrier. 

A comparison of the rates herein fixed with those 
voluntarily accorded by carriers in Alabama, Georgia 
and other states from the Alabama fields indicates that 
these Oklahoma rates are sufficient to yield ample -rev- 
enue to the carriers and may call in time for further 
revision. 

No order will be made in this case at the present 
time, the carriers interested being allowed until Oct. 1, 
1908, within which to file tariffs in conformity with the 
conclusions herein expressed. An order will issue on 
that date unless such tariffs have been filed on or be- 
fore Oct. 1, to take effect not later than Oct. 15, 1908.

Report of the Commission. 
LANE, Commissioner: 

These cases were consolidated, the question involved 
in each being the rate on yellow pine lumber, in car- 
loads, from points in Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas to 
Des Moines, Iowa. 

‘The defendants in No. 1284 are the Chicago Great 
Western and the Kansas City Southern. The latter com- 
pany operates a line of railway from lumber points in 
Arkansas and Louisiana to Kansas City, Mo., and the 
former a line from that city through Des Moines to Chi- 
cago, the two railroads making a joint through route. 

It is complained that the rate of 27% cents per 100 
pounds, carloads, on yellow pine lumber from points on 
the Kansas City Southern between Ashdown, Ark., and 
Lake Charles, La., and Port Arthur, Tex., is unjust and 
unreasonable, and further that it is in violation of section 
4 of the act to regulate commerce, because the rate to 
Chicago over the same route, a longer distance than Des 
Moines, is only 26 cents. 

Considering now the latter contention, the Commis- 
sion holds that the evidence does not show a violation 
of section 4, as that section has been construed both 
by the courts and the Commission. There is no question 
but that Chicago is more distant than Des Moines, while 
the rate to Chicago is the lower, but that section is not 
Violated unless the circumstances and conditions are sub- 
stantially the same. The evidence is to thé effect that 
there are numerous other through routes from the lum- 
br-producing section here involved to Chicago, which do 
Not pass through either Kansas City or Des Moines. The 
Tate of 26 cents is made by all of these through routes, 
and even if an order were entered to the effect that the 
through route made by the defendants in this case should 
hot impose a less rate to Chicago than to Des Moines 
lo benefit would necessarily accrue to the complainant, 
&$ the defendants could comply therewith by withdraw- 
‘Ng from the Chicago business, leaving the rate un- 
hanged to Des Moines. The only effeet would be that 
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other carriers would haul the lumber to Chicago and the 


defendant would be deprived of the revenue derived from 
that business. 


Comparisons with Omaha Rates. 


The Missouri Pacific, the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern and the Wabash are defendants in No, 1287, and 
the complaint is that the rate of 27% cents on yellow 
pine lumber made by these carriers from Little Rock, 
Ark., and points south thereof in the states of Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Texas on fhe lines of the defendants to 
Des Moines is unjust and unreasonable, and the exac- 
tion of this rate, while charging only 23 cents per 100 
pounds to Council Bluffs, lowa, results in unreasonable 
preference or advantage to the latter city as against Des 
Moines. 

The distance over the lines of defendants from Little 
Rock to Des Moines, via St. Louis, is 684.5 miles, while 
the distance to Council Bluffs is 818.2 miles. The Mis- 
souri Pacific and the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern admit that the distance to Des Moines is 684.5 miles, 
but allege that the distance to Omaha is only 708 miles. 
They do not name the route from Kansas City to Omaha, 
and it-may be by some route other than over defendants’ 
lines. 

In case No. 1288, the Wabash, the St. Louis South- 
western, and the St. Louis Southwestern railway of 
Texas are defendants and form the through route from 
Fordyce, Rob Roy and Texarkana, Ark., to Des Moines, 
via East St. Louis, and charge 27% cents per 100 pounds 
for the transportation of yellow pine lumber, while charg- 
ing only 23 cents to Omaha and Council Bluffs, the dis- 
tance to the latter points being greater than to Des 
Moines. This rate is alleged to be unreasonable and un- 
just and to discriminate against Des Moines, because of 
the lower rate charged to Omaha and Council Bluffs. 

Defendants allege that they have no through joint 
tariff to Des Moines or Omaha or Council Bluffs from the 
lumber-producing territory, but the rate is made by the 
lowest combination of locals through the Mississippi river 
gateway. They allege that there are more railroads and 
greater competition at Council Bluffs and Omaha than 
at Des Moines and that defendants have to meet that 
competition, and that there are other railways from this 
lumber-producing territory which own their own rails 
into Omaha and Council Bluffs, but which do not reach 
Des Moines, and that defendants have to meet this com- 
petition. They also allege that there are shorter routes 
to Omaha ‘and Council Bluffs than to Des Moines over 
the lines of other railways from a large portion of the 
lumber-producing territory. 


Competition with Other Lumber. 


These defendants maintained a rate of 22 cents from 
the same producing points to Des Moines continuously 
during the period of twenty years prior to 1900. As a 
justification for the increase to 27% cents, defendants 
claim that there is no longer competition at Des Moines 
such as there was prior to 1900; that the 22-cent rate 
was made to meet the competition of white pine, and 
that, the supply of white pine having been largely ex- 
hausted, a higher rate to Des Moines. is justified. This 
statement that white pine lumber no longer competes is 
open to question. From Exhibit A of C. I. Millard, one 
of the complainant’s witnesses, it appears .that Minne- 
sota has standing 30,000,000,000 feet of white and Nor- 
way pine, with an annual production of 1,500,000,000. feet, 
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and Wisconsin has standing 10,000,000,000 feet of white 
and Norway pine, with an annual production of 800,000,- 
000 feet. The combined amount of hemlock in Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan is 20,000,000,000 feet and the annual 
production is 120,000,000 feet. Arkansas has standing 
11,000,000,000 feet of yellow pine; Texas has 30,000,000,- 
000; Louisiana, 45,000,000,000; Mississippi, 45,000,000,000, 
and Alabama, 11,000,000,000, and the five states cut about 
5,000,000,000 feet annually. With these figures before 
the Commission it can hardly, be stated that there is no 
white pine lumber cut. 

During the last ten years the shipment of lumber 
from the Pacific coast and the northwest has been un- 
precedented. The Commission has recently had before it 
several important cases involving the lumber traffic from 
that section, and the records show that it is enormous in 
extent and is an important factor as far east as Chicago. 
During the twenty years when the 22-cent rate was in 
effect to Des Moines from the southern lumber districts 
there was much less competition from the northwest. 
The decrease in the competition of white pine has been 
more than offset by the fir of the northwest. 

In justifying the lower rate to Omaha it is urged that 
Omaha is a basing point and Des Moines is not, A 
“basing point” is a railroad convenience in rate-making. 
No reason has been given why a “basing point” of itself 
should be entitled to any different treatment, so far as 
the volume of the rate is concerned, than is any other 
point, and the Commission can see neither a commercial 
nor a transportation reason why particular points should 
enjoy lower rates because carriers for their own con- 
venience make rates to and from such points. 


Various Contentions Disposed of. 


The defendants say that Omaha is an important 
dumping ground for lumber and Des Moines is not. If by 
“dumping ground” is meant that more lumber is handled 
in Omaha than in Des Moines, that is probably not open to 
dispute. Omaha is a much larger city than Des Moines. 
By reason of the 23-cent rate into Omaha, as against the 
27%-cent rate into Des Moines, the former reaches a 
much larger territory in its less-than-carload shipments 
and inevitably becomes the market of supply for that 
business. Where the cost of transportation is such a 
large percentage of value, as is the case as to lumber, it 
would be contrary to reason and common sense to estab- 
lish a lumber yard in that city, where the rate is 25 per 
cent higher than in an adjoining city, both being equally 
distant from the common market of supply. The “dump- 
ing ground” will inevitably be that city which enjoys the 
low rate. This contention cannot justify the difference 
in rates. 

Omaha, it is said, has the rails of one carrier extend- 
ing directly into the lumber field, while Des Moines has 
no such advantage. The Rock Island road, although not 
a party to these cases, reaches the same lumber district 
and has its own rails directly into Des Moines and is 
party to the same rates, so that there is little in this 
contention. F 

Another defense set up by the defendants is that 

‘ western lumber competes at Omaha and does not com- 
pete at Des Moines. Yet for twenty years Omaha and 
Des: Moines enjoyed the same rate, and during the past 
eight years the rate to Omaha has been increased 1 cent 
and that to Des Moines 5% cents. It thus appears that 

the competition at Omaha has not had the usual effect 
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of decreasing the rate there, and why it should increase 
the rate at Des Moines is not explained. 

It is the conclusion of the Commission, based upon 
all considerations presented, that the rates on lumber 
from the points complained of to Des Moines shall not be 
higher than the rates charged by the defendant carriers 
upon Jumber hauled from the same points to Omaha or 
Council Bluffs. 

An order will be issued accordingly. 


Order of the Commission. 


These cases being at issue upon complaints and 
answers on file, and having been duly heard and submit- 
ted by the parties, and full investigation of the matters 
and things involved having been had, and the Commis- 
sion having, on the date hereof, made and filed a report 
containing its conclusions thereon: 


it is ordered, That the above-named defendant car- 
riers be, and they are hereby, notified and required to 
establish and put in force, on or before the 25th day of 
Aug., 1908, and maintain in force thereafter during a 
period of not less than two years, and apply to the trans- 
portation of yellow pine lumber in carloads over their 
respective lines from Little Rock, Ark., and other ship- 
ping points south thereof in the states of Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Texas to Des Moines, Iowa, rates not to 
exceed the rates maintained during the same period on 
the same traffic from said shipping points to Omaha, Neb. 
Said rate may be made effective upon three days’ notice 
‘to the public and to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, given in the manner required by law; and the tariff 
must contain the notation that it is issued under the 
authority hereby granted, and must refer to the title and 
number of this case. 


Has Authority Over Terminals

1. Complaint alleges that a lease by the Souther 
Pacific Terminal Co. to one Young, an exporter of cotton 
seed products, of a portion of its wharf at Galveston, 
Tex., gives him undue preference and advantage and 
results in unreasonable prejudice to competing exporter’. 
The Southern Pacific Co. urges that it is a holding com 
pany and the Terminal company that it is a wharfagé 
company, and both assert that they are not commol 
carriers ‘within the meaning of the act and challengé 
the jurisdiction of the Commission; Held, That, as th 
railroad and steamship lines forming the so-called South 
ern Pacific system are one in control and operation, 4 
owned by the Southern Pacific Co., and are identic 
in officers and interests, and that, as the Terminal coll 
pany was organized to furnish terminal facilities for t 
Southern Pacific system at Galveston, and through shill 
ments on the system lines pass and repass over th 
docks of the Terminal company, the latter forms a necé 
sary link in the chain of interstate commerce and ! 
subject to the act. 


2. The contention that inasmuch as the Termi? 


company is not owned by the railroad company W' 
which the tracks on its dock connect it cannot 
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held to be a part of that or any other railroad is re- 
jected. It makes no difference whether or not the con- 
necting railroad company owns the Terminal company 
if the ownership of both is vested in the same corpora- 
tion, and it appears that the interests and officers of the 
railroad and steamship lines of the system transporting 
shipments to and from Galveston are identical. 

3. Neither can the Commission yield assent to the 
proposition that the point where the railroad lines end 
and the tracks of the Terminal company begin is the 
point beyond which the power of the Commission does 
not extend. The Terminal company is part and parcel 
of the system engaged as a whole in the transportation 
of commerce, and to the extent that such commerce is 
interstate the Commission has jurisdiction to supervise 
end control it within statutory limits. To hold otherwise 
would in effect permit carriers generally, through the 
organization of separate corporations, to exempt all their 
terminals and terminal facilities from the regulating 
authority of the Commission. 

4. The Commission is not concluded by the form, 
but looks to the substance of the relations between cor- 
porations engaged in interstate commerce. The Terminal 
company, for the purposes here ‘in question, is part of 
the Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio railway. It 
is a necessary element in and facility of the interstate 
transportation in which the Southern Pacific system is 
engaged, and as such is subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Commission. 

5. The lease made with Young should be considered 
with respect to its effect on Young’s interests as a 
shipper and the Terminal company’s interests in trans- 
portation. It was not made for the purpose of giving 
Young possession and control of a dock for his own use, 
but by its terms was designed to secure to the Terminal 
company and allied interests control of the transporta- 
tion of the product of a great industry. Young desired 
to do a large export cottonseed product business at the 
port, and the system desired to secure the transportation 
of such product. To accomplish these ends the contract 
was made, and it is in the light of this condition that 
it must be considered. The system has the undoubted 
right in competition for traffic to secure to itself all it 
can legitimately, but in doing so it~may not unduly 
prefer or prejudice any shipper. 

6. If the Terminal company may make a contract 
with a shipper of cottonseed products and give him 
thereby certain privileges which it does not give to other 
shippers off the same commodities, it may also make 
similar contracts with regard to cotton or other products 
and thus secure to favored shippers the control of export 
business of the port of Galveston. The giving of undue 
preference to any shipper is condemned by the statute, 
and it can make no difference that such preference is 
given by a contract which purports to be a lease of 
property. To hold otherwise would in effect sanction 
a device to evade the law. 

7. Under the circumstances shown by the record 
the Commission is of opinion that the Southern Pacific 
Co., the Southern Pacific Terminal Co. and the Galves- 
ton, Harrisburg & San Antonio railway give to said 
Young undve preference in exempting him from the pay- 
ment of wharfage charges which are exacted from all 
other shippers and in furnishing for his exclusive 
use space on the docks of the Terminal company to 
store and handle cottonseed products, which they at the 
same time refuse to furnish other shippers under like 
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circumstances, and the Commission finds that the giving 
of such preferences and advantages is unlawful.

Report of the Commission. 
KNAPP, Chairman: 


It is alleged in this complaint, among other things, 
that a lease by the Southern Pacific Terminal Co. to one 
E. H. Young, an exporter of cottonseed cake and meal, 
of a portion of its wharf at Galveston, Tex., gives him 
undue and unreasonable preference and advantage over 
complainant and other exporters of such products from 
Galveston and elsewhere, and subjects complainant and 
other exporters to undue and unreasonable prejudice and 
disadvantage in violation of section 3 of the act to regu: 
late commerce. Complainant prays damages in the sum 
of $40,000, which, it is alleged, he has suffered in the 
premises. 

The Southern Pacific Co. and the Southern Pacific 
Terminal Co. challenge the jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sion. They assert that they.are not common carriers 
within the meaning of the regulating statute. The 
former company avers in its answer that it is not a 
party to the lease mentioned in the complaint. The 
latter company avers that the lease is a matter of private 
contract; that it has a right to make such a lease, and 
that the same does not unlawfully prejudice any exporter 
of cottonseed products from Galveston or elsewhere. 
The other defendants answer that they are strangers to 
the contract of lease to Young and that if it results in 
undue prejudice to other exporters it is a matter over 
which they have no control. 

Facts necessary to be considered are as follows: 

Prior to Jan. 1, 1907, complainant was an exporter 
of cottonseed products from the port of Galveston, doing 
business under the name of the Gulf Ports Trading Co. 
That company was a corporation organized under the 
laws of Texas in 1900. Some time in 1903, it appears, 
complainant acquired all the stock of the corporation, 
the charter of which was forfeited July 1, 1905, for 
nonpayment of franchise taxes. Since Jan. 1, 1907, com- 
plainant has been engaged in a small way as broker of 
cotton and cottonseed products. , 

Galveston’s Situation and Trade. 


Galveston is situated on an island in the Gulf of 
Mexico lying west of the mouth of Galveston Bay. In 
1896-97 the water channels leading to the city were deep- 
ened by the federal government to 30 feet, and since 
then exports have largely increased. The city is reached 
by the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe; Galveston, Harris- 
burg & San Antonio; Galveston, Houston & Henderson; 
Gulf & Interstate; International & Great Northern, and 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas railroads. A_ single-track 
bridge near the northerly end of the island spans the 
bay, by means of which bridge all railroads enter the 
city. No railroad has tracks upon or access over its . 
own rails to docks and wharves on the bay. Galveston 
lies on the northerly portion of the island, and the bay 
front of the city is devoted to wharfage purposes. The 
streets which extend back from the bay are numbered, 
commencing with 1, at the southeastern end. 

Practically all traffic entering Galveston by rail is 
destined for export and facilities for the transfer of 
freight from railroad cars to ships and vice versa are 
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furnished by the Galveston Wharf Co. and the Southern 
Pacific Terminal Co. The former has been in the wharf- 
age business since 1854 and owns docks and piers ex- 
tending from Tenth to Forty-first street. It operates 
a railroad in the city for switching purposes. The 
Terminal company owns real estate on the water front, 
acquired in 1901, and has constructed on a portion 
thereof docks and piers, and has dredged slips to accom- 
modate ocean-going vessels. It owns no locomotives or 
rolling stock of any kind, issues no bills of lading, and 
switching service for it is performed by the Galveston, 
Harrisburg & San Antonio railroad, the rails of which 
connect: with tracks laid upon the docks and owned by 
the wharf company. These tracks lead out from the 
docks for a distance of about 5,000 feet. Both the com- 
panies named hold themselves out as public wharfingers 
and make a charge of 1 cent per 100 pounds for cotton- 
seed meal and cake which pass over their wharves. 
Vessel owners are held responsible for wharfage charges 
where the shipments are upon local bills of lading. Ship- 
ments on through bills of lading include in the freight 
rate the wharfage charges. The wharfage appears as a 
terminal charge and is published in the tariffs of the 
railroad companies entering the city. 


Incorporation of Tunnel Company. 


The Southern Pacific Terminal Co. is a Texas cor- 
poration, organized in 1901, and its articles of incorpora- 
tion include the following:

Il. 

The purposes for which this corporation is formed are to 
eonstruct, buy, lease, own, maintain, operate and convey 
warehouses, docks and wharves and grain elevators, ineluding 
the construction, owning and operating docks on. the .coast of 
this state for the protection and accommodaticn of ships, boats 
and all kinds of vessels for navigation and their cargoes, and 
to avail of, use and enjoy the properties, rights, privileges and 
franchises granted and described and referred to in the act 
of the legislature of the state of Texas entitled ‘‘An act ratify- 
ing and confirming an ordinance passed by the city council of 
the city of Galveston on the 4th day of February, 1899, entitled 
‘An ordinance abandoning, discontinuing and closing certain 
streets, avenues and alleys of the city of Galveston and au- 
thorizing and empowering Collis P. Huntington, his heirs or 
assigns, perpetually to construct and maintain piers on the 
shore of Galveston Bay within the corporate limits of the city 
of Galveston upon certain specified conditions,’ and conditionally 
relinquishing any claim the state of Texas may have to part of 
the property therein described,” approved May 1, 1899, and 
in the ordinance set forth in the preamble of said act, includ- 
ing the right to construct and maintain piers upon the property 
described by metes and bounds in said ordinance, and upon the 
property lying and situated between the same and the Galves- 
ton harbor line of 1897, and to dredge betweeti and on the 
sides of such piers and northerly and northeasterly therefrom 
and from said harbor line of 1897 so as to permit the securing 
of at least 25 feet of water at mean low water between and 
beside such piers and northerly and northeasterly therefrom and 
so as to secure a connection by a continuous channel 25 feet 
‘in depth at mean low water from said piers to the Gulf of 
Mexico, and to permit steamers of at least 500 feet in length 
and 50 feet beam and drawing at least 25 feet of water to con- 
veniently go at mean low water from the waters of the Gulf 
of Mexico to and lie alongside of said piers and to maintain 
the same, and to construct and maintain upon said property 

. terminal facilities for the use of what are commonly called the 
“Southern Pacific railroad and steamship systems,” their suc- 
cessors or assigns, also to buy, lease, receive, own, hold and 
enjoy real and personal property necessary in the transaction 
of its business. 

Pursuant to the provisions of the act approved May 1, 1899, 
above referred to, section 2 of said act is hereby incorporated 
herein: % 

“Sec. 2. The said Collis P. Huntington, his heirs or as- 
signs, or the person, company or corporation owning. or con- 

- trolling the above-described property and all the improvements 
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thereon situated, shall never consolidate said property or the 
stock or franchise of such corporation as may own or control 
the same with the stock or property of the Galveston Wharf 
Co. or any company or corporation succeeding to the rights of 
the said Galveston Wharf Co., nor shall the owner of said 
property enter into any agreement with the Galveston Wharf 
Co., its successors or assigns, or any other wharf company 
which may now exist, or which may be hereafter organized, by 
which the wharf or other terminal charges shall be regulated 
or fixed, and this inhibition upon the said Collis P. Huntington, 
his heirs, or assigns, or the person, company or corporation 
owning or controlling the above-described property, and all the 
imprevements thereon situated shall also apply to the property 
now owned by the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe Railway Co. be- 
tween Fourth and Tenth streets, as shown by the Galveston 
City Co.’s map of the said city of Galveston. Nor shall any 
person owning or holding any interest in the form of stock or 
otherwise in the property hereinbefore described own or hold 
any interest in the form of stock or otherwise in the wharf or 
bay frontage, between Fourth and Forty-first streets, as now 
shown by the Galveston City Co.’s map of the said city of 
Galveston, and all sales, conveyances and transfers of what- 
soever character, in violation of this section, shall be null and 
void; the object of this section being. to keep the control, own- 
ership or management, direct or indirect, of the property here- 
inbefore described, and the control, ownership or management 
of the wharf or bay frontage between the said Fourth and 
Forty-first streets entirely ‘distinct and independent of each 
other. And no charter formed for the use, operation and man- 
agement ef the property hereinbefore described shall be granted 
unto the said Collis P. Huntington, or his assigns, unless this 
section be incorporated therein, and all certificates of stock 
that may be issued by the company formed for the use, opera- 
tion or management of the property hereinbefore described 
shall also contain this section on the back thereof.” 


Il. 

The business of this corporation shall be transacted in 
Galveston County, Texas, and its principal office and domicile 
shall be located in the city of Galveston, in said county. 

* a * ” * * * * * 

VI. 


The amount of the capital stock of this corporation shall 
be $1,000,000, divided into 10,000 shares of the par value of 
$100 each. 


Development of the Property. 


The properties, rights, privileges and franchises 
granted to Collis P. Huntington are described and de- 
fined in the legislative act approved May 1, 1899 (General 
Laws, twenty-sixth legislature). The lands described 
were granted for the purpose of constructing, maintain- 
ing and operating thereon “depots and other terminal 
facilities for what are commonly called the Southern 
Pacific railroad and steamship system.” In its preamble 
the act states: 


It is greatly to the interest of the public that the property 
described * * * should be developed for shipping and trans- 
portation purposes, and that the shipping facilities of the port 
of Galveston should be thereby improved and enlarged, in order 
to better accommodate the commerce of the port and state, and 


to utilize, as far as practicable, the deep water at said port- 


secured by the expenditure of large sums of money by the 
government of the United States. 


Soon after the passage of this act Huntington began 
the work of constructing docks and wharves upon the 
granted lands. This work was in progress when the 
great flood of 1900 rendered it practically useless. The 
property acquired by the Terminal company is that de- 
scribed in the legislative act and that upon which the 
improvements above referred to were made. 

During the year 1901 the Terminal company erected 
eovered piers known as A and B on a portion of its 
docks, which were operated generally for wharfage pur- 
poses. June 26, 1905, the company agreed to. construct 
a covered pier to be known as C on an unoccupied dock 
and contracted to give possession of the same to one 
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E. H. Young for a period of five years at an annual 
rental of $5,000, granting him also certain privileges 
with respect to handling and storing cottonseed meal 
and cake. Jan. 9, 1906, a supplemental agreement was 
made between Young and the company, whereby, in con- 
sideration of additional space, the annual charge was 
increased $470 per year. Nov. 1, 1906, the above agree- 
ents were merged in a contract as follows: 


This memorandum of agreement, made and entered into on 
this, the lith day of Sept., 1906, by and between the 
Southern Pacific Terminal Co., a body corporate under the laws 
of Texas, hereinafter designated as Terminal company, or 
party of the first part, and E. H. Young, of Galveston, Gal- 
veston County, Tex., party of the second part, witnesseth:

That the said Terminal company has leased, demised and 
let, and hereby leases, demises and lets unto the said E. H. 
Young for a term of five years, beginning on the first day of 
November, A. D. 1906, and thereafter from year to year until 
the term of this lease shall’ be terminated, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, a certain dock and warehouse with shed, platform and 
tracks thereon, as outlined in blueprint map attached hereto, 
as a part hereof, and marked “Exhibit A.’’ This lease is made 
upon the condition that the said Young shall have the right to 
use such available facilities as may exist on the west side of 
pier B until the facilities hereby leased shall have been com- 
pleted, in accordance with the blueprint map hereto attached, 
as aforesaid, but not longer.

The said Young shall have the privilege of placing in said 
warehouse such machinery, appliances and apparatus for stor- 
ing and handling cottonseed and cottonseed products as may 
be required by him, and shall use électric power for operating 
said appliances and apparatus, and said Terminal company 
agrees to furnish him such electric power at a reasonable rate, 
to be fixed and readjusted from time to time during the term 
of this contract by agreement between the parties, for the 
purpose of operating all such machinery, appliances and ap- 
paratus as may be required by said Young in the handling and 
storing of cottonseed and cottonseed products in said dock and 
warehouse hereinbefore mentioned. 


3. 


Said Terminal company further agrees to keep said dock 
and warehouse in reasonable and proper repair; but said 
Terminal company shall not be bound to make any repairs nor 


* shall it be liable for any failure so to do until after reasonable 


notice shall be given it by said Young, specifying the particular 
repairs necessary. Said Terminal company further agrees to 
maintain a proper depth of water, not exceeding 25 feet, to 
accommodate ocean steamers which may wish to load and un- 
load the cottonseed products aforesaid at said dock. 


4. 


The said E. H. Young shall have possession and cdntrol of 
said dock and warehouse, and shall pay all laborers and others 
engaged in operating said warehouse and dock, and in carrying 
on his business of storing and handling cottonseed products; 
and the said Terminal company shall be exempt from all liabil- 
ity on account of fire; and the said E. H. Young shall maintain 
all such insurance as he may deem necessary on the contents 
of said warehouse and dock; and the said E. H. Young further 
agrees to indemnify and hold harmless the said Terminal com- 
pany against any and all liability for accident or injury to him- 
self or any of his employes which may be caused by or arise 
from any defect -or imperfection in the construction or repair 
of said dock and warehouse, or which shall arise in any way 
from the construction or condition of said warehouse and dock. 
Said Young further agrees to indemnify and hold harmless the 
faid Terminal company against any and all liability for injury 
to persons or property of every kind, class and description 
which may occur in or about said warehouse and dock or 
Which may arise in any manner in connection with the use of 
said warehouse and dock by said Young or his employes, or 
Which may arise in any other manner, except such as may be 
caused by said Terminal company, its agents or employes. 


5. 
In the event said dock and warehouse shall be destroyed or 
Shall be so damaged as to be unfit for use by fire or other 
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casualty, this contract shall thereupon immediately terminate, 
but said Terminal company shall have the right, at its option, 
upon notice of its intention so to do, to be given within thirty 
(30)*days after such destruction or damage, to repair or restore 
said dock and warehouse within six months from such notice, 
so as to restore it to its former condition, in which event the 
contract shall continue in force for the term herein stipulated, 
but the rental herein provided for shall be abated proportion- 
ately from the time of such destruction and injury until said 
dock and warehouse shall be so restored. 








6. 


Neither said Terminal company nor the owners of engines 
moving upon the track of said Terminal company, or upon 
the tracks herein provided for the use of said warehouse and 
dock, shall be liable for any damage that may result to the 
contents of said dock and warehouse by reason of the escape 
of fire from said engines, unless the same is caused by the 
willful or wanton neglect of said Terminal company, or its em- 
ployes, the risk from fire being one that is in contemplation of 
the parties hereto, and neither undertakes to indemnify the 
other against the same. 


7. 


In consideration of the foregoing undertakings and cove- 
nants on the part of said Terminal company, the said BE. H. 
Young hereby agrees and promises to pay to said Terminal 
company as rental for said dock and facilities the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000) per annum, the payment to be made 
in monthly installments of twelve hundred and fifty dollars 
($1,250), between the Ist and 10th day of each month, beginning 
with the month of November, 1906, at the office of the treasurer 


of said Terminal company in Houston, Harris County, state 
of Texas. 


The said Young further agrees that he will route all ship- 
ments of cottonseed and cottonseed products purchased or 
shipped by or to him over'the lines of said Terminal company 
and its connections, according to the instructions of said Ter- 
minal company from time to time, and that he will insist upon 
and enforce such routing as may be directed or requested of 
him by .said Terminal company for all cottonseed and cotton- 
seed products purchased or shipped by or to him in all cases, 
except where the enforcement of such routing would prevent 
him from purchasing such cottonseed or cottonseed products, or 
from obtaining shipments which are ready to move immediately 
and for which cars cannot be. procured for the routing re- 
quired: Provided, however, That the said E. H. Young shall 
not be bound by the provisions of this article unless the rates 
are equal to, or lower than, those made by competing lines 
and the service is adequate: And provided further, That the 
said Young shall give notice to tne Terminal company of rates 
proposed by such competing line or lines and shall further give 
said Terminal company the option of meeting such proposed 
rates; and in the event that said Terminal company elects ta 
do so, then. said Young shall not divert such shipments, but 
shall abide by the provisions of this article. 


9. 


The party of the second part agrees to maintain the usual 
standard of order and cleanliness of the party of the first part 
in and about the premises, and to forbid’ and prohibit the 
smoking of pipes, cigars or cigarettes, and the use of matches 
or other combustible articles in or about the said leased prem- 
ises. It is further agreed that the system of watch service and 
fire patrol protection which said Terminal company now has, or 
may hereafter have from time to time, for its docks at Galves- 
ton, shall be extended to and made operative over said dock and 
warehouse herein leased to said Young, and said Young hereby 
agrees, in addition to the rental hereinbefore stipulated, to pay 
said Terminal company such part of the total cost of said watch 
service and fire patrol protection as the number of watch 
boxes located in and upon said dock and warehouse bears to 
the total number of watch boxes in use on all of said Terminal 
company’s docks and property at its wharves at Galveston, but 
said Terminal company does not in anywise guarantee the 
efficiency or sufficiency of said service. 


10. 


Said Terminal company shall have the right to terminate 
this contract at any time after the expiration of five years 
from the ist day of November, 1906, by giving said Young six 
months’ notice in writing of its intention so to do. 
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11. 


‘The failure upon the part of either party hereto to comply 
with the conditions hereof in any respect shall be cause for the 
termination of this contract, after sixty days’ notice of the 
election to do so. The right, however, hereby conferred is op- 
tional and the failure to exercise it at any one time shall not 
affect its exercise at any subsequent time when occasion arises 
therefor. 


12. 

‘This contract shall not be assignable by the said E. H. 
Young without the written consent and concurrence of the 
said Terminal company. It is expressly stipulated and agreed 
that all contracts, agreements and understandings heretofore 
made by the parties hereto, verbal or written, and especially 
those contracts of July 10, 1905, and Jan. 9, 1906, shall be, and 
are hereby, canceled, annulled and superseded, it being the 
intent of the parties that this instrument shall supersede and 
take the place of all others. 

Young has been engaged since 1898 in the business 
of exporting cottonseed products from various southwest- 
ern ports. During the year 1903 he was exporting from 
Port Arthur, Tex., where no wharfage charge is made, 
but the facilities offered were not sufficient for the 
amount of business he desired to do. During the sea- 
son of 1904 he exported from Sabine Pass, Tex. No 
wharfage charge is made there, but the Texas & New 
Orleans railroad, the rails of which reach that port, 
would not make the repairs of docks and piers he de- 
manded. Late in 1904 he made application to the Gal- 
veston Wharf Co. to allow him to occupy exclusively 
one of its piers upon which to store, sack and grind 
cottonseed cake and prepare the same for shipment. 
That company refused to allow him exclusively any 
space on its wharves under an arrangement whereby 
wharfage charges would be absorbed. He, thereupon, 
applied to the Southern Pacific Terminal Co. to allow 
him to use its unoccupied dock, coupled with ‘certain 
privileges, for an annual charge, and the agreement in 
question was made with that company. 


Conditions at Other Wharves. 


The Galveston Wharf Co. leases spaces on its 

wharves to various exporters, ship agents and steamship 
lines, which have first call upon their use, but none 
of these leases is exclusive, and the requirement for 
payment of wharfage charges is in no case waived. In 
Oct., 1907, the New Orleans Export Co., engaged in 
the business of exporting cottonseed products, rented a 
single berth on pier 38 of the Galveston Wharf Co., for 
which it agreed to pay $1,000 per year. Under the terms 
of the lease the company is given the right to place 
sacking machines on the pier and to store cottonseed 
cake thereon and sack the same for shipment. The 
lease, however, is not exclusive, and the lessee is re- 
quired to pay a wharfage charge of 1 cent per 100 
pounds for all products handled by it. 
, In July, 1905, the complainant sought to secure facili- 
ties for handling cottonseed products from the Southern 
Pacific Terminal Co. similar to those granted to Young, 
but was unable to do so. He was informed that there 
was no room on the docks then constructed for placing 
machines for sacking and storing cottonseed cake, and 
that if additional dockage and piers were constructed a 
contract *similar in all particulars to that made with 
Young would be demanded. 

Under the terms of his contract Young is now doing 
business as an exporter of cottonseed cake and meal 
from the port of Galveston. He controls space in a cov- 
ered pier 1,370 feet long, which the Terminal company 
erected at a cost of some $65,000 in addition to the cost 








of the dock. He has placed within the inmelosure 20 
hydraulic cake-sacking machines capable of sacking 
1,500 tons of cake per day, and has erected grinding 
machines capable of grinding and sacking 200 tons of 
meal per day. He employs at times as many as 200 
men to unload, sack and ship cottonseed products. The 
covered space occupied by him lies alongside a slip into 
which ships float and tie to the dock. Carloads of cake 
are switched in on the other side of the dock and the 
cake is unloaded, sacked and placed within easy reach 
of a ship’s tackle for expeditious loading. 

Young testified-that he has the following advantages 
over any exporter of cottonseed products from the port 
of Galveston because of the large capital he employs, 
his methods of doing business and the facilities he has 
on the docks of the Terminal company: 

Say that I receive an order to-day for a cargo of cake from 
Denmark. I cable my friends that I am working on their order 
and will wire. I cable my agent in London to offer me a 
steamer of suitable size and position due thirty or sixty days 
hence. I receive an offer which carries with it a commission 
for agent’s or charterer’s fee for chartering steamer. I make 
a counter bid on the steamer and close it. I receive in that 
instance the charterer’s commission. I bring that steamer for- 
ward, accept the order and proceed to buy the goods. When the 
steamer arrives she is berthed at the dock, and I proceed to 
load her in the capacity of stevedore, and I proceed to unload 
the cars in the capacity of a contractor. I proceed to sack and 
bag the cake in the capacity of a manufacturer, ahd for all 
those offices which I perform I endeavor to make a profit, and 
usually do. I consider that in chartering there is probably a 
commission on the steamer with the perquisites that go with 
chartering, including the dispatch in quick loading, for loading 
and discharging steamers, and the profits on chartering, steve- 
doring, unloading, grinding, sacking, etc., which is in addition 
to a merchant’s buying and selling profit. I consider there is 
usually a fair margin there of between 30 and 40 cents per ton, 
more or less, as the occasion may be, which is amply sufficient 
to justify a man to do this business, and this is exclusive of 
and in addition to the usual profit on the business. 


Young is exempt from demurrage charges which 
accrue after the product remains ten days in the cars 
or on the wharves. He has all the time he needs to 
assemble a cargo of the product. After he has shipped 
75,000 tons of cake and meal at the rate of 1 cent per 
100 pounds charged all other exporters he has no whartf- 
age charge of any kind to pay, and on all his shipments 
he has other advantages which amount to from 40 to 55 
cents per ton. 


Development of the Trade. 

The rate on cottonseed products from Texas common 
points is 17% cents per 100 pounds to Galveston and 
18% cents per 100 pounds to New Orleans. There are 
no wharfage charges at New Orleans and the rates are 
adjusted to equalize the ports. At New Orleans several 
plants are established where cake may be stored, ground 
and sacked for shipment in a manner similar to that 
used by Young, but it appears that a charge of 10 cents 
per ton is made for the service and that at least in one 
instance such service is furnished by a railroad com- 
pany. 

_ Most cottonseed products exported from Galveston 
are purchased from Texas cotton mills, though some 
purchases are made from mills in Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and Louisiana. Prior to 1905 export business of cotton- 
seed products was largely confined to cottonseed meal. 
Very little cake was shipped in bulk from the mills. 
Cake for export was sacked at the mills and bought 
by exporters in that form. Since 1905 and largely 
through the superior facilities enjoyed by Young and his 
efforts to that end, mill owners have found it profitable 
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to sell cake in bulk at their mills. The seed is crushed 
and compressed into cakes by machinery at the mills, 
loaded into cars and thus shipped. This method saves 
the cost of transporting sacks to and from the mills and 
employment by mill owners of skilled labor to sack the 
cake. 

The demand for cottonseed cake from abroad was 
comparatively limited previous to 1904. Consumers in 
foreign countries preferred to use meal and exporters 
shipped accordingly. In the years 1904 and 1905 there 
arose a brisk demand from Denmark and Germany for 
cottonseed cake, especially the Texas product. Con- 
sumerg preferred shipments of sacked cake to shipments 
of meal, and purchases thereof in the two countries are 
now very extensive. There is no local consumption of 
cake at Galveston and all that is transported there is 
for export. 


Organization of Southern Pacific. 


The Southern Pacific Co. is a holding corporation 
organized under a special charter of the state of Ken- 
tucky in 1884. It is authorized by its charter to acquire 
by purchase or otherwise stocks, bonds and securities 
of railway and steamship companies. Through ownership 
of stock this company now has a controlling interest 
in the entire Southern Pacific System, including. the 
Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio railway; Texas & 
New Orleans railroad; Houston & Texas Central rail- 
road; Houston, East & West Texas railway, and Houston 
& Shreveport railroad. It owns and controls a line of 
steamships from Galveston and New Orleans to New 
York and Habana. It also owns practically all the stock 
of the Southern Pacific Terminal Co. The Southern 
Pacific Co.; Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio rail- 
way; Texas & New Orleans railroad, and Southern Pa- 
cific Terminal Co. have the same president and in many 
instances the same officers of! lesser rank. The same 
man is general manager of the Galveston, Harrisburg & 
San Antonio railway and the Terminal company. The 
Southern Pacific Co. received $239,952 in dividends on 
stock held by it of the Southern Pacific Terminal Co. 
for the year ending June 30, 1907. 

All exporters of cottonseed cake and meal from the 
port of Galveston, except -Young, are required to pay 
the published wharfage charge of 1 cent per 100 pounds. 
When an exporter has occasion to buy his shipment of 
Young and the product passes over the latter’s rented 
pier, a wharfage charge of 1 cent per 100 pounds is 
exacted by and paid to him. No other exporter can 
make the same saving in loading and unloading charges 
because of lack of room to store and ‘handle the cake 
and meal. Room for the purpose of furnishing exporters 
generally with facilities enjoyed by Young cannot be 
obtained on the water front in Galveston under existing 
conditions. An exporter with limited capital, who does 
a comparatively small business, is under all the circum- 
stances unable to continue with any assurance of profit 
from his efforts. 

Since 1905 the business of all other exporters of 
cottonseed products in Galveston has shrunk to small 
proportions in comparison with the amount of business 
done by Young. Many exporters have abandoned the 
business. Young is able to and does pay more for bulk 
cake and meal at the mills than his competitors can 
afford to pay. He also sells the sacked cake and meal 
to consumers abroad at lower prices than his com- 


Young Controls the Market.

meal. All other exporters in Galveston did not 
to exceed 50,000 tons of both products during the 
period. Exports of these products from New Orle 
Port Arthur and Sabine Pass have decreased in a mar 
degree since 1904. In accordance with the terms of 
lease, Young, at the request of the Terminal comp 
has routed all shipments of cottonseed products, whe! 
ever possible, over railroads in which the Southern 
cific Co. is largely interested. The other railroads em 
ing Galveston have during the last two years transpo! 
comparatively small amounts of cottonseed products 
The Galveston Wharf Co. has during the same peric 
experienced a large decrease in revenue from this soure ‘. 

Cotton mill owners throughout Texas complain tha 
their market for the sale of cottonseed products is noy 
dominated by Young and that he depresses prices abroad 
An association of about 108 mill owners in Texas 
formed sometime in August, 1907, for the purpose of er 
gaging in the business of exporting cottonseed product 
with a view to extending the selling market abroad 
stimulating the buying market at home. It was found 
by the managers of the association that they were no 
in a position to compete with Young. He would not 
sign to the association his agreement with the Term 
company except upon the consideration of $50,000 bonus 
and payment for all his improvements. Officials of 
Terminal company were asked by the managers of thé 
association if similar space to that occupied by Young) 
would be furnished them for the- purpose of handling | 
and exporting cottonseed products. They replied | 
they would not be able to construct additional da te 
and an additional pier in less time than a year, 
that they would require a lease under the same term 
and conditions as that given to Young. 

The Terminal company owns unoccupied ground upe 
which two additional docks and piers of the size occupie 
by Young might be constructed, and it is insisted by th 
company that it stands ready to construct the same, pro 
vided responsible parties will enter into contracts for 
their occupancy for five years and under the conditions 
of the contract with Young. 


Galveston’s Export Facilities. 
Cottonseed products are bought at mills im the f 
terior, usually f. 0. b, at the mill, and are shipped te 
exporters at Galveston on local bills of lading. Ship) 
ments abroad from Galveston are made through shij 
agents or on contract with tramp. or other stearz 
Ships of the Southern Pacific Co. which ply bet per 
New York and Galveston tie up at the Terminal com 
pany’s wharf only. Railroads in which the Southe 
Pacific Co. has the controlling interest extend from G 
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' veston to New Orleans on the east, to San Francisco 
_ on the west, and reach all important points in east, cen- 
| tral and southern Texas. 
F It appears that ample facilities for shipment of all 
— Siacppened from the port of Galveston are furnished by 
the two wharf companies. Wharves and piers extend 
ions the bay front for more than 3% miles, and the 
acilities for loading and unloading are exceptional, com- 
‘pared with facilities at other ports of the country. Gal- 
veston now occupies first rank among ocean ports of the 
| United States in exports of cotton and cottonseed prod- 
ucts, and occupies no mean position with respect to the 
| quantity of exports of various other commodities. At 
this port export products have ten days’ free time on 
‘ears or wharves. Unloading charges to the amount of 
) 12% cents per ton are absorbed by the railroads and 
charges averaging 30 cents per ton for ioading into ships 
‘Are paid by ship owners. So far as the record shows 
Broom for storing and appliances for sacking and grinding 
bottonseed cake and meal are not furnished by the car- 
iq riers for the use of shippers free of charge at any other 
port in the ‘United States. 
i Complainant testified that between Jan., 1905, and 
Jan., 1907, he lost about $35,000 in attempting to do 
_®xport cottonseed product business in competition with 
' Young. This amount covered office expenses, tele. 
} grams and cablegrams, and losses on shipments, and 
F ‘extracts from his books apparently corroborate this testi- 
@ mony. He stated that early in 1905 he had money in 
bank, and that Jan. 1, 1907, he owed to banks in this 
ce country and in Europe more than $35,000. 
'' It is contended in behalf of the defendants that the

They are all owned by the Southern Pacific 
Co. The holding company and the companies owned by 
At have, generally speaking, the same officers, and in 
"eases where this is not so the managing officers are 
such as to assure that the interest of the whole will be 
i ev, by the acts of each constituent part. The 
rminal company was organized to furnish terminal 
ilities for the system at the port of Galveston, and 
Tine land upon which its docks and wharves are erected 
and maintained was granted to its predecessor, as ex- 
_ pressed in the act of the Texas legislature, for the pur- 
* pose of supplying such facilities. As above stated, the 
' Southern Pacific Co. owns and controls lines of railroad 
- reaching from New Orleans to San Francisco and Gal- 
) veston and a steamship line from the latter place to 
| New York and Habana. Through shipments on these 
lines from and to points in different states of the union 
- and repass over the docks of the Terminal company. 
aint forms a link in this chain of interstate transportation. 
It is necessary to complete the avenue through which 
e shipments over these lines owned. by a single cor- 
: Pearation. 
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All One Common Interest. 


It is also urged that inasmuch as the Terminal 
- company is not owned by the railroad company with 
Lene the tracks on its dock connect, it cannot be held 
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to be a part of that or any other railroad carrier. We 
are constrained to reject this contention. It does not 
appear to make any difference whether or not the con- 
necting railroad company owns the Terminal company 
if the ownership of both is vested in the same corpora- 
tion. Control is an incident of ownership, and, as a 
matter of fact, the Southern Pacific Co., the Terminal Co. 
and the Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio railway 
have the same president. The last two have the same 
general manager, who occupies that position with all 
the Texas roads of the system. The interests of the 
railroad and steamship lines of the system transporting 
shipments to and from Galveston are identical. The 
money earned and dividends paid inure to the one owner. 

That the management of the Terminal company con- 
sidered its ‘relation identical with the (railroads em- 
braced in the system is abundantly established by exami- 
nation of the eighth article of the contract made with 
Young. Therein Young agreed to route all his ship- 
ments over “the lines of said Terminal company and its 
connections, according to the instructions of said Ter- 
minal company from time to time.” It is further provided 
that unless the rates of these lines are equal to or lower 
than those made by competing lines Young shall not 
be bound to so route his shipments, but he is required 
to give ‘notice to the Terminal company of rates pro- 
posed by such competing line or lines and shall further 
give said Terminal company the option of meeting such 
proposed rates, and in event that said Terminal com- 
pany elects to do so, then Young shall not divert such 
shipments, but shall abide by the provisions of this ar- 
ticle.” ‘A corporation such as this Terminal company, 
which has “connecting lines’ and which has power to 
meet rates made by “competing lines,” should not be 
permitted to defeat the jurisdiction of this Commission 
by showing that it is not in fact Owned.by any railroad 
company. 

It is true that the different corporations under con- 
sideration are operating under separate and distinct 
charters, but, nevertheless, they constitute a single sys- 
tem. To complete that system the Terminal company 
is a necessary part. Shipments over the Southern Pa- 
citic system, not for export, but from and to different 
states in the union, all pass over the docks of the 
Terminal company. It is conceded that the railroad 
companies carrying interstate shipments to and from 
Galveston, though owned by the Southern Pacific com- 
pany, are subject to our jurisdiction, but the contention 
is made that the point where the railroad lines end and 
the tracks of the Terminal company begin is the point 
beyond’ which the power of the Commission does not ex- 
tend. We cannot yield assent to this proposition. The 
Terminal company is part and parcel of the system en- 


gaged as a wholé in the transportation of commerce; 


and to the extent that such commerce is interstate the 
Commission has jurisdiction to supervise and control 
it within statutory limits. To hold otherwise would 
in effect permit carriers generally, through the organiza- 
tion of separate corporations, to exempt all their ter- 
minals and terminal facilities from our regulating au- 
thority. 
Provisions of the Act. 


The act in its first section includes in the term 
“railroad” “all bridges and ferries used or operated in 
connection with any railroad, and also all the road in 
use by any corporation operating a,. railroad, whether 
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owned or operated under a contract, agreement or lease, 
and shall also include all switches, spurs, tracks and 
terminal] facilities of every kind used or necessary in the 
transportation of the persons or property designated 
hefein, and also all freight depots, yards and grounds 
used or necessary in the transportation or delivery of 
any of said property.” The rails of the Galveston, Har- 
risburg & San Antonio Co. connect with tracks upon 
the docks of the Terminal company. The former de- 
livers cars loaded with interstate freight to the latter. 
The only terminal the roads of the Southern Pacifie sys- 
tem have in Galveston for the delivery and transfer 
of freight moving over its lines is that furnished by 
the Terminal company. It is true that the latter collects 
a trackage charge from the former and that the railroad 
company collects a switching charge from the Terminal 
company. These charges are, however, but incidents of 
the separate corporate operations. 

The Commission is not concluded by the form but 
looks to the substance of- the relations between corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate commerce. The Terminal 
company for the purposes here in question is part of 
the Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio railway. It 
is a necessary element in and facility of the interstate 
transportation in which the Southern Pacific system 
is engaged, and as such is believed to be subject to our 
jurisdiction. The cases cited and relied upon by counsel 
for defendants do not, in our judgment, support a dif- 
ferent conclusion. 

This brings us to the question whether Young has 
been given undue or unreasonable preference or ad- 
vantage, and other shippers from the port of Galveston 
subjected to undue or unreasonable prejudice or dis- 


advantage by acts of the defendants in violation of the 
third section of the act. 


Contention as to Young’s Lease. 


It is argued in behalf of the Terminal company that 
it has supplied and maintains ample terminal facilities 
for the Southern Pacific system and the use of the 
public, aside from the premises leased to Youhg, and 
that it has the right under its charter to grant to him 
to be used for any purpose that portion of its property 
which otherwise, it is said, would be unoccupied and 
unproductive. 

If the title of the Terminal company to the land 
possessed by it on the water front in Galveston were 
RQeld in fee simple, this contention might be tenable, be- 
cause we know of no restriction upon the alienation of 
real estate merely because the owner is a corporation. 
But this company was organized, as shown by its charter, 
for the express purpose of availing itself of and enjoy*ne 
“the properties, rights, privileges and franchises granted 
and described and referred to in the act of the legisla- 
ture of the state of Texas’ approved May 1, 1899. This 
act is entitled “An act ratifying and confirming an or- 
dinance passed by the city council of the city of Gal- 
veston on the 4th of February, 1899, entitled ‘An or- 
dinance abandoning, discontinuing and closing certain 
Streets, avenues and alleys of the city of Galveston and 
authorizing and empowering Collis P. Huntington, his 
heirs or assigns, perpetually to construct and maintain 
piers on the shore of Galveston Bay within the corporate 
limits of ‘the city of Galveston upon certain specified 
conditions,’ and conditionally relinquishing any -claim the 


state of Texas may have to part of the property therein 
described.” 
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Huntington was authorized specifically to “construct 
and maintain, upon said property terminal facilities for 
the use of what are commonly calied the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad and steamship systems, their successors or | 
assigns, also to buy, lease, receive, own, hold and enjoy 
real and personal property necessary in the transaction 
of its business.” 

The land now owned by the company is apparently | 
charged with the public use expressed in the grant to 
Huntington. The latter had a conditional title and could | 
convey to the former no greater rights than he possessed. | 
The language in the articles of incorporation which pur- R 
ports to give to the Terminal company power to “lease | 
and convey warehouses, docks and wharves” is not effec- 
tive to change the character of the grant. The land | 
having been granted for a specific purpose of ‘public § 
import and necessity cannot, we believe, be disposed 
of in such manner as to defeat that declared purpose. 3 

The company could doubtless assign its right to this © 
land to be used by the grantee for wharfage purposes, 
but we are of the opinion that it cannot be transferred 
to be used for a purely private purpose, particularly to 
a shipper who thereby obtains an unjust advantage over 
other shippers. If we are right in this construction of the 
original grant and its effect upon the title of the Terminal 
company, the contention that the latter may dispose of 
this land absolutely as other land held in fee simple can- 
not be upheld. Moreover, we think it open to serious 
question whether the contract with Young is in any 
proper sense a “lease” of the premises he occupies. True, 
it purports to lease to him “a certain dock and warehouse, 
with shed, platform and tracks thereon,” but an exami- 
nation of its provisions shows that this contract was 
intended to give, and actually does give, Young only 
certain privileges on a covered pier 1,370 feet Tong. For 
the use of the tracks along the dock on which this pier 
is erected the Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio rail- 
way pays the Terminal company 50 cents per loaded 
car, and the Terminal company pays to the railroad com- 
pany $1.75 per car as a switching charge. Young does 
not receive the revenue arising from the use of the tracks » 


on the dock, nor does he pay for switching cars onto 
those tracks. 


Limitations of Young’s Contract, 


In respect of these matters he is in no different 
situation from any other shipper from the port of Gal- 
veston. There would appear to be no room for doubt 
that, had he been given a lease of the dock on which 
the pier he occupies was erected, trackage charges would 
inure to him and that he would be required to pay switch- 
ing charges. Under the contract he has been given con- 
trol of certain space on a covered pier erected on a dock 
belonging to the Terminal company. He has not been 
put in possession or control of the dock or improvements 
thereon, except the covered space. It is quite apparent 
that the moving consideration for the contract, so far as 
the Terminal company is concerned, is the right to route © 
Young’s shipments over its “connecting lines”—that is, 
the lines of the Southern Pacific Co. The amount Young 
has paid and is to pay, as specified in the contract, is 
probably no more than a fair rate of interest on the 
cost of the dock and the improvements put thereon for 
his use. If the Terminal company had received from 
Young, for the year 1907, the wharfage charge of 1 cent 
per 100 pounds on the shipments made by him it would 
have received nearly $30,000 more than the amount speci- 
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Without compensating benefits the 


It was made to induce shipments over the lines of 
the system of which ,it is a part. The contract is to be 


considered with respect to its effect on Young’s interests 


as a shipper and the Terminal company’s interest in 
transportation. It was not made for the purpose of giv- 
ing Young possession and control of a dock for his own 
use, but by its terms and conditions was designed to 
secure to the Terminal company and allied interests con- 
trol of the transportation of the product of a great in- 
dustry. Young desired to do a large export cottonseed 
product business at the port, and the system desired to 
secure the transportation of such product. To accom- 
plish these ends the contract was made, and it is in the 
light of this condition that it must be considered. The 
system has the undoubted right in competition for trans- 
portation business to secure to itself all the shipments 
it can legitimately, but in doing so it cannot unduly 
prefer or prejudice any shipper. 


Others Cannot Get Equal Facilities. 


As a practical matter shippers of cottonseed cake 
and meal from the port of Galveston cannot secure facili- 
ties on the same conditions as those granted to Young 
from the Terminal company, nor can such facilities. be 
secured elsewhere on the bay front. The contract in 
question gives to Young exclusive advantages, and he in 
turn, so far as he can, makes shipments exclusively over 
the lines of the system. The acts of the officials of the 
Terminal company indicate that they are not willing to 
accord shippers generally the facilities they give to 
Young, and the situation at their docks with respect of 
space is such that they could not do so even if they were 
willing. It seems entirely probable that Young as a pru- 
dent business man would not have entered into this con- 
tract and expended the money necessary to equip his 
plant to do the large business he has enjoyed except 
upon the expectation that he would have some advantage 
over other shippers by reason of the exclusive privileges 
he secured from the Terminal company. Even without 
these exclusive privileges he would doubtless have car- 
ried on an extensive business, but it is hardly to be 
supposed that he would have been able to get practically 
all of it if other dealers had been placed upon the same 
footing. 

For it is to be kept in mind that Young is a shipper. 
He is entitled to no more and to no less from these de- 
fendants than any other shipper, since the Terminal. com- 
pany, as part of the Galveston, Harrisburg & San An- 
tonio railway, owes a duty to the entire shipping public. 
In the case of Castle vs. Baltimore & Ohio R. R. Co., 8 
I. C. C. Rep., 333, the Commission said: 


Common carriers are bound by every principle of justice 
and law to accord equal rights to all shippers who are entitled 
to like treatment, both in the receiving of supplies and the 
shipment of their products, and a carrier who, under any pre- 
text whatsoever, grants to one shipper an advantage which it 
deniés another violates the spirit and thwarts the purpose of 
the law. 


‘ 


It follows that if the Terminal company may make 
a contract with Young as a shipper of cottonseed cake 
and meal, giving him thereby certain exemptions or 
privileges which it cannot or does not give to other shiv- 
pers of the same commodities, it may also make similar 
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thus secure to favored shippers the control of the export 
business of the port of Galveston. Whatever power under 
its charter the company may have to convey or lease 
its property generally does not, in our opinion, give it 
authority to enter into a contract under the operation of 
which one shipper is preferred over another. The giving 
of undue preference or advantage to any shipper is con- 
demned by the statute, and it can make no difference that 
such preference is given by a contract which purports to 
be a lease of property. To hold otherwise would in effect 
sanction a device to eyade the law. 


Monopoly Might Be Created. 


The result of the operation of the contract with Young 
has been to center in him practically all the cottonseed 
product export business of Texas and adjoining states. 
It may be that this has been beneficial to the cottonseed 
interests of the southwest; that better prices have pre- 
vailed, and that more economical methods of doing the 
business have been inaugurated. This is, no doubt, par- 
tially true. Reasons readily suggest themselves, how- 
ever, in addition to the statutory inhibition of undue 
preference to any shipper, why it is not to the permanent 
interest of this great and growing industry to have the 
transportation of its products to foreign markets and 
the buying and selling thereof at home and abroad con- 
trolled by one man. Domination of the cottonseed prod- 
ucts market of Texas and adjoining states by Young or 
any other individual might speedily become an injurious 
and indefensible monopoly. 

It is argued further that the facilities enjoyed by 
Young are not those which it is the duty of any carrier 
to furnish shippers; that sacking and grinding cake are 
manufacturing processes, and that Young has the right 
to conduct a manufacturing business wherever he can 
secure room to place his plant. There is no doubt that 
each of these propositions considered by itself is theo- 
retically -correct. But the Terminal company has re- 
lieved Young from wharfage charges which it exacts of 
all other shippers, and it has contracted to give him use 
of room on its docks to store his products and sack and 
grind them which it cannot give or declines to give to 
other shippers. In short, he receives advantages with 
respect to the shipments of his finished products by virtue 
of his contract which may not lawfully be accorded to 
him, although he is a manufacturer. 

The contention is also made that Young’s foresight, 
which has directed the cottonseed product business into 
new channels by means of new methods, his business 
ability and his use of large capital, enabled him to take 
the business from his competitors, and not the contract 
with the Terminal company. The answer to this is that 
Young’s ability in less than two years of operation under 
the contract to do nine-tenths of all the export cotton- 
seed product business of the port of Galveston primarily 

arises from and is due to an exemption from wharfage 
charges and the facilities which are given to him ex- 
clusively. Room to store cake and assemble a shipload 
is furnished to Young and to no one else. Facilities of 
like kind for loading and unloading cars and loading 
ships are given to Young and to no one else. This re- 
sults in an undue_preference, as, we believe, contrary 
to the principle of equality which the law seeks to en- 
force. 

The Joint Circular, I, C. C. No, 475, published and 
filed, effective Nov. 30, 1904, showing “Terminal charges 


contracts with regard to cotton or other products and at the port of Galveston, Tex.,” names, among other 
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parties thereto, the Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio 
railway and the Southern Pacific Terminal Co., and it 
is shown thereon that the above-named and certain other 
railroads comprise the “Sunset Route.” The Terminal 
company appears as a party to like circulars issued as 
late as April 15, 1907. In the joint circular, effective 
May 24, 1907, I. C. C. No. 645, issued by the Galveston, 
Harrisburg & San Antonio railway, the Terminal com- 
pany does not appear as a party. The circular of May 24, 
1907, shows “Terminal charges (other than storage and 
switching) at the port of Galveston, Tex., applying on 
both domestic and foreign traffic.” In this circular, as in 
all prior ones, appears the charge of 1 cent per 100 
pounds on cottonseed cake and meal. The Terminal 
company is a part of the Galveston, Harrisburg &° San 
Antonio railway, and, therefore, the contract with Young, 
in so far as it exempts him from wharfage charges, is 
a departure from the published tariffs of the carrier. 

Under the circumstances shown by the record we 
are of opinion that the defendants, the Southern 
Pacific Co., the Southern Pacific Terminal Co. and the 
Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio railway, -give to 
E. H. Young, a shipper of cottonseed products from the 
port of Galveston, undue preferences and advantages in 
exempting him from the payment of wharfage charges 
cn his shipments which are exacted from all other ship- 
pers and in furnishing him for his exclusive use space 
on the docks of the Terminal, company to store and 
handle cottonseed cake and meal, which they at the 
same time refuse to furnish other shippers under like 
circumstances. We find that the giving of such prefer- 
ences and advantages is unlawful. 

It does not appear that the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
railway of Texas; Galveston, Houston & Henderson rail- 
road of 1882; Gulf, Colorado & Santa’ Fe railroad and 
International & Great Northern railroad were parties to 
or have any interest in the contract with Young, and 
the complaint as to them will be dismissed. ‘ 

There is no evidence in this record upon which repa- 
ration can be awarded, and complainant may be unable 
to make the requisite proof, but he may send to the 


Commission, if he so desires, on or before Aug. 15, 1908, - 


an itemized statement or bill of particulars of the dam- 
ages he claims to have sustained, with sufficient copies 
for service on the defendants against which the order 
in this case is directed. In case such bill of particulars 
is filed within the time named, the complainant will have 
opportunity, upon notice to said defendants, to make 
proof of the facts stated therein, before a special ex- 
aminer or otherwise as may be arranged, and said de- 
fendants will have opportunity at the same time to in- 
troduce evidence in opposition to complainant’s proofs. 
Upon such supplemental record, if one be made, the 
question of reparation will be further considered. 

An order will be entered directing the defendants 
to*cease and desist from the practice herein found to be 
unlawful. 


Order of the Commission. 


This case being at issue upon complaint and answers 
on file, and having been duly heard and submitted by 
the parties, and full’ investigation of the matters and 
things involved having been had, and the Commission 
having, on the date hereof, made and filed a report con- 
taining its conclusions thereon: 

It is ordered, That as to the defendants, the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Ry. of Texas; Galveston, Houston & 
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Henderson Ry. of 1882; Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe Ry., 
and International & Great Northern R. R., the complaint 
herein be, and the same is hereby, dismissed. 

It is further ordered, That the defendants, the South- 
ern Pacific Co., Southern Pacific Terminal Co. and Gal- 
veston, Harrisburg & San Antonio Ry. be, and they are 
hereby, notified and required to cease and desist, on or 
before the ist day of September, 1908, and for a period 
of not less than two years thereafter abstain from grant- 
ing and giving to one E. H. Young, a shipper of cotton- 
seed products, through the port of Galveston, Tex., or 
to any other person whatsoever, undue preferences and 
advantages which now accrue to said Young through fail- 
ure of said defendants to exact from said Young payment 
of wharfage charges for the handling of cottonseed cake 
and meal over said wharves, docks and piers of said 
defendants at said Galveston while at the same time 
exacting said wharfage charges from other shippers of 
cottonseed cake and meal over said wharves, docks and 
piers. 

It is further ordered, That the defendants, the South- 
ern Pacific Co., Southern Pacific Terminal Co. and the 
Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio Ry., be, and they 
are hereby, notified and required to cease and desist, on 
or before the ist day of Sept., 1908, and for a period 
of not less than two years thereafter abstain, from giving 
or allowing to E. H. Young, or any other person what- 
soever, for his exclusive use, space on the wharves of 
said defendants at said Galveston for use in the storage 
and handling of cottonseed meal and cake, while con- 
temporaneously refusing and denying similar privileges 
in connection with said wharves to other shippers of said 
cottonseed cake and meal whose shipments of said com- 
modities are offered to said defendants under substan- 
tially similar circumstances and conditions.

NATIONAL PETROLEUM ASSOCIATION 
vs. 

CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE & ST. PAUL RY. CO. ET AL. 
Submitted Nov. 7, 1907. Decided June 27, 1908. 
Complaint challenged reasonableness of defendants’ 

rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds on petroleum and its 

products, Chicago, Ill., to St. Paul, Minneapolis and 

Duluth, Minn., which was formerly used in combination 

with rates east of Chicago to make the through rate 

from oil shipping points in Ohio. About three months 
after complaint was filed and before hearing defendants, 
in connection with lines not parties to this proceeding, 
established joint rates from said shipping points less 
than the Chicago combination, but. complaint was not 
amended to attack the joint rates under which ship- 
ments are actually made and complainant continued to 
ask reduction of said 20-cent rate upon the theory that 

a sufficient reduction in that rate would necessitate a 

reduction in the joint rates from Ohio points. Held, 

That the Commission may properly require the presenta- 

tion of the direct question in which complainant is inter- 

ested; that is, the joint rates under which its shipments 
are actually made, and that no finding in respect of the 
20-cent rate is necessary. Complaint dismissed without 
prejudice.

Report of the Commission. 


KNAPP, Chairman: 

The complaint in this case alleges that defendants’ 
carload rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds for the transpor- 
tation of petroleum and its products from Chicago and 
Peoria, fl., and Milwaukee, Wis., to St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Duluth, Minn., is unreasonable and subjects com- 
plainant’s members to undue prejudice and disadvantage. 
The complainant is a voluntary association, with offices 
at Cleveland, Ohio, composed of firms located at various 
cities in Pennsylvania, Ohio, New York and Canada, en- 
gaged in refining, manufacturing and merchandising 
petroleum and its products, and Cleveland may be taken 
as a-frepresentative peint of origin for the purposes of 
this report. 

Complainant’s members are not directly interested in 
the rate above mentioned, as the record shows that they 
do not ship oil to the destinations named from any point 
west of Toledo. Only one shipper of oil from the Ohio 
territory was heard, and his testimony related solely 
to shipments from Cleveland. 

When this complaint was filed shipments from Cleve- 
land to St. Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth moved on a 
combination rate composed of the Cleveland to Chicago 
rate of 13% cents, made by carriers not parties to this 
proceeding, plus the 20-cent rate from Chicago, or a total 
of 33% cents. Under these conditions complainant could 
attack the actual through rate only by challenging the 
reasonableness of the local charges of which it was 
composed. But on Jan. 2, 1907, some three months after 
the complaint was filed, defendants, in connection with 
earriers east of Chicago, established a joint rate of 30 
cents from Cleveland to St. Paul, Minneapolis and Du- 
luth. Similar joint rates were established from othe: 
independent oil shipping points in Ohio, including one 
of 30 cents from Findlay and one of 28 cents from 
Toledo and Lima. The Chicago combination would still 
apply to shipments from points from which a joint rate 
has not been published, but no instance of this was 
called to the attention of the Commission. 

Thus it will be seen that the rate challenged in this 
case is not now applied to complainant’s shipments to 
the destinations in question, and was not when the case 
came on for hearing. Moreover, the lines east of Chi- 
cago, which concur in the present joint rates, are not 
parties to this proceeding, so that no order in respect 
of these joint rates could be made upon the present 
record. 

Indeed, it was frankly avowed by complainant upon 
argument that its members do not forward traffic under 
the 20-cent rate, but, on the contrary, their shipments 
are carried under the joint rates mentioned, and that 
its main, if not sole, purpose in maintaining this pro- 
ceeding is to force indirectly a reduction in the joint 
through rates, upon the theory that if the local rate 
from Chicago is reduced to such a point that the com- 
bination upon Chicago is less than the joint rate, the 
carriers could not justify a rate higher than the com- 
bination of locals, and, therefore, a reduction of the 
through rate would necessarily result, either from the 
voluntary action of the carriers or by requirement of 
this Commission in an appropriate proceeding. Even 
if the Commission were disposed to sanction this indi- 

rect method of attempting to secure the relief desired, 
the present record would not warrant us in making such 
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a reduction in the rate from Chicago to St. Paul as would 
bring about the relief sought by complainant. 

While it may be conceded, even in the absence of 
shipments by complainant’s members under the rate 
challenged, that it might be our duty to investigate upon 
a prima facie showing that it resulted in the violation 
of any provision of the act, the Commission is of the 


opinion that it may properly require the presentation 
of the direct question in which they are actually con- 
cerned. If the indépendent shippers contend that the 
present through rates to St. Paul and Minneapolis, es- 
tablished since this.complaint was filed and lower than 
the combination of locals to and from Chicago, are ex- 
cessive or otherwise unlawful, there appears to be no 
reason why complaint should not be made against those 
rates and the carriers which apply them, so that the real 
controversy may be fully and fairly considered by the 
Commission. In this view of the matter it is unneces- 
sary to refer to the evidence or express any opinion 
concerning the reasonableness of the 20-cent rate chal- 
lenged. For the reasons stated we are constrained to 
dismiss this complaint without prejudice and it will be 
so ordered.

Report of the Commission. 
KNAPP, Chairman: 

It is alleged in this complaint that defendants’ rates 
for the transportation of petroleum and its products from 
Chicago and Peoria, Ill., to Omaha, Neb., Sioux City, 
Ia., and Sioux Falls, S. D., are unreasonable and subject 
complainant’s members to undue prejudice and disad- 
vantage. Complainant is a voluntary association with 
Offices at Cleveland, O., composed of firms located at 
various cities in Pennsylvania, Ohio, New York and 
Canada, engaged in refining, manufacturing and mer- 
chandizing petroleum and its products. 

The rate upon petroleum and its products from 
Chicago and Peoria to Omaha and Sioux City is 27 cents 
per 100 pounds, and to Sioux Falls 28 cents. The only 
rate concerning which any material testimony was intro- 
duced at the hearing is the rate from Chicago to Omaha, 
and that rate alone will be considered in this report. 
Complainant’s members do not make shipments direct 
from Chicago to Omaha, but they object to the present 
rate, because at the time complaint was filed this rate 
was used in connection with rates east of Chicago to 
form through rates from shipping points in Ohio to 
Omaha. The record shows that complainant’s members 
do not ship oil to the destinations named from any 
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point west of Toledo, O. Only one shipper of oil from 
Chio territory was heard, and his testimony related to 
shipments from Cleveland. The record therefore fur- 
nishes no basis for a finding in respect of the rates in 
question upon shipments from points other than Cleve- 
land. , 

Upon shipments carried from Cleveland to Omaha 
and surounding territory through rates are made up of 
the combination of rates east and west of Chicago or 
east and west of the Mississippi river, as the case may 
be. The combination through rate from Cleveland to 
Qmaha, based upon Chicago, is composed of the 1314-cent 
rate east of Chicago, made by carriers not parttes to 
this proceeding, plus defendants’ 27-cent rate west of 
Chicago, making a total of 40% cents. One of com- 
plainant’s witnesses stated that he had been shipping 
under this rate. It appears, however, from defendants’ 
testimony, as well as from the tariff files of the Com- 
mission, that the present combination through rate, based 
upon the Mississippi river, composed of 17% cents east 
and 22 cents west of the river, is 39% cents per 100 
pounds. Shipments of complainant’s members are now 
carried under the Mississippi river combination of 39% 
cents. Complainant, to a limited extent, makes sales to 
jobbers in Chicago, which may move out of Chicago 
under the local rates from that point, but no testimony 
was Offered on behalf of Chicago shippers. 

In the Western Classification, which governs trans- 
portation of the traffic in question, petroleum and its 
products, in carloads, are rated fifth class, and are 
generally carried at fifth-class rates rather than under 
special commodity rates. The rate objected to in this 
proceeding is the carriers’ fifth-class rate. There are 
some cases, however, in Western Classification territory 
where oil is carried at less than fifth-class rates. One 
exception is the rate from Chicago to Kansas City, which 
will be hereafter mentioned. 


Conditions of the Traffic. 


The short-lined distance from Chicago to Omaha is 
493 miles. The distance from Cleveland to Omaha via 
Chicago is 832 miles. Consumers at Omaha, -however, 
can obtain oil at a much lower freight rate from Stand- 
ard refineries in the vicinity of Kansas City. The 
Standard Oil Co. carries the ecfrude petroleum by pipe 
line from the Kansas and Oklahoma fields to its refinery 
at Sugar Creek, near Kansas City. Thence it ships 
the refined product to Omaha, a distance of 200 miles, 
at a rate of 13 cents per 100 pounds. Although the 
greater portion of the oil consumed at Omaha is received 
from the Kansas refineries and the Standard refinery at 
Sugar Creek, the record indicates that there is an in- 
creasing movement of petroleum and its products to 
Omaha and adjacent territory from points east of the 
Mississippi river, said by complainant to be due to the 
fact that the eastern oil is superior in quality to that 
produced in Kansas and Oklahoma. Data furnished by 
the Western Trunk Line Committee show that from 
Points east of the Mississippi, during the first eight 
months of 1906, 6,721 tons of petroleum and its products 
were carried to Omaha, South Omaha and Council Bluffs, 
and during a similar period in 1907, 9,502 tons were so 
transported. The exhibit does not indicate what por- 
tions of this traffic came from Standard and from inde- 
Pendent refineries. 

Complainant also calls attention to the fact that 
whereas from Chicago to Omaha, a distance of 493 miles, 
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petroleum and its products take the fifth-class rate of 
27 cents, yet from Chicago to Kansas City, a distance of 
458 miles, and between which points the fifth-class rate 
is 27 cents, petroleum and its products have a rate of 
22 cents. Defendants offer the following explanation of 
the lower rate to Kansas City: 

On fifth-class articles the rates from Chicago to 
Kansas City are fixed at a differential of 5 cents above 
the rate from St. Louis to Kansas City. Thus, in the 
early part of 1906, the rate from Chicago to Kansas City 
was 27 cents and the rate from St. Louis, to Kansas 
City, a distance of 277 miles, was 22 cents per 100 
pounds. For some reason, unexplained in the record, 
the carriers from Kansas City to St. Louis» had put in 
force a rate of 17 cents upon petroleum and its products. 
Upon discovering this fact complainant brought a pro- 
ceeding before the railroad and warehouse commission 
of Missouri and secured an order reducing the St. Louis- 
Kansas City rate on oil to the same figure as the rate 
in the opposite direction, or 17 cents. Thereupon de- 
fendants, in order to preserve the usual differential be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago, reduced the Chicago- 
Kansas City rate to 22 cents. Defendants contend that 
this action was not in effect voluntary, but was a neces- 
sary consequence of the action of the Missouri commis- 
sion in reducing the rate from St. Louis to Kansas City. 
It is apparent, however, that defendants were under no 
legal obligation to make this reduction. 





Rates on Other Commodities. 


There are some commodity rates from Chicago to 
Omaha less than the oil rates. Very little testimony is 
found in relation to these commodities, or the reasons 
which are claimed to justify the lower rating. None of 
the commodities mentioned by complainant is sold ino . 
competition with petroleum and its products, and perhaps 
the only finding in this regard which can fairly be 
predicated upon the record is that certain articles, such 
as beer, acid, crude glycerin and linseed oil, are carried 
at rates ranging from 15 to 20 cents, while certain other 
commodities, such as petroleum, canned goods, coffee, 
sugar and similar articles, take fifth-class rates. 

Complainant asks that the rates here challenged be 
reduced to 15 cents per 100 pounds. No such reduction 
is warranted by the proof now before us. We are of 
opinion, however, upon consideration of all the facts and 
circumstances, that the present 27-cent rate, Chicago to 
Omaha, is somewhat excessive and should not, for the 
future, exceed 90 per cent of fifth class, or 24.3 cents 
per 100 pounds. This rate will give the carriers approxi- 
mately the same revenue per ton per mile as nov 
accrues to them from the 20-cent rate, Chicago to St. 
Paul, voluntarily established by substantially the same 
carriers as are defendants in this proceeding. On the 
other hand, we feel that some weight should be given 
to the reasons offered by the carriers in justification -of 
the 22-cent rate, Chicago to Kansas City, and that upon 
the present record we would not be warranted in reduc- 
ing the Omaha rate to 22 cents. It may be that com- 
pliance with our order in this case will involve, as 2 
natural consequence, a similar reduction in rates from 
Chicago to points in the neighborhood of Omaha. It is 
presumed that such readjustment as may be necessary 
will be made by defendants on their own motion. Al- 
though such points were referred to in the complaint, 
no evidence was offered.in respect thereto, and no order 
can be predicated upon the pesent record. If a proper 
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readjustment is not made within a reasonable time, the 
complainant will, of course, be at liberty to file a new 
complaint. An order will be entered in accordance with 
these conclusions.

Co., be, and they are hereby, severally notified and re- 
quired to cease and desist, on or before the 20th day of 
Aug., 1908, and for a period of not less than two years 
thereafter to abstain, from charging, demanding, collect- 
ing or receiving for the transportation of petroleum and 
products thereof, which are transported by defendants 
at the same rates as are applied to the transportation 
of petroleum, as shown by their tariffs now on file with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, in carloads, from 
Chicago, in the state of Illinois, to Omaha, in«the state 
of Nebraska, their present rate of 27 cents per 100 
pounds. 

It is further ordered, That said defendants be, and 
they are hereby, severally notified and required to estab- 
lish and put in force, on or before said 20th day of 
Aug., 1908, and for a period of not less than two years 
thereafter, maintain and apply to the transportation of 
petroleum, and products thereof, which are transported 


* by defendants at the same rates as are applied by them 


te the transportation of petroleum as shown by their 
tariffs now on file with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, in carloads, from Chicago, in the state of Ili- 
nois, to Omaha, in the state of Nebraska, a rate not 
exceeding 24.3 cents per 100 pounds. Said rate may be 
made effective upon three days’ notice to the public and 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, given in the 
manner required by law; and the tariff must contain a 
notation that it is issued under the authority hereby 
granted, and must refer to the title and number of this 
case. 


Omnibus Complaint is Dismissed

1. Complaint challenges rates of 51 defendants for 
the transportation of petroleum and its products between 
points generally in Official Classification territory be- 
cause of unreasonableness and undue preference; but the 
record does not indicate which of the 51 defendants the 
order should run against, even if there were a proper 
foundation upon which to base it. No showing was made 
indicating that the present classification of such articles 
is unduly discriminatory, but the Commission is asked 
to reduce by one sweeping order thousands of rates con- 
cerning which no specific complaint has been made and 
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no evidence offered. Held, That an omnibus complaint 
of this nature should be dismissed without prejudice, but 
if any of the alleged specific discriminations are in viola. 
tion of law they should be brought to the attention of 
the Commission in a proceeding directed against the 
earrier responsible therefor. 

2. The Commission in prescribing maximum rates 
should base its opinion upon facts and circumstances dis- 
closed at the hearing, or otherwise entitled to considera- 
tion, of sufficient weight and force to appeal to the un- 
derstanding and conscience of intelligent men. The ex. 
perience of the Commission, as well as numerous deci- 
sions of the courts, have established precedents and 
standards by which the Commission ought to be guided 
and aided in reaching a just and reasonable conclusion.

Report of the Commission. 


KNAPP, Chairman: 

The complaint in this case challenges the rates 
charged by defendants for the transportation of petroleum 
and its products between points generally in Official Classi- 
fication territory and alleges violations of the act to 
regulate commerce in the following particulars: That 
the rates in force at the time complaint was filed un- 
fairly discriminated against complainant’s members be- 
cause such rates were comparatively low from points 
where the Standard Oil Co. is the exclusive or principal 
shipper; that defendants’ carload and less-than-carload 
rates are unreasonably high, and that the application of 
the same rates to crude petroleum and to its refined 
products is unjust. Complainant asks for an order re- 
quiring defendants to charge not more than fifth-class 
rates upon less-than-carload shipments of petroleum and 
its products within Official Classification territory; not 
in excess of 80 per cent of sixth-class rates upon carload 
lots; 10 per cent less upon crude petroleum than upon 
the refined product, and the same rates upon the residual 
by-product known as fuel asphaltum as are contem- 
poraneously charged for the transportation of coal, or 
rates not in excess of the proposed rate upon crude 
petroleum. Upon hearing and argument, however, the 
matter at issue was limited to a prayer for the reduction 
of carload rates to the basis of 80 per cent of sixth class, 
and the reduction of less-than-carload rates to the basis 
of fifth class. No other specific relief was demanded. 

The complainant is a voluntary mercantile associa- 
tion, with its office at Cleveland, Ohio, composed of firms 
located at various cities in Pennsylvania, Ohio, New 
York and Canada, engaged in refining, manufacturing and 
merchandising petroleum and its products. The defend- 
ants are common carriers by railroad subject to the act 
to regulate commerce. Official Classification territory, 
broadly speaking, is that portion of the United States 
lying east of the Mississippi river and of an imaginary 
line drawn from St, Louis to Chicago and north of the 
Ohio and Potomac rivers. 
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Although the record in this case does not involve the 
rates in force prior to Jan. 1, 1907, it seems fairly cer- 
tain that when the complaint was drafted, which was 
some time before that date, the independent oil dealers 


‘had ample cause for asking a readjustment of oil rates in 


Official Classification territory. The very thorough investi- 
gation of this subject by the commissioner of corpora- 
tions, whose report was made in the spring of 1906, sup- 
plemented by our own investigations under authority of 
the Tillman-Gillespie resolution of March 7, 1906, leaves 
no room for doubt that prior to 1907 the tariffs of these 
defendants named rates which gave undue preference to 
shipping points of the Standard Oil Co. and virtually 
continued, under the guise of published tariffs, the il- 
legal advantages which had previously been accorded to 
that company in the form of rebates. Following the re- 
port of the commissioner of corporations and the enact- 
ment of the Hepburn law in June, 1906, it seems that the 
carriers of their own motion undertook a revision of their 
oil tariffs, in order to eliminate the admitted preferences 
in favor of the Standard Oil Co. and to establish a uni- 
form basis of oil rates throughout Official Classification 
territory. This they claim to have accomplished by the 
tariffs, effective Jan. 1, 1907, whereby oil rates from all 
oil-shipping points were placed upon the basis of, 90 per 
cent of fifth-class rates in carloads. It was admitted by 
complainant that uniform application of 90 per cent of 
fifth-class rates would remove the alleged discrimination 
in favor of Standard shipping points, and that the new 
schedule of rates, by application of such uniform basis, 
had practically removed the alleged unjust discrimination 
between localities; but it was alleged that such applica- 
tion of rates is not without exception, and that as to 
points from which the new schedules do not apply the 
discrimination still exists. ’ 


Rates Shown in the Tariffs. 


The Official Classification of Jan. 1, 1907, classifies 
petroleum and its products as third class in less than car_ 
loads, when shipped in barrels or in iron drums, and as 
fifth class in carloads in both tanks and barrels. There- 
fore oil shipped in carload lots from points from which 
no special commodity tariff applies would move under 
fifth class instead of 90 per cent of fifth-class rates. It 
appears, however, that so far as Central Freight Associa- 
tion territory is concerned tariffs naming 90 per cent of 
fifth-class rates have been put in force from all points 
from which oil is commonly shipped, and these tariffs 
further provide that to points of destination not spe- 
cifically named 90 per cent of fifth-class rates will apply. 
As to points in trunk line territory, according to the 
record, tariffs on the basis of 90 per cent of fifth-class 
rates are published to apply from all points from which 
there is a movement of oil, but there is no provision 
as to destinations not specifically named. Defendants 
Say, however, that should a request be made for rates 
to a point not named in the tariffs a rate of 90 per cent 
of fifth class will be published. In New England there 
are certain exceptions to the application of the 90 per 
cent of fifth-class basis, which will be hereafter noted. 

A question of fact is raised by the pleadings and evi- 
dence as to whether the rates put in force Jan. 1, 1907, 
Within the territory in question, did or did not in the 
aggregate effect an increase or a reduction. Complain- 


ant’s testimony consists mainly in exhibits of rates be- 
tween selected points in Central Freight Association ter- 
ritory, ranging from 50 to 150 in number. 


While such 
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exhibits may be fairly illustrative, it would be difficult 
to draw therefrom a conclusion as to thousands of rates 
not named. Indeed, it may be remarked at the outset 
that the entire record is suggestive rather than con- 
vincing, especially in view of the sweeping order asked 


_for by complainant. . 


Taking the carload rates from Cleveland to fifty se- 
lected points in Central Freight Association territory, ‘as 
set forth in complainant’s exhibit, the average rate of 
1907 shows a reduction of 36 per cent below the average 
carload rate of 1881; a reduction of 22.4 per cent below 
the average carload rate of 1883; an advance of 10 per 
cent above the average carload rate of 1891, and a reduc- 
tion of 6% per cent below the average carload rate of 
1896. Defendants have submitted an exhibit showing that 
out of approximately 18,000 rates in effect under the 
various oil tariffs in force on the New York Central lines 
on Jan. 1, 1907, 10,672 reductions and 2,083 increases were 
made, while 1,674 rates remain unchanged; a similar pre- 
ponderance of reductions over increases is shown for the 
Pennsylvania lines. 


Statistics of the Railroads. 


Evidence tending more directly to show that the 
rates of Jan. 1, 1907, did in the aggregate effect a re- 
duction is set forth in an exhibit showing that within 
the territory in question the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis railway, Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern railway, Michigan Central railroad, Pittsburg & Lake 
Erie railroad, Lake Erie & Western railroad, New York, 
Chicago & St: Louis railroad and New York Central & 
Hudson River railroad, carried in Jan. 1906, 76,918 tons 
of petroleum and its products in carload lots; in Jan., 1907, 
83,065 tons; the revenue upon the former being $106,268.38, 
and upon the latter $104,340.55, the average rate 
per ton per mile upon the former 1.016 mills, and 
upon the latter, 0.991 mills, showing an increase of 6,147 
tons in weight and a decrease of $1,927.83 in revenue. A 
further exhibit, in reference to the New York Central lines, 
shows that upon the actual carload movement for Jan. and 
Feb., 1907, the earnings were $157,704.12; revenue for 
same movement under 1906 rates would have been 
$176,522.28, showing a decrease in revenue upon an equal 
movement of traffic of $18,848.16, or a percentage de- 
crease of 10.68. It is also stated that upon the same 
movement 80 per cent of sixth-class rates (the basis 
asked by complainant) would result in a further de- 
crease in revenue of $42,613.42, or 27.02 per cent below 
the 1907 revenue. It is true, of course, that figures for 
Jan. and Feb., 1907, the two months immediately 
following the putting in force of the new rates, may not 
fairly indicate the results in respect of tonnage and rev- 
enue that will gbtain after a longer period during which 
markets will become adjusted to the new rates. Two of 
complainant’s witnesses testified that under the rates put 
in force on Jan. 1, 1907, they had made shipments of 
oil to points in New England which they were unable to 
reach under the former adjustment of rates. 


Less-than-Carload Rates. 


Petroleum and its products, in less-than-carload lots, 
have for about twenty years been carried at third-class 
rates. In Official Classification territory commodity rates 
are not established for less-than-carload shipments of ofl. 
Therefore it is apparent that whatever increases or de- 
creases in rates may have been made, as set forth in 
complainant’s exhibits, the same changes have been ap- 
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plicable to all articles carried at third-class rates, and the 
real question to be determined is whether or not the 
application of third-class rates to petroleum and its prod- 
ucts in less-than-carload lots is unreasonable. 

There are not many articles which are similar to 


petroleum in respect of the various considerations prop- . 


erly to be taken into account in establishing a classifica- 
tion, and practically none which are competitive there- 
with. Liquids are classified, as a rule, higher than solids. 
Cottonseed oil and beer, in less than carloads, take third- 
class rates. Very little testimony was introduced by 
complainant bearing upon the reasonableness of a 
third-class rating in itself and by way of comparison with 
other commodities. Defendants contend that the inflam- 
mability of petroleum oil and its products; the hazard 
attending its transportation, and the expense incident to 
its handling, due to the virtual necessity of providing 
exclusive equipment for its use, are conditions which 
justify the present third-class rating. 

Indeed, defendants expressed the opinion that the 
revenue at present derived from the carriage of less-than- 
carload shipments of petroleum and its products is un- 
remunerative. 

The testimony concerning the amount of loss-and- 
damage claims resulting from less-than-carload shipments 
is vague and conflicting. No statistical exhibits upon 
this point are furnished. One of complainant’s wit- 
nesses estimated that his loss from leakage is less than 
one-twentieth of 1 per cent. Less-than-carload shipments 
of oil cannot safely and prudently be loaded in the same 
car with certain classes of merchandise, such as butter 
and other dairy products, and it appears to be hazardous 
to load it in the same car with flour and various classes 
of dry goods. In some cases the odor of the oil may 
permeate other merchandise loaded near the petroleum, 
and by leakage or breaking of the barrel commodities of 
the kinds mentioned may be damaged. It is, of course, 
apparent that a shock sufficient to break the barrel will 
necessarily result in total loss of the contents, which is 
not the case in shipments of solids. Some of defendants 
have regulations directing their agents to load nothing 
in cars with petroleum except articles which could not be 
damaged by contact therewith, such as machinery, cast- 
ings, bolts and nuts. At certain larger cities defendants 


have separate freight platforms for the receipt and load- 
ing of oils. 


Movement in Less Than Carload. 


By way of illustrating their contention as to the com- 
paratively small revenue derived from less-than-carload 
shipments of oil, defendants submitted the following fig- 
ures relating to the carriage of that commodity from 
Cincinnati, Ohio, during Nov., 1906, via the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis road:

According to the testimony of one of defendant’s 
witnesses, over the New York Central lines, for the 
months of Jan, and Feb., 1907, from the various oil- 








producing and refining points of the so-called inde. 
pendents at Toledo, Ohio, Findlay, Ohio, Coraopolis, Pa,, 
McKees Rocks, Pa., Oil City, Pa., Raymilton, Pa., Reno, 
Pa., Warren, Pa., Titusville, Pa., and Cleveland, Ohio, 
and from the Standard shippifig points at Whiting, Ind., 
Toledo, Ohio, Cleveland, Ohio, Buffalo, N. Y., Franklin, 
Pa., and Lima, Ohio, the number of Standard less-than- 
carload shipments was 6,086 and of independent ship- 
ments 4,934, a difference of 1,872 shipments, or 401,915 
pounds, in favor of the Standard Oil Co. Thus it appears 
at first glance that any reduction in less-than-carload 
rates would be of more benefit to the Standard Oil Co. 
than to independent shippers. But complainants contend 
that it is to the interest of the Standard Oil Co. to have 
less-than-carload rates maintained upon a relatively high 
basis by reason of their method of tank-wagon distribu- 
tion. 

At numerous points throughout the country the 
Standard Oil Co. has built large tanks. To these tanks 
oil is shipped from refineries or distributing centers in 
carload lots at carload rates and is thence delivered by 
tank wagonseover a radius of from 10 to 20 miles to the 
individual customers in as small amounts as may be de- 
sired. If an independent shipper desires to compete for 
this trade without establishing a tank station he must 
pay the less-than-carload rate as against the carload 
rate plus the cost of distribution by tank wagon. A 
tank wagon holds, usually, 10 barrels of oil, and the de- 
livery of the same costs approximately $3, which would 
amount, under the estimated weights in force, to 7% 
cents per 100 pounds. Take, for illustration, the rates 
from Cleveland, Ohio, to Adrian, Mich. Provided the 
Standard has a tank station at the latter point, it could 
get its product to the individuat buyer at a carload rate 
of 10 cents per 100 pounds plus the cartage cost of 7% 
cents, or a total of 17% cents per 100 pounds, while it 
would cost the independent without a tank station the 
less-than-carload rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds to 
reach the individual buyer of a small quantity at the 
same destination. 

There is a further commercial advantage, due to the 
fact that by means of the tank-station and tank-wagon 
method of distribution oil may be delivered to the buyer 
in as small quantities as desired and at any convenient 
time; but when the product is forwarded to the con- 
sumer in less than carloads a shipment of at least one 
barrel is implied, and the buyer must have it carried 
from the railroad depot to his place of business. 


Difficult to Compete with Standard. 


Complainant shows that some of its members -have 
established tank stations at large centers of distribution; 
that they are prevented from duplicating such Standard 
tank stations at smaller places by reason of lack of cap- 
ital and because the smaller towns will not furnish suf- 
ficient business to support two tank stations. It was 
not suggested that the independents are prevented by 
the railroads from establishing tank stations at points 
where their erection may be of commercial advantage. 
The situation described is, one for which, upon the record, 
the carriers are not responsible, and which they could 
completely equalize, in respect of the independent ship- 
per, Only by reducing their less-than-carload rates to 
about the basis of their carload rates. 

The difference between carload and less-than-carload 
ratings of petroleum and its products is two classes, but 
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inasmuch as the carload shipments are usually carried 
under commodity rates the difference is actually two 
classes, plus 10 per cent of fifth class. Defendants state 
that their rule in fixing a classification is to have a dif- 
ference of at least two classes between the carload and 
jess-than-carload rating, and that the only exception to 
this rule is in the case of very heavy and solid commod- 
ities, which will load heavily in less-than-carload quan- 
tities, such as brick, steel in plates or slabs, and similar 
articles, and an examination of the Official Classification 
appears in the main to justify this statement. 

The so-called spread between the classes as applied 
to petroleum and its products was the subject of consid- 
erable contention upon the argument of this case. The 
fact seems to be that while the less-than-carload rates 
upon petroleum and its products are now practically. the 
same as in 1881, the carload rate has from time to time 
been reduced. One of complainant’s exhibits shows that 
between 50 selected points in Central Freight Association 
territory the average carload rate of 1907 is 36 per cent 
less than the average carload rate of 1881. Defendants 
explain this increase in difference between the carload 
and less-than-carload rates by showing that in the early 
eighties practically all shipments of oil were in barrels 
and in ears whose capacity for this class of freight was 
from 20,000 to 22,000 pounds; that now about 90 per 
cent of the carload shipments of oil is by means of tank 
cars, ranging in capacity from 40,000 to 80,000 pounds, 
so that the tendency has been, by reason of the more 
general use of tank cars, the volume and weight of traf- 
fic in tank cars, the depreciation in expense as com- 
pared to the handling of carloads of barrels of oil, to 
utilize a method of transportation that in itself reduces 
the cost of transportation in carloads, while no such 
changed conditions apply to the transportation in less 
than carloads. 

The reasonableness of applying the same rates to 
both erude petroleum and its refined products, as well 
the reasonableness of the present rates upon fuel as- 
phaltum, were the subject of so little evidence that no 
finding in respect thereto is warranted by the record. 


Discriminations at Shipping Points. 


In their brief, complainants contend that certain un- 
just discriminations in favor of Standard shipping points 
still exist. The cases mentioned may be summarized as 
follows: 

Discrimination in favor of Olean, N. Y., and Brad- 
ford, Pa., as against Titusville, Pa., in rates to eastern 
points. The alleged discrimination relates to all rates 
and is not. confined to oil. Bradford and Olean, being 
east of the dividing line between Central Freight Asso- 
ciation and Trunk Line territory, shipments going east 
take the Buffalo rate, while shipments carried east from 
Titusville, west of the dividing line, take the Erie rate, 
or 60 per cent of the New York-Chicago rate. This situ- 
ation is due to the carriers’ general grouping scheme 
and basis of making rates predicated upon percentages 
of the New York-Chicago rate. The reduction of rates 
asked by complainant would not operate to change the 
telative rate adjustment as between Olean and Titus- 
ville. The reasonableness and lawfulness of the group- 
ing plan mentioned was not the subject of evidence or 
argument in this proceeding, nor does it definitely ap- 
bear what carriers participate in the rates from Olean 
to eastern points. 


Discrimination against Titusville and Oil City, Pa., 
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by failure of the New York Central and Central Vermont 
lines to publish joint through rates to certain points 
on the latter system. Defendants state in their 
brief that a prorating arrangement between the 
lines mentioned has been effected since the hearing, and 
this is confirmed by tariffs now on file. The record does 
not show what rates are in force from Titusville and 
Oil City under this prorating arrangement. 

Discrimination against independent shipping points 
by reason of low carload rates in force over the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford and Boston & Maine roads 
from Standard shipping points in New England to cer- 
tain destinations in the same territory. The roads named 
have in force from East Providence, R. I., and Wilson 
Point, Conn., to certain points in Massachussetts, car- 
load rates on oil which are less than their sixth-class 
rates, whereas oil rates in this territory generally are 
approximately 90 per cent of fifth-class rates. Whatever 
may be the reason which has led to the establishment 
of these comparatively low rates, it is plain that the 
carriers from the independent shipping points in Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio are not responsible therefor and do 
not participate therein; nor does any testimony in the 
record indicate that such rates may properly or fairly 
be regarded as criteria for the rates which should pre- 
vail upon all other lines throughout Official Classification 
territory. Class rates in New England territory are rela- 
tively higher than in Central Freight Association terri- 
tory. 

Discrimination by Central Vermont railroad in mak- 
ing low special commodity rates from Burlington, Vt., 
said to be a Standard distributing point. All the rates 
shown in complainant’s exhibit upon this point apply 
from Burlington te other points in the state of Vermont, 
and the record contains nothing to indicate that they 
are within the jurisdiction of this Commission. 


No Finding Can Be Made. 


The evidence does not warrant any finding in re- 
spect to the rates above mentioned, which are aside from 
the main purpose of the proceeding. 

In respect to the alleged discriminations just men- 
tioned no order is asked in, this case, nor could one well 
be entered. In no instance has it been shown that the 
discrimination is undue or unjust. The record does not 
indicate against which of the 51 defendants the order 
should run, even if there were a proper foundation upon 
which to base it. To place Olean and Titusville upon 
the same rate basis would require a re-establishment of 
the carriers’ grouping scheme and would necessarily in- 
volve a similar showing of undue discrimination against 
Titusville. To remove the discrimination alleged to exist 
by reason of low rates from Burlington to other points 
in the state of Vermont would involve an increase of 
the rates mentioned, which this Commission has no power 
to order, or a reduction of rates upon the lines of other 
carriers in respect to which no evidence appears in the 
record. The same statement applies to the alleged dis- 
crimination against independent shippers by reason of 
comparatively low rates from East Providence, R. I., and 
Wilson Point, Conn., over the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford and Boston & Maine roads. If any of the 
alleged specific c:scriminations are in violation of law, 
they should be brought to the attention of the Commis- 
sion in a proceeding directed against the carriers re- 
sponsible therefor. 

Coming to the main contention of complainant, 
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namely, the question of the reasonableness of defend- 
ants’ rates for the transportation of pertoleum and its 
products, it is plain, without referring to the decisions 
of this Commission and of the courts in which this sub- 
ject has been considered, that no such showing has been 
made as would indicate that the present classification 
of petroleum and its products as fifth class in carloads 
and third class in less than carloads is unduly discrim- 
inatory against this commodity. But complainant says: 
“This is not in any sense a complaint against classifica- 
tion; but the terms fourth class, fifth class, sixth class, 
wherever used in this contention and throughout this 
ease, are merely such rates as apply upon these com- 
modities in the place where the defendant companies 
have fixed them.” 

Then it must follow that we are asked by complain- 
ant to reduce by one sweeping order thousands, perhaps 
hundreds of thousands, of rates concerning which no 
specific complaint has been made and not one syllable 
of evidence offered. To quote the language used in Dal- 
las Freight Bureau vs. M. K. & T. Ry. Co., 12 I. C. C. 
Rep., 427, “the case seems to have been thrown together 
as if the Commission needed only to have the opportu. 
nity presented to it to take favorable action. * * * We 
are authorized “under the act to order a reduction in 
rates only when it is made to appear that they are un- 
just, or unreasonable, or unjustly discriminatory, or un- 
duly preferential.” But inasmuch as this proceeding is 
undoubtedly maintained in good faith upon the belief 
that the Commission can, within the powers conferred 
upon it by law and upon the evidence in this record, 
grant the relief prayed for, it may be well to state here 
some of the insuperable difficulties involved in an omni- 
bus complaint of this nature. , 


Powers of the Commission. 


The law authorizes and requires the Commission, 
when it shall be of opinion that any of the rates subject 
to its jurisdiction are unreasonable or otherwise unlaw- 
ful, to determine and prescribe what will be the just and 
reasonable rates thereafter to be charged as maxima. 
It necessarily follows that the Commission should base 
its opinion upon facts and circumstances disclosed at 
the hearing, or otherwise entitled to consideration, of suf- 
ficient weight and force to appeal to the understanding 
and conscience of intelligent men, and the experience 
of the Commission as well as numerous decisions of the 
courts have established precedents and standards by 
which the Commission ought to be guided and aided in 
reaching a just and reasonable conclusion. 

The complainant has included as parties defendant 
51 of the principal carriers by rail in Official Classifica- 
tion territory, which, as stated, reaches from St. Louis 
to the northern boundary of Maine and extends south 


_to the Ohio and Potomac rivers. The record is largely, 


almost entirely, a mass of general statements and com- 
parisons from which no warranted conclusion can be 
drawn as to any specific rate. It may be that some of 
these rates, possibly many of them, are excessive or 
otherwise unlawful, but there is no proof to that effect 
as to any particular rate or against any particular de- 
fendant.. Even if’ we were satisfied from what has been 


. made to appear that an inference of unreasonableness 


could be fairly drawn as to certain oil rates on the New 
York Central system, for example, it surely does not fol- 
low as a presumption of fact or law that the remaining 
18,000 or more oil rates published by that system, and 
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applying under varying conditions in widely different 
localities, are also unreasonable, or that the hundreds 
of thousands of oil rates of the 50 other defendants to 
this proceeding are, each of them, maintained in viola- 
tion of the statute. Must a road carrying oil between 
Springfield, Ill.. and Evansville, Ind., concerning whose 
rates no specific proof has been presented, suffer a seri- 
ous diminution in its revenue because a road operating 
in Vermont, for reasons unexplained in the record, has 
established oil rates lower than the average of rates 
throughout an immense territory? And in the absence 
of any presentation of facts concerning the ,comparative 
revenues, cost, financial or operating conditions of the 
two roads, can the Commission assume that a fairly re- 
munerative rate for the transportation of a given com. 
modity from Buffalo to Cleveland will afford just com- 
pensation to a road carrying the same commodity through 
the sparsely settled districts and over the heavy grades 
of Pennsylvania or Maine? The mere statement of the 
proposition carries its own answer without the aid of 
argument. 


Suggest Change for Trunk Lines, 


It has already been noted that in Trunk Line terri- 
tory oil shipped in carloads from points from which no 
commodity tariff. applies would be carried at fifth-class 
rates, whereas the tariffs in Central Freight Association 
territory contain a general provision that to points not 
specifically named 90 per cent of fifth-class rates will 
apply. We are of opinion that the carriers in Trunk 
Line territory should include in their tariffs a regulation 
providing for the application of 90 per cent of fifth-class 
rates to the transportation of oil in carloads between 
all points as to which no specific commodity rates are 
in force. This would remove any discrimination which 
might now result in case of the transportation of oil be- 
tween points not named in a commodity tariff. No defi- 
nite order to this effect can be based upon the present 
record, but it is presumed that the carriers will com- 
ply with this recommendation. , 

We can make no such wholesale order as is prayed 
for in this proceeding. If any of these rates are excess: 
ive or operate to effect forbidden discriminations, as 
may be the case, they are the rates of one or more car- 
riers against which a definite and specific complaint can 
be directed; and if the showing now made furnishes no 
adequate basis for declaring any particular rate unlawful 
er entering an order against any particular defendant. 
as is our opinion, it certainly does not warrant the con- 
demnation of all the rates in question and a sweeping 
order against the whole list of defendants. 

The complaint is dismissed without prejudice, and 
an order will be entered accordingly.

1. The present rate of $4.50 per 100 pounds imposed 
by defendants for the transportation of raw furs in boxes 
and bales from St. Paul to New York is excessive, and 
should not exceed $3.50 per 100 pounds, which may be 
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upon the basis of an agreed valuation of not exceeding 
$2.50 per 100 pounds. 

2. Defendants should publish their inland export rate 
on raw furs, which is less than their domestic rate, and 
they must extend it to the complainant and all others on 
export traffic, under proper regulations, to make certain 
that the traffic which obtains the lower rate is actually 
exported.

Report of the Commission. 


PROUTY, Commissioner: 

The rates involved in this proceeding are those upon 
raw furs from St. Paul to New York. The complainant, 
who is a large shipper of this commodity, asserts, first, 
that the rate is unreasonable, and, second, that the de- 
fendants unlawfully apply a lower rate when consigned 
to themselves at New York for shipment abroad than 
when consigned to any other individual for that purpose. 

Undressed furs are shipped in boxes, in bales and in 
bags. It seems that the more valuable furs are usually 
packed in wood cases for transportation, while those of 
lesser value are compressed in bales and covered with 
burlap. Furs are also shipped loose in bags, but the 
quantity handled in this manner is comparatively small, 
As will subsequently appear, the major part of these furs 
are exported in the same packages in which they leave 
St. Paul, and for the purpose of securing a low ocean 
rate, which is generally made by the cubic foot, they 
are compressed, whether the shipment be in cases or 
in bales, 

The standard bale contains about 17 cubic feet and 
weighs 350 pounds. The value of these furs varies from 
$2 per pound to $4 or $5, a fair average being between 
$2 and $8. It occasionally happens that very valuable 
skins are shipped in boxes containing those of less value, 

The defendants do not classify articles shipped by 
express with the same minuteness that freight is classified. 
There seem to be only two general classes, the first being 
known as the merchandise class, and the second as gen- 
eral-special. General-special embraces fruit and vege- 
tables, dairy products, butter and eggs, meat and poultry, 
being generally intended to include products of the soil 
and articles of food. Hides have always been and are now 
included in this classification. 

Nearly everything not embraced in general-special is 
treated as merchandise. The merchandise rate from St. 
Paul to New York has been for many years and now is 
$450 per 100 pounds, the general-special rate has been 
for a long time and is now $3 per 100 pounds. Beginning 
in 1887 and coming down to Nov., 1906, raw furs in boxes 
or cases, where the shipment exceeded 100 pounds in 
weight, have been classified as general-special with the 
exception of one single year, and raw furs in bales, where 
the shipment exceeded 100 pounds, have been elassified 
a8 general-special during all that time except for two 
years. Generally furs shipped in bags have been placed 
in this same class when the shipment exceeded 100 pounds, 
but this has not been uniformly the case. 

The defendants stated that after the passage of the 
Hepburn amendment they were advised by counsel to care- 
fully examine their schedules with a view to removing all 
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possible discrimination; that after such examination they 


transferred raw furs from the general-special into the mer- 
chandise class, believing that owing to the value of the 
furs they could not be properly carried as general-special. 
It was stated by them that the ordinary value of articles 
carried general-special would not exceed 30 or 40 cents 


per pound, while the value of furs was from $2 to $3 per 
pound. 


Values Neglected in Making Rates. 


No attention whatever is paid to value in naming 
rates for express service as an ordinary proposition. A 
package of merchandise weighing 25 pounds of the value 
of $1 would be carried at the same rate as a package 
of the same weight of the value of $500. The various 
express companies seek to protect themselves in case of 
loss by providing that unless the value of the article is 
declared the company will not be liable in case of any 
one package for more than $50. If the value is declared 
and exceeds $50, then the company charges an additional 
sum in the nature of insurance to guarantee safe ar- 
rival. In the general-special class there is no declared 
value and no insured rate. 

It is evident that these furs in cases and in bales are 
desirable traffic. The weight is heavy in proportion to 
the size of the package. There is but little liability of 
injury in handling. Since the complainants have been 
forced to pay the merchandise rate they have not de- 
clared a valuation, but have insured their shipments other- 
wise, and the testimony shows that during the season of 
1906-7, while the shipments of the complainant aggre- 
gated nearly 600 packages, he had only two or three 
claims for loss, none of which exceeded $50. The volume 
of the traffic is large for express. 

The complainant cannot ship these furs by freight for 
various reasons, which need not be stated. There was 
some suggestion that if he did not find. the express rate 
satisfactory he could avail himself of the freight service, 
but the best answer to this is found in the fact that, 
while sending 596 packages by express at $4.50 per 100 
pounds, he only shipped 16 packages by freight at $1.35 
per 100 pounds. 

The defendants insisted that these packages of furs 
were of unpleasant odor, that they were sometimes greasy, 
that the marks were liable to become defaced, and that 
fer various reasons the traffic was not desirable, but it 
seems to have been actively solicited by the defendants 
in the past and is evidently excellent business for them 
even at the general-special rate. 

The general-special class seems to have been estab- 
lished for the purpose of moving raw products as dis- 
tinguished from manufactured articles. Hides, as we have 
already seen, are included in this class; leather never has 
been. Dressed skins have always been treated as mer. 
chandise, but raw furs have almost uniformly been classi- 
fied general-special. Value alone is not very significant 
in determining the classifications of these defendants. 

In this instance we prefer to deal directly with the 
rate and not with the classification. In our opinion the 
present rate of $4.50 per 100 pounds imposed by the de. 
fendants for the transportation of raw furs in boxes and 
bales is excessive, and should not exceed $3.50 per 100 
pounds, which may be upon the basis of an agreed valua- 
tion of not exceeding $2.50 per 100 pounds. Furs in bags 
may properly take the regular merchandise rate. 

The present rate-making system of the defendants 
has no place for a rate of this kind, and they can, of 
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course, if they prefer, comply with this order by classi- 
fying furs, when shipped in boxes and bales, as general- 
special; but we feel that this commodity may properly 
take a somewhat higher rate in consideration of its 
value, which may also properly enter into the contract 
of shipment. 


Foreign Express Business Considered. 


The second question presented is of a different nature. 
The American Express Co., the United States Express 
Co. and the Wells, Fargo & Co. all maintain what they 
term foreign departments, which are kept separate and 
distinct in their operation from the domestic business of 
the respective companies. Through these departments 
these companies transact an express business between 
New York and various foreign countries, maintaining for 
that purpose many agencies and employes abroad. The 
Adams Express Co. has no foreign department, but it 
owns nearly all the capital stock of the Morris European 
& American Express Co. This company is distinct in man- 
agement and operation from the Adams company, but is, 
by virtue of the stock ownership of that company, in 
effect the same adjunct to the Adams company which the 
foreign departments are to the other three companies, 

The Morris company and the foreign departments of 
the other companies all publish printed schedules of rates 
from New York to foreign destinations which apply to 
packages up to 100 pounds in weight. These schedules 
are not filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
but they are circulated for the information of the public. 
The testimony shows that the rates named are in all cases 
observed up to 100 pounds. 

The schedules generally state a price to be charged 
for additional weight beyond 100 pounds, but it was said 
that these schedule rates were not ordinarily maintained. 
Ocean rates vary from day to day, and when reckoned 
by the pound depend upon the density of the commodity 
offered for transportation. The rates named for the car- 
riage of the smaller packages are such that the cost of 
ocean transportation is not a controlling factor in the rate, 
but where considerable quantities are to be transported 
the ocean carriage must often be especially arranged for, 
and its cost always depends upon the character of the 
article and the state of the market for ocean transporta- 
tion. 

When, therefore, application is made for a rate ap- 
plicable to the transportation of a considerable quantity 
of merchandise the applicant is required to state the 
nature of the commodity, its density, the quantity offered 
for shipment, and whether insurance is desired. Upon 
receiving this information the foreign department ascer- 
tains the cost of the ocean service and quotes a rate. 
These rates are, therefore, special rates differing with 
each consignment. It was said that it would be impos- 
sible to determine for more than a few days in advance 
the express rates upon packages of more than 100 pounds 
in weight, and that it would therefore be impracticable to 
give thirty days’ notice of changes in rates upon these 
larger packages. 


Export Shipments Billed Through. 

When a shipper located at an interior point applies 
for a rate to some foreign destination, the agent ascer- 
tains from the foreign department the foreign rate and 
adds to this the domestic rate from the interior point to 
New York. The rate thus constructed is the through 


rate, and a bill of lading or shipping receipt is issued, 
naming the foreign destination, in the same way that a 
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bill of lading or shipping receipt would be issued to a 
domestic destination. The contract seems to be, in all 
cases, a contract for the through shipment. Generally 
the charges are paid by the sender and no rate is inserted 
in the receipt. If the charges are to follow the shipment 
the gross amount is stated, there being no attempt to 
separate the charges accruing up to the port of New 
York from those beyond. 

Ordinarily, as already stated, the through rate is con- 
structed by adding to the rate from New York the full 
domestic rate up to New York, but to this rule there are 
some exceptions. The full domestic rate is used in all 
cases where the shipment is less than 300 pounds in 
weight, and in all cases, whatever the weight of the ship- 
ment, where the base rate does not exceed $1 per 100 
pounds, If the weight of the package exceeds 300 pounds 
and the base rate exceeds $1 per 100 pounds, the inland 
portion is reduced by varying amounts, the percentage 
of reduction increasing as the base rate increases. Where 
the domestic rate is $4.50 per 100 pounds, the inland por- 
tion is reduced 33% per cent; that is to say, it is $3 per 
100 pounds. The rate from St. Paul being $4.50, the 
application of the above rule makes the inland portion $3. 

The defendants file with the Commission their rates 
of transportation between points in the United States, 
and they evidently understand that this portion of the 
through rate to the foreign destination must be filed and 
observed like their domestic rates. In this view they 
issue to agents a circular giving instructions for the 
naming of through rates to foreign destinations, as above 
stated, and file this circular with the Commission. This 
circular states that the reduced inland rate will not apply 
unless, in case of the three companies having foreign 
departments, the business is handled by the express com- 
pany the entire distance from the interior point to the 
‘foreign destination or in the reverse direction. The circu- 
lar of the Adams company states that the reduced inland 
rate will only apply when the traffic is consigned to the 
Morris company for carriage to the foreign destination 
or received from that company en route from a foreign 
destination. : 

Asks Benefit of Export Rate. 


About 80 per cent of the shipments of the com- 
plainant from St. Paul are sent through to some foreign 
destination in the original package without stopping in 
New York. The complainant desires for various reasons 
to arrange for the carriage of his furs from New York 
to the foreign destination, and he insists that the de 
fendants must give him, where the shipment goes abroad, 
the reduced rate which they apply up to New York when 
they handle the shipment to the foreign destination. 

It appears that some of the defendants make coD- 
tracts for their ocean carriage by the year, while others 
depend entirely upon the current market for the space 
they require. It also appears that service by some steal 
ships is much quicker and commands a higher price than 
by others. It still further appears that the transporta 
tion from the foreign port of entry to interior destina 
tions may often be had by different routes and with 
different degrees of expedition. The complainant wishes 
to arrange these details for himself, and states that he 
can secure a more satisfactory and a cheaper service if 
permitted to do so. 

The defendants claim that they can only afford (0 
make these reduced rates for the inland portion of the 
transportation. when they control the carriags ‘hroug?

to destination, since they make up on the charge from 
New York to the foreign point what they lose from: the 
interior point to New York. 

The Commission held in Cosmopolitan Shipping Co. 
vs. Hamburg-American Packet Co, et al., 13 I. C. C. Rep. 
266, that it had no jurisdiction over the water carrier 
operating between a port of export or import in the United 
States and a foreign country not adjacent. The ship- 
ments of the complainant are all to European countries, 
and we exercise, therefore, no control over the steamships 
from New York. We said in that case that the: rail line 
might make a lower rate upon export or import traffic 
than its regular domestic rate, when justified by circum- 


stances, but that it could not confine this rate to traffic : 


moving by any particular boat or boats, but must trans- 
port for all at the same charge. The rail carrier may quote 
a through rate made up of its published inland portion 
and the charge of the water carrier, and may. issue a 
through bill of lading on this basis, but it must apply, 
for anyone demanding the service, its published inland 
rate, 

While the rate quoted by these defendants from the 
interior point to the foreign destination is a through rate 
and the bill of lading issued a through bill, nevertheless 
none of them attempt to publish and observe that rate. 
Upon the contrary, they expressly state that it would be 
impossible to do this, since the through rate must vary 
from day to day. What they do is to publish an inland 
portion to be used in the formation of the through rate. 
This brings the case exactly within our holding in the 
Cosmopolitan Shipping Co. case. The defendants may 
publish this inland export rate, which is less than their 
domestic rate, but they must extend it to the com- 
plainant and all others, under proper regulations, to make 
certain that the traffic which enjoys the lower rate is 
actually exported. 

No opinion is here expressed as to whether the defend- 
ants might, if they desired, publish through rates to for- 
eign destinations, since the determination of that ques- 
tion is not involved in the decision of this case. 

An order will be issued in accordance with the above 
views, 

Order of the Commission. 


This case being at issue upon complaint and answers 
on file, and having been duly heard and submitted by 
the parties, and full investigation of the matters and things 
involved having been had, and the Commission having, 
on the date hereof, made and filed a report containing its 
conclusions thereon: 

it is ordered, That the above-named defendant ex- 
press companies be, and they are hereby, notified and re 
quired to cease and desist, on or before the 15th day 
of Aug., 1908, from charging, demanding, collecting, or 
receiving for the transportation of raw furs in boxes and 
bales from St. Paul, Minn., to New York, N. Y., their 
present rate of $4.50 per 100 pounds. 

It is further ordered, That said defendants be, and 
they are hereby, notified and required-to establish and 
put in force, on or before the said 15th day of Aug., 
1908, and maintain in force thereafter during a period 
of not less than two years, and apply to the @ransporta- 
tion of raw furs in boxes and bales from St. Paul, Minn., 
to New York, N. Y., a rate not exceeding $3.50 per 100 
pounds, which may be upon the basis of an agreed valu- 
ation of not exceeding $2.50 per 100 pounds. Said rate 
May be made effective upon three days’ notice to the pub- 
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lic and to the Interstate Commerce Commission, given 
in the manner required by law; and the tariff must con- 
tain the notation that it is issued under the authority 
hereby granted, and must refer to the title and number of 
this case. 

And it is further ordered, That said defendants extend 
to’ complainant and other shippers of raw furs for export 
their inland export rate on raw furs, which is less than 
their domestic rate; but this should be done under proper 
regulations, so as to make certain that tie traffic which 
obtains the lower rate is actually exported.

Report of the Commission. 
PROUTY, Commissioner: 

The complainant manufactures water tanks and sub- 
structures at Kendallville, Ind., from where it made ship- 
ment of a carload of these articles, weighing 34,000 pounds, 
to Beaver Dam, Wis. The shipment moved via the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern railway to Chicago and 
thence to destination by the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul railway. At the time of the movement there was 
an established joint rate over the lines of these defend- 
ants from Kendallville to Beaver Dam of 28 ¢ents per 
100 pounds, which was applied to this shipment, and 
charges on that basis of $95.20 were paid by the com- 
plainant. 

At that time there was also in effect a joint through 
rate over the lines of the defendants from Kendallville to 
Milwaukee of 12% cents per 100 pounds, and from Mil- 
waukee to Beaver Dam by the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railway of 9 cents. The claim of the complain- 
ant is that the through rate ought not to have exceeded 
21% cents, the sum of the above locals, and that it should 
be allowed reparation in the amount of $22.10, that being 
the difference between the freight paid and what it would 
have amounted to had a rate of 21% cents been applied. 

The defendants presented no reason upon the hearing 
for maintaining a higher through rate than the sum of the 
locals, and since the filing of the petition they have, in 
fact, established a joint through rate from Kendallville 
to Beaver Dam of 21% cents, which js now in effect. In 
our opinion the rate of 28 cents which was applied to the 
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shipment in controversy was excessive and ought not to 
have exceeded then, or to exceed in the future, 21% cents. 


The defendant, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul rail- 
way, insists that no reparation should be awarded for the 
reason that this Commission has no jurisdiction to award 
as reparation the difference between a published rate and 
what is found would have been a reasonable rate. Its 
claim is that the carrier must, under the act to regulate 
commerce, in all cases collect and retain the established 
rate, and that the shipper can recover no part of it by 
any proceeding. 

This Commission cannot accept that view and will 
adhere in this case to its former rulings. An order wil 
therefore be issued requiring the defendants to maintain 
for two years the rate of 21% cents, and awarding repa- 
ration in the sum of $22.10, with interest from Sept., 1907. 

The order is to be complied with by Aug 23

Report of the Commission. 


KNAPP, Chairman: 

It is alleged in this complaint that no through route 
and joint rate exist over the lines of the defendants from 
Warren, Pa., to Cadillac and Jennings, Mich., via Buf- 
falo, N. Y., and that charges of the combined rates on 
shipments from Warren, via Buffalo, to the points named 
are unreasonable and unjust. Establishment of a through 
route and joint rate applicable thereto, and reparation 
for claimed overcharges on the shipments made, are 
asked. 

Complainant is a Pennsylvania corporation engaged 
in the business of manufacturing gas-plant machinery at 
Warren, Pa. In April, 1906, it shipped 9 carloads of 
machinery, aggregating 198,800 pounds, from Warren to 
the points named, 6 carloads consigned to Jennings and 
8 to Cadillac. The shipments moved via the Pennsyl- 
vania to Buffalo, thence via the Michigan Central and 
the Grand Rapids & Indiana to points of destination. 
On these shipments it paid freight charges of $596.40, or 
30 cents per 100 pounds, composed of the combination of 
the local rate to Buffalo of 9% cents and the through 
rate of 20% cents from Buffalo to destinations. 

Since the complaint was filed and in Sept., 1907, the de- 
fendants have established a 20%4-cent rate via the route 
over which the above shipments moved. The complaint, 
therefore, in so far as the through route and joint rate 
are concerned, is satisfied. The remaining question is 
whether the charge of 30 cents per 100 pounds paid on 
the shipments in question was unjust and unreasonable. 

It appears that a representative of the Michigan Cen- 
tra] railroad solicited the shipments in question, assuring the 
complainant that the rate of 20% cents per 100 pounds 
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applied via Buffalo and included Grand Rapids & Indiana 
delivery. An examination of Pennsylvania Tariff, I. C. C. 
S-93, issued in 1901, seems to confirm this representation. 
The tariff is uncertain, vague and indefinite, and appears 
upon its face to make a rate of 20% cents via Buffalo 
with respect to either Grand Rapids & Indiana or Ann 
Arbor road delivery. 

In a note appearing on the tariff, to which reference 
is made by the letter “f” opposite Warren, it is stated 
that “unless covered by agreed percentages through 
rates must not be quoted from Warren” and certain 
other points named “to any point” in the tariff. The 
points between which percentages had been agreed upon 
by the connecting carriers are not named in the tariff, 
nor are the percentage divisions filed with the Commis- 
sion. Consequently an examination of the tariff would 
fail to. disclose the rates applicable between points cov- 
ered by the note. Clearly such a method of tariff con- 
struction violates that portion of section 6 of the act 
which provides that “the schedules shall plainly state 
the places between which passengers and freight will be 
carried” and that such schedules shall show “all the 
rates, fafes and charges for transportation between dif- 
ferent points on its own route and between points on its 
own route and points on the routes of any other carrier 
by railroad, by pipe line or by water when a through 
route and joint rate have been established.” The Penn- 
sylvania railroad will be required to reissue this tariff 
in accordance with the rules prescribed by the Commis- 
sion. 


Rates Apply Over Routes Specified. 


It was stated that at the time the shipments were 
made there was a rate of 20% cents via Buffalo from 
Warren on Ann Arbdr delivery applicable to the com- 
modities shipped by complainant. It appears that the 
shipments were routed by complainant via Buffalo for 
Grand Rapids & Indiana delivery, and it is insisted by 
defendants that the only rate applicable at the time was 
the combination. It is well settled that if a shipper 
gives directions with respect to the routing of his ship- 
ment the carrier is bound by his instructions and must 
charge the rate applicable to the designated route, even 
though such rate is higher than over some other route 
between the same points. Wm. Larsen Canning Co. vs. 
C. & N. W. Ry. Co. et al., 13 I. C. C. Rep., 286. The 
shipper in this case having directed that his shipments 
move via the route with respect to which the only pub 
lished rate was 30 cents per 100 pounds would be con- 
cluded by his instructions were it not for the fact that 
his complaint charges that the rate of 30 cents is ‘un- 
reasonable and unjust. 

The distance from Warren to Cadillac via the route 
traveled is 650 miles, which is 80 miles shorter than via 
the Empire line, where for similar shipments the 2014- 
cent rate was at the time in effect. The combined rate 
of 30 cents yields 9.02 mills per ton per mile for the haul, 
which for fifth-class is a comparatively high rate. It 
also appears that defendants had in force at the time a 
rate via Buffalo of 201%, cents per 100 pounds on Ann 
Arbor delivery, where the haul, so far as appears, is 
made under practically similar circumstancés and condi- 
tions as exist where delivery is made to the Grand Rapids 
& Indiana road. It is also to be noted that the de- 
fendants have voluntarily put in the rate asked for since 
the filing of the complaint. No transportation or other 
reasons are given by the defendants to sustain the 30- 
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cent rate charged on through shipments from Warren 
to the points named. All the circumstances considered. 
it is believed that the charge of 30 cents per 100 pounds 
made on the shipments in question was unreasonable and 
unjust to the extent of 9% cents per 100 pounds, and 
an order for reparation in the sum of $188.86 will be 
entered, with interest thereon at the rate of 6 per cent 
from June 1, 1907, the date of filing the complaint. 

The order is to be complied with on or before Aug. 
15.

Renort of the Commission. 
KNAPP, Chairman: 

The complainant in this case is a Pennsylvania cor- 
poration engaged at Tarentum, Pa., in the business of 
manufacturing glass bottles, the production of which re- 
quires quantities of lime. Between Sept. 1, 1906, and 
June 30, 1907, there were shipped to complainant from 
MeVittys, Ohio, 20 carloads of bulk lime on which a 
rate of 13% cents per 100 pounds was collected by 
defendants. It is claimed that 10 cents is a just and rea- 
sonable rate, and reparation is asked for the difference. 

MeVittys is a point on the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis railway about 4 miles south of Forest 
on the line of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago. 
Tarentum is on the Pennsylvania railroad 22 miles east 
of Pittsburg. Shipments from McVittys to Tarentum may 
be made over the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis to Forest, over the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chi- 
cago to Pittsburg and thence over the Pennsylvania; or 
over the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis 
through Mansfield to Columbus, over the Pittsburg, Cin. 
cinnati, Chicago & St. Louis to Pittsburg and thence over 
the Pennsylvania. The distance via Forest is 255 miles 
and via Columbus 333 miles. 

Prior to July 8, 1907, there was no joint through rate 
from MeVittys to Tarentum, and the shipments in ques- 
tion, amounting in the aggregate to 947,500 pounds, moved 
via Columbus under combinations of local rates. At that 
time the local rate from McVittys to Columbus was 4 
cents per 100 pounds and from Columbus to destination 
9% cents, making the total charge 13% cents. Effective 
Feb. 4, 1907, the local rate which had prevailed from 
McVittys to. Forest of 4% cents was reduced to 2% cents, 
which added to the 10-cent rate in effect from Forest to 
Tarentum made the combination by that route 12% cents. 
It appears that after this reduction 6 cars of lime moved 
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via Columbus through the mistake of an agent of the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis, resulting in 
an overcharge of $35.42, and that one car was shipped 
and billed on a combination of locals after the through 
rate was reduced to 10 cents, which caused an overcharge 
of $14.63. The sum of these overcharges, $55.05, the 
defendants concede they should refund. 

July 8, 1907, the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & 
St. Louis published a through rate of 10 cents on lime in 
carloads, McVittys to Tarentum, and it appears by the 
tariff that the rate is applicable by either of the routes 
above named. 

The only question here presented is whether the 
charge of the combination of locals under which the 
shipments in question moved was unjust and unreason- 
able. The complainant contends (1) that the fact that 
since these shipments were made a joint through rate 
of 10 cents has been published, and (2) that at the time 
a joint through rate of 10 cents from McVittys to points 
near Tarentum was in effect via other routes, establish 
the unreasonableness of the combination of locals actually 
charged. 

yenerally speaking, joint through rates are lower than 
the sum of locals between the same points, and there 
is no transportation reason why this should not ordi- 
narily be the case. Laning-Harris Coal & Grain Co. vs. 
Mo. Pac. Ry. Co. et al., 138 I. C. C. Rep., 154. There was 
no evidence, except as above stated, that fhe local rates 
cr either of them upon which these shipments moved 
were unjust and unreasonable. It is not enough to entitle 
a complainant to reparation to show merely that since 
certain shipments were made a joint through rate has 
been established which is lower than the former com- 
bination of locals. That fact of itself creates no pre- 
sumption against the carriers. 

So far as the other contention is concerned, no evi- 
dence was offered with respect to the circumstances and 
conditions of the routes over which a 10-cent through rate 
existed to points in the vicinity of Tarentum, nor does it 
appear that complainant was thereby subjected to any 
undue prejudice or disadvantage, or otherwise injured. 

All the facts in this case considered, the Commission 
is of opinion that the rates charged complainant on the 
shipments for which reparation is sought were not shown 
to be unjust or unreasonable, and the complaint will 
therefore be dismissed. 

The misrouting of six cars, as above stated, was the 
fault of the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis, 
and the entire overcharge resulting therefrom, amounting 
to $35.42, should be refunded by that company without 
contribution by the other defendants. The other over- 
charge of $14.63 should be refunded by the roads which 
collected the same. 


An order will be entered accordingly.

Report of the Commission. 


CLEMENTS, Commissioner: 

The petition alleges the exaction By defendants of 
unjust and unreasonable freight rates on cedar cross-ties, 
in carloads, from Wilcox. and Ridge, Mich., to South 
Chicago, Ill., and asks reparation in the sum of $370.09 on 
account of the application of such alleged excessive rates 
on shipments moving between Feb. 23 and March 12, 1906, 
both inclusive, this amount representing the difference 
between the charges assessed at the rate of 13 cents per 
100 pounds and the charges which complainant contends 
should have been collected on the basis of a reasonable 
maximum rate of 10 cents per cross-tie, which the Com- 
mission is asked to prescribe. 

The complainant further alleges that for the period of 
two years prior to the movement of the shipments above 
referred to the Standard Tie Co., of Detroit, Mich., made 
shipments of cross-ties over defendant’s lines of railway 
from Wilcox to Chicago at a rate of 10 cents. per cross-tie, 
and that the application of the higher rate on complain- 


ant’s shipments between the same points constitutes un- 
just discrimination, in violation of the act to regulate 


commerce. 


The shipments made by complainant from Ridge con- 
sisted of 473,830 pounds of cross-ties and from Wilcox 
304,240, or a total of 778,070 pounds, upon which aggregate 


charges of $1,011.49 were collected. 
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late commerce “the testimony of any witness may be 
taken, at the instance of a party in any proceeding or 
investigation depending before the Commission, by depo- 
sition, at any time after a cause or proceeding is at 
issue on petition and answer.” 

It is admitted by the attorney for complainant that 
no notice of the taking of the depositions was served 
upon any properly constituted representative of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway, but it appears that 
sufficient notice was served! upon counsel for the Duluth, 
South Shore & Atlantic railway, and since the principal 
point established by these depositions is conceded by de- 
fendants, i. e., that the Standard Tie Co. made certain 
shipments of cross-ties from Wilcox, Mich., to Chicago at 
less than the published tariff rates, we deem it unnecessary 
to further discuss the question as to the competency 
thereof. 

The complainant is a corporation under the laws of 
the state of Wisconsin and is the successor as to any 
rights involved in this controversy of the Superior Cedar 
& Lumber Co., of Munising, Mich., which last named 
corporation made the shipments hereinbefore referred to 
upon which the alleged unreasonable rates were charged. 

It appears that in the fall of 1905 complainant assem- 
bled certain cross-ties at Ridge and Wilcox, in reliance up- 
on information had from representatives of the defendants 
that the rate to be applied on such shipments to South 
Chicago, Ill., was 10 cents per cross-tie. Subsequently, 
however, after the entire quantity of ties which com- 
plainant desired to ship had been assembled at those 
points, he received advice from the general freight agent 
of the Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic railway that this 
rate did not apply from Ridge and Wilcox, and that it 
would not be extended to apply from those stations. Com- 
plainant had relied upon the representations made to him 
by an official of the carrier and had also inferred that

Several of the shipments above referred to, aggregat- 
ing 160,184 pounds, were made by complainant from Ridge 
prior to Feb. 28, 1906, when the established rate on lumbe! 
and ties to South Chicago was 12 cents per 100 pounds. 
All the shipments in question, however, were charged for 
at the rate of 13 cents per 100 pounds. Complainant is. 
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from Ridge to Wilcox. Prior to Feb. 28, 1906, there was no 
specific rate published to apply on ties from these last- 
mentioned stations. The rate at that time on lumber was 
12 cents per 100 pounds, and this rate was applied on ties. 
On Feb. 28, 1906, cancelation notice was issued discontinu- 
ing the application of the 12 cents per 100 pounds lumber 
rate on shipments of ties from Ridge and Wilcox, and the 
rate subsequent to that date has been 13 cents. The rate 
of 10 cents per tie applying from Underwood, Autrain, 
Ellison, Rock River and Whitefish ‘was canceled, effective 
March 14, 1906, and subsequent to that date a uniform rate 
of 13 cents per 100 pounds has been applied from all sta- 
tions east of Marquette. 

A number of local stations on the Munising railway 
about the same distance from Chicago as Wilcox and 
Ridge have a rate of 10 cents per tie to that place. The 
Munising railway handles shipments from these stations 
to its junction with the Chicago & Northwestern at Little 
Lake, a distance of about 50 miles, and its division of the 
through rate is 3 cents per tie. The rate applied by the 
Chicago & Northwestern from Little Lake is 12 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

The business of the Munising railway consists chiefly 
in the transportation of forest products, and along. prac- 
tically its entire line it has to meet water competition. 
Formerly a rate of 12 cents per 100 pounds was applied 
from its local stations above referred to, but it was found 


that the traffic was being diverted to the water lines; ‘ 


hence the -reduction of the rate to 10 cents per tie. 

A rate of 13 cents per 100 pounds now applies on 
ties from all stations on the Mackinaw division of the 
Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic railway, including Wilcox 
and Ridge, also Underwood, Autrain, Ellison, Rock River 
and Whitefish. The lumber rate, however, has not been 
changed, being still 12 cents per 100 pounds. The distance 
from Ridge and Wilcox to Chicago is approximately 410 
miles, and the rate of 13 cents per 100 pounds a rev- 
enue per ton per mile of 6.3 mills. 

The rate of 10 cents per tie formerly in effect from 
Autrain, Underwood, Whitefish, Ellison and Rock River 
was established on the application of the Standard Tie 
Co., and it does not appear that there were any other 
shippers from those places. The defendants contend that 
this lower rate was established from these points for the 
reason that in their opinion water competition was more 
potent than at Ridge and Wilcox. However, it does not 
appear to have been deemed necessary to establish the 
rate of 10 cents per tie to apply from those stations until 
the Standard Tie Co. so requested. Of these five points, 
Autrain is the only one situated directly on the lake. 


Responsibility of Shippers. 


It is unfortunate that shippers should be misled to 
their injury by erroneous information furnished by rep- 
vesentatives of carriers as to the rate in effect. It is, of 
course, the duty of carriers’ agents to furnish correct in- 
formation as to the proper application of the lawful es- 
tablished rates. However, the law requires that tariffs 
shall be open to public inspection, and therefore shippers 
are themselves charged with notice of the rate lawfully 
applicable. The Commission cannot consider an errone- 
Ous rate quotation made by an agent of a carrier as the 
basis for an award of reparation to a shipper who thereby 
Suffers damage. Collusion between the carrier and a ship- 
ber, which it desired to favor, for protection of other than 
the tariff rates would be rendered too easy of accomplish- 
Ment. In such case the carrier could protect any rate 
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which it might desire to apply by simply quoting it to the 
favored shipper, and thus the integrity of the published 
tariffs (a strict ohservance of which is required by law 
in order to prevent uajust discriminations) would be con- 
stantly violated. 

Upon all the facts appearing in this case we are of 
the opinion that the present rate of 13 cents per 100 
pounds, applied by the defendant carriers on carload ship- 
ments of cedar cross-ties from Ridge and Wilcox, Mich., 
respectively, to South Chicago, Ill., is unreasonable and 
unjust and that a’ reasonable and just maximum rate to 
be charged in the future should not exceed 12 cents per 
100 pounds for such transportation. This rate now applies 
to the transportation of lumber, and no reason exists for 
a higher rate on ties. Upon this basis complainant is en- 
titled tq reparation in the sum of $61.81 (which represents 
the difference between the charges exacted on shipments 
forwarded by him from Ridge and Wilcox to South Chicago 
during the period of Feb. 28 to March 12, 1906, both in- 
clusive) and interest thereon at the rate of 6 per cent 
per annum from the latter date. 

It would seem that the same rate should apply on 
ties from other stations on the Mackinaw divisions of the 
Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic railway, from which the 
lumber rate is 12 cents per 100 pounds, but we can, of 
course, make no order in respect to such rates in view 
of the fact that they are not involved in this proceeding. 
It is expected, however, that the defendants, in readjust- 
ing their tariffs, will establish the Same rate to apply 
on lumber and ties from all those points. Defendants 
should refund to complainant without an order from the 
Commission the sum of $16, with interest at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from Feb. 24, 1906, this being the 
amount of the charges collected in excess of the published 
tariff.rate on shipments from Ridge, Feb. 23 and 24, 1906. 


An order will be entered in accordance with these 
conclusions.

Report on Petition for Rehearing. 
PROUTY, Commissioner: 

The defendant, Seaboard Air Line railway, prefers a 
petition for rehearing in the above case upon the ground 
that the Commission erred in putting in effect a joint 
through rate from Chester to Ohio points which was less 
than that formed by the sum of the full locals to and 
from Richmond; and in support of this petition alleges 
that the report finds that it costs the Seaboard Air 
Line less to handle the business at Richmond when the 
traffic is billed through than when it is delivered locally, 
whereas the testimony_in fact shows that the expense is 
the same. 

The general freight agent of the Seaboard Air Line 
testified that the expense to his company was practically 
the same, since the delivery was made to the Chesa- 
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peake & Ohio at Brown street and in case of local delivery 
at the Brown street team track: 

But this does not show that the expense is the same. 
In case of local delivery the car must stand upon the 
team track for forty-eight hours while being unloaded. 
If the shipment is taken up locally by the Chesapeake & 
Ohio the car stands upon the track for a like period in 
process of loading. These carriers, therefore, furnish a 
car and the track to hold it for at least three days longer 
in case of the local transaction than they do where the 
shipment is through. It needs no testimony, but only the 
commonest knowledge of railroad operation, to show that 
there are other additional expenses which would more 
than make up the difference between the sums of the 
locals and the through rate fixed by the Commission in 
this particular case. 

What was said, however, was not intended to be a 
finding of fact from testimony in that record, but rather 
the statement of a general proposition that, ordinarily, the 
elimination of two terminal services, namely, a _ local 
delivery and a local receipt, reduced the cost of operation 
so that, based upon cost alone, the through rate might 
well be less than the sum of the locals. 

The Seaboard Air Line claimed upon the hearing and 
claims now that the sum of these locals is conclusively. 
presumed to be a reasonable through rate if the locals 
themselves are reasonable. This proposition the Com- 
mission did not and does not accept. It may, in excep 
tional cases, happen that the through rate may properly 
be even greater than the sum of the locals; it often hap- 
pens that it is exactly the same, but it is also frequently 
the case that it should be less. If rates were to be estab- 
lished de novo upon correct principles, it would generally 
be less. This was so stated by the Supreme court of the 
United States, speaking through Brown, Justice, in Minne- 
apolis & St. Louis R. R. Co. vs. Minnesota, 186 U. S., 257, 
262: 

There is an underlying fallacy in the argument of the 
railroad company in this connection, that the sum of two 
reasonable local rates cannot be unreasonable; and, as it is 
admitted that $1.25 per ton is a reasonable local rate for trans- 
porting coal from Duluth to Minneapolis over the St. Paul and 
Duluth road, and that the local rates for coal from Minneapo- 
lis to the designated stations westward and southward are also 
reasonable, it is impossible that a through rate from Duluth 
to the same stations which does not exceed the aggregate of 
these two rates can be unreasonable. We cannot assent to 
this proposition. The practice of railways in this country is 
almost universally to the contrary, and a through tariff is .al- 
most always fixed at a less sum than the aggregate of local 
tariffs between nearby stations upon the same road. 


In several very recent cases this Commission has 
decided, for various reasons, that the through rate shoulda 
be less than the sum of the iocals. Burnham, Hanna, 
Munger Dry Goods Co. et al. vs. Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Ry. Co. et al., supra; Gump vs. Baltimore & 
Ohio R. R. Co., 14 I. C. C. Rep., 98; Payne-Gardner Co. vs. 
Louisville & Nashville R. R. Co., 13 I. C. C. Rep., 638. 

The defendants had established a joint rate of 18.3 
cents from Chester to these Ohio points. The Commission 
held that this was excessive and that the through rate 
ought not, under all the circumstances, to exceed 17.5 
cents. We find no reason to reconsider that opinion, and 
the petition for rehearing is dismissed.

Report of the Commission. 


PROUTY, Commissioner. 

About Aug. 12, 1907, the complainant shipped one 
carload of building granite from Barre, Vt., to Bushwick 
Junction, Long Island, N. Y., over the lines of the Central 
Vermont railway, Montpelier & Wells River railroad, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford railroad and hong Island 
railroad. Said car was assessed on a minimum carload 
weight of 40,000 pounds, at a rate of 20 cents per 100 
pounds, aggregating $80. The car was less than 36 feet 
in length and the actual weight of the contents was 30,600 
pounds. Freight charges should therefore have been 4as- 
sessed at $61.20, and the complainant has suffered damage 
in the amount of $18.80, which it is entitled to recover, 
with interest from Sept. 1, 1907.

TEXAS STIRS ADJOINING STATE. 


In the Louisiana general assembly last week, resolu- 
tions were adopted directing the attorney-general to ap 
pear before the railroad commission of Texas and attempt 
to secure relief from certain rulings and orders of that 
body. The effect of these rulings, it was stated, was to 
divert business, particularly cotton shipments, from Louis 
iana to Texas ports. In case the effort before the Tex4°s 
board is fruitless, the resolution directs the attorney-g¢0 
eral to take‘ the case to the Interstate Commission. 
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Rules for Handling Explosives 


The Commission has formulated and published, under 
date of July 15, “Regulations for the Transportation of 
Explosives.” These regulations are formulated in accord- 
ance with an act of Congress approved May 30, which re- 
quired the Commission within 90 days to make such regu- 
lations. Hearing was had upon notice to the secretary of 
war, the secretary of the navy, the secretary of the Ameri- 
can Railway Association and manufacturers of explosives. 

The regulations require that “explosives, except such 
as are forbidden. * * *, must be received for transporta- 
tion by railroads engaged in interstate commerce on and 
after Oct. 15, 1908, provided the following regulations are 
complied with, and provided their method of manufacture 
and packing, so far as it affects transportation, is open to 
inspection by a duly authorized representative of the initial 
carrier or of the Bureau for the Safe Transportation of 
Explosives and Other Dangerous Articles, of the American 
Railway Association. Shipments of explosives that do not 
comply with these regulations will not be received. Ship- 
ments offered by the United States government may be 
packed, including limitations of weight, as required by its 
regulations,” ete.

FINDINGS OF WISCONSIN BOARD. 


The Wisconsin commission, has found, in the case of 
Erlach Elbertson vs. the C., St. P. & O. Ry., that the rate 
of $1.75 per ton on hard coal and $1.40 per ton for soft coal 
from Superior to Augusta, Wis., were excessive. The 
establishment of a rate of $1.65 on hard coal and $1.25 on 
soft coal was ordered; also the rates from’ Superior to 
Rosedale were fixed at $1.35 and $1.25 for hard and soft 
coal. 

A refund of $387.91 was ordered in favor of the Me- 
nhasha Woodenware Co. against the Wisconsin Central Ry., 
for excessive charges on shipments of logs. In the case 
of the Chippewa Lumber & Boom Co. against the same 
carrier, a refund of $2,459 was ordered for excessive 
charges on shipments of logs. 

The Commission also held that the Burlington road’s 
charges on empty fish boxes, returning, were too high. 
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Advertising Contract Is Illegal 


Judge Kohlsaat, in the United States Circuit court 
at Chicago, has ruled against the Chicago, Indianapolis « 
Louisville Ry. in the suit of the government regarding 
paying for advertising with passenger transportation. 
The railway is enjoined from carrying out a contract with 
Munsey’s magazine. The full text of the court’s decision 
will appear in THr TRAFFIC BULLETIN next week.

TAX VALUES OF WASHINGTON ROADS. 


The state board of tax commissioners of Washington 
has fixed the tax valuation of the three principal rail- 
roads of the state at 60 per cent of the actual values 
determined by the railroad commission. Sixty per cent 
of the valuation of the lines in question, the Northern 
Pacific, Great Northern and O. R. & N., is $111,900,000.

CRITICIZES NEW HAMPSHIRE RATES. 
A series of articles arguing that railroads serving 
New Hampshire maintain rates and practices that discrim- 
inate against commercial interests of the state has been 
appearing in the Manchester, N. H., Union. Rates on coal 
to New Hampshire are the subject of a recent article, in 
which it is stated that the whole adjustment should be 
rearranged, to give manufacturers the benefit of cheaper 
fuel. 


ALTERNATIVE RATES AND LIABILITY. 


The Supreme court of Washington has modified its 
decision in the case of W. H. Harris against the Great 
Northern railway. In this case a consignment was de- 
stroyed in transit and the question of the amount of the 
liability of the carrier arose. For the transportation 
in question it appears there were two alternative rates, 
a higher rate providing for the full liability of the 
carrier and a lower rate providing for liability limited 
as per agreed valuation. When the shipment was made 
the consignor made no stipulation which rate he would 
elect to use. 

The Supreme court decided originally that in the 
absence of a specific agreement the higher rate and full 
responsibility existed. A motion for rehearing was made 
and the Supreme court now holds that as long as all 
rates must be public the shipper is as much obliged to 
know what. rates are as the transportation company; 
that ‘when there are two rates and the shipper makes 
no selection it is proper for the carrier to elect which 
rate will apply, but the bill of lading or receipt showing 
the elected rate must be executed and delivered at the 
time shipment is accepted and that the carrier cannot 
wait until after goods are destroyed to decide whether 
to charge the higher rate with full liability or the low 
limited liability rate.
